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GRAND MASTER’S REPORT. 


To the Grand Lodge of the State of Illinois, I. 0. 0. F.: 

Brethren: 

Time in its flight has brought us to the close of another year, and 
in compliance with the requirements of our Constitution, and a well 
established custom, I herewith submit to you, for your consideration, 
a report of my official acts, as Executive head of this Grand Lodge. 
I am much pleased to be able to say to you that Odd Fellowship in 
this Grand jurisdiction is maintaining its well earned reputation for 
good works, high ideals, and the practice of those principles which 
have always distinguished it. It is commanding the attention of the 
uninitiated by its spirit of progressiveness, and drawing many of the 
best men in every community into its membership. 

While we have had difficulties to encounter in the way of mastering 
the new Ritual (and even now, but few lodges are able to confer the 
degrees just as they should be conferred), still we have made sub- 
stantial increase in membership during the year, and with nearly 
87,000 members in this Grand Jurisdiction, advocating and practicing 
the Cardinal Principles of Friendship, Love and Truth, and in the 
diffusion of Charity and Benevolence, we exercise a great power for 
good, that can scarcely be realized. I am pleased to report to you, 
that during the past year, peace and harmony have generally pre- 
vailed, and no serious dissension has arisen to bring discord among 
the lodges, or the brethren, and the true spirit of fraternity has 
predominated. One year ago I was honored by being elected to the 
office of Grand Master of this Grand Lodge, and now as I am about 
to retire from this office, I want to assure you that all I have done, 
or endeavored to do, has been prompted by the desire to promote the 
welfare of the Order, and to administer justice to every member of 
this great Fraternity in the State of Illinois. 

When I assumed this pleasant, but ardurous duty one year ago, 
I realized my weakness, and asked the loyal support of every member 
of the Order in the State, and I am glad to report to you that, with 
very few exceptions, I have had the hearty cooperation of the mem- 
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bership of all branches of the Older, and have thereby been very 
materially assisted in my work. No doubt I have made many mistakes, 
and perhaps have not done my whole duty as it should have been 
done, but I assure you that such mistakes were of the head and not 
of the heart, for my intentions have always been to do, what seemed 
to me, to be for the good of the Order. 

I have in each instance done the best I could under the circum- 
stances, and am gratified to say that at no time has there been shown a 
disposition to avoid the results of my decisions, or to criticise in any 
unfriendly spirit anything that has been done by me. 

Before going into details of the year’s work, I wish to make brief 
mention of the death of three of our brethren who have passed to 
their eternal reward during the past year. 


NECROLOGY. 

We are reminded that we live in a world of transition, a world of 
change, a world where the mutilating hand of time is seen in all things 
mortal. To-day our friends are about us in the freshness and bloom 
of health, and tomorrow we bend in anguish over their cold forms. 
As Raleigh has well said: “Oh, eloquent, just, and mighty death; 
those whom none could advise, thou hast persuaded; what none hath 
dared, thou hast done; and whom all the world flattered, thou only 
hast cast out and despised. Thou hast drawn together all the far- 
stretched greatness, all the pride, cruelty, and ambition of man, and 
covered it over with those two narrow words — “Here lies/’ Drummond 
says: “Poetry draws near death only to hover over it for a moment 
and withdraw in terror. History knows it simply as a universal fact. 
Philosophy finds it among the mysteries of being, the one great 
mystery of being not.” 

Shirley has expressed the same thought in the following striking 
lines: 


“The glories of our blood and state 
Are shadows, not substantial things; 

There is no armor against fate. 

Death lays his icy hands on Kings; 

Scepter and Crown 
Must tumble down, 

And in the dust be equal made 

With the poor, crooked Scythe and Spade.” 
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JOHN L. NOLEN, 

Grand Sire of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, died at his home in Nash- 
ville, Tennessee, on Monday night, December 14, 1908. 

His career as an Odd Fellow, covering a period of many years, 
was active, honorable, and distinguished, and his death, coming as 
it did, just at the beginning of his administration, was the more 
lamented by the members of the Order, and especially by the mem- 
bers of this Grand Lodge, from the fact that he visited us during 
the last session and delivered a most able and eloquent address on 
the occasion of the dedication of our Domestic Science building at the 
Orphans’ Home in Lincoln. Upon his death the following proclama- 
tion was sent to the lodges of this Grand Jurisdiction: 

Proclamation. 

To the Officers and Members of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, and all 

Grand and Subordinate Bodies of the I. O. O. F.: 

With profound sorrow it becomes my duty to announce the death 
of our beloved Brother John L. Nolen, late Grand Sire, which sad 
event occurred at his home city, Nashville, Tennessee, on Monday 
night, December 14, 1908. 

In the death of Brother Nolen, Odd Fellowship throughout the 
world sustains a great loss. Admirably equipped by a high order 
of ability, and by long service and experience in the Order and in 
the Sovereign Grand Lodge, he was giving a splendid administration 
and making a magnificent record as Grand Sire. I hereby extend 
sympathy to the entire Fraternity in the great bereavement which 
has* so suddenly and unexpectedly come to us all. His eminent virtues 
as a man and Odd Fellow and his distinguished services will be ever 
cherished and constitute a bright chapter in fraternal history. 

As a mark of honor and respect to his memory the office of The 
Sovereign Grand Lodge in Baltimore, Md., was closed on the day of 
the funeral, the building draped in mourning and the flag placed at 
half mast. A suitable floral offering was also authorized and ordered. 

It is further ordered that the charters of all Grand and Subordinate 
bodies be draped in mourning for a period of thirty days. 

Under the Constitution of The Sovereign Grand Lodge the duties* 
of Acting Grand Sire now devolve upon me until the meeting of said 
body at Seattle, Wash., on the third Monday in September next. In 
entering upon the discharge of these duties I do so with reliance on the 
guidance of the Supreme Ruler of the universe, and invoke, and know 
I will receive, the fraternal cooperation of the membership in all 
branches of the Order.

ALFRED ORENDORFF, 

Past Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Illinois, died at his home 
in Springfield, on Friday morning, October 22, 1909. His was a life 
of unselfishness to his fellow men. As an Odd Fellow he enjoyed 
prominence throughout the State. He served as G-rand Master of 
this Grand Lodge in 1878, and for twelve years represented the Grand 
Lodge of Illinois in the Sovereign Grand Lodge. For many years 
he has served this Grand Lodge, in various capacities, with zeal and 
fidelity. It was given to but few men to secure and retain the friend- 
ship of so many of his associates as was the goodly fortune of 
Brother Orendorff. His genial presence and wise counsel will be 
sadly missed. His sterling qualities and sunny disposition won for 
him the love of the brethren wherever he was known. His funeral 
occurred on Sunday afternoon, October 24, and was attended by many 
Odd Fellows from every part of the State. 

JOHN L. BARNUM, 

Past Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Illinois, died at his home 
in the city of Chicago, on Monday, June 7, 1909. His funeral was held 
on Wednesday, June the 9th. For many years he had been identified 
with the affairs of Odd Fellowship and of this Grand Lodge, and 
everywhere throughout this Grand Jurisdiction he was loved and es- 
teemed most highly. His administration as Grand Master was 
successful, and contributed largely to promote those favorable con- 
ditions which obtain in this Grand Jurisdiction now. Being unable 
to attend his funeral, I appointed Grand Secretary John H. Sikes, as 
representative of the Grand Lodge. Brother Sikes was present and 
assisted in the services. 
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COMMUNICATIONS TO LODGES. 

Immediately after the close of the Grand Lodge, I sent out the 
following letter to the Lodges, naming the Standing Committees for 
the year. 

Petersburg, 111., Dec. 2, 1908. 

To the Subordinate and Rebekah Lodges, I. 0. 0. F., Greeting: 

In accordance with a time-honored custom, it becomes my duty, 
and indeed a privilege, to address to you my salutatory as your Grand 
Master, reviewing the past and offering a few suggestions for the 
future. 

I wish, first of all, to express to the Odd Fellows of this great 
jurisdiction, my appreciation of the honor conferred upon me, and the 
confidence reposed in me by your Representatives, to exalt me to the 
position I now occupy; for I fully realize the importance of the office 
with its responsibilities. I assure you that my energies shall be 
exerted to the utmost in promoting the interest and welfare of our 
beloved Order. Let me also solicit your support and hearty coopera- 
tion, for without your assistance I shall be unable to accomplish the 
best results for the Order. 

The Grand Officers are your servants, and they will only be able 
to advance along charitable and benevolent lines of work as you shal. 1 
assist. Our Order is not a mere social organization for the pleasure 
of banquetings and processionings, having no practical bearing on the 
serious issues of life. We are not overgrown children, playing with 
gaudy toys, and amusing ourselves with regalias and high-sounding 
names, but the custodians of an institution whose object is to elevate 
and unify mankind. Let us realize the significance of our responsi- 
bility, and be faithful to our trust. If we shall feel the one and be 
true to the other, we will sympathize with humanity in the afflictions 
of life, and assist in bearing the burdens of our fellow beings. 

We are all gratified with the growth of our Order during the past 
year, for many of the best men and women of the State have joined 
our ranks and enlisted in the great work of educating the orphan, 
caring for the sick, and comforting the distressed. More than four 
thousand have been added to the Subordinate Lodges, and about three 
thousand to the Rebekahs, and six thousand two hundred and sixty- 
nine dollars and forty-three cents to the endowment funds of our 
Homes, of which we are justly proud; for I am certain that there is 
not an Odd Fellow or a Rebekah but is proud of the fact that he or 
she belongs in this jurisdiction where two such magnificent institu- 
tions are maintained and supported, and which have been so well 
managed during the past year under the splendid administration of 
my predecessor. While we have made a fine record in the past year, 
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it should be our ambition to duplicate, or even improve upon it, dur- 
ing the ensuing year; but while we are anxious to increase our num- 
bers and thereby our resources, we should use great care in selecting 
and electing candidates for membership, for we must keep in mind 
the fact that if we have the quality, it will be an easy matter to get 
the quantity, for if our membership is kept up to a high moral stand- 
ard, good men and women will seek admission to our Order. 

Therefore, no one should be solicited or recommended for mem- 
bership unless he or she has the necessary strength of character to 
make an “Odd Fellow in Deed and in Truth.” 

I would recommend that a reasonable contribution be made by 
each Lodge to the endowment funds of our Homes. The amount of 
such contribution should be in proportion to the wealth and general 
prosperity of the Lodge; but I believe it should be considered a privi- 
lege by every member as well as every Lodge to contribute something 
each year for this most worthy purpose. 

In our endeavors to increase our membership and maintain our 
Homes, we must not lose sight of our fraternal duties in our home 
Lodges. Worthy as these objects are, we have other burdens to bear, 
for it is given unto us to lift up the fallen, care for the sick, bury the 
dead, and comfort the bereaved, which is as much the duty of Odd 
Fellows and Rebekahs as to care for the aged and orphan; for there 
are today, tears boiling in hearts that we should cool; there are 
embers dying on the hearthstone that we should rekindle; there are 
pillows beneath aching heads that we should smooth; there are beds 
of the dying that we should surround, and there are yearning graves, 
black as midnight and damp as the breath of death to bereaved hearts, 
that we should fill with the light of sympathy and arch with the pre- 
cious whispering truth of immortality. 

The hungry plead eloquently for bread; the friendless are asking 
for friendship; the orphan holds up its feeble hand for protection, and 
the whole world is struggling and surging and throbbing in error an# 
pain, while we may be ministering angels to solve the most perplexing 
and discouraging problems. 

Human life is crowded with opportunities for the Odd Fellow to 
show the world that the brightest banner which casts a shadow among 
the fraternities of earth is the banner of Friendship, Love and Truth, 
and that Odd Fellowship is broad with sympathy and aglow with fra- 
ternal love. 

Each Subordinate and Rebekah Lodge should select at once, and 
recommend for appointment, a brother or sister to act as Deputy for 
the Lodge. Such person recommended must be a Past Grand or Past 
Noble Grand, who is capable and competent; but do not select any one 
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who is not in every way worthy, and who will not “judge impartially 
of every transaction” which may be referred to him or her. Select 
one who is imbued with the spirit of Odd Fellowship more than the 
authority invested by the office. Choose one who can fraternize dis- 
cordant factions and harmonize conflicting opinions.

Odd Fellows’ League and Relief Board. 

Petersburg, 111,, Feb. 6, 1909. 

To the Subordinate and Rebekah Lodges of Cook County, Greeting: 

Your attention is most earnestly called to the formation of the 
Odd Fellows’ League and ‘Relief Board. 
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At the Session of the Grand Lodge in 1907, the Grand Lodge 
instructed Grand Master Scott to use his best endeavors to effect a 
consolidation of the Odd Fellows’ Board of Relief and the Illinois Odd 
Fellows’ League. Grand Master Scott appointed a committee which 
recommended a complete plan and a new organization has been 
formed to be known as the Odd Fellows’ League and Relief Board. 

The new organization was formed at a meeting of the representa- 
tives of the Subordinate and Rebekah Lodges of Cook County, Sept. 
4, 1907. The new organization has been incorporated under the laws 
of the State of Illinois. The following officers have been chosen by 
the representatives of the Lodges of Cook County: C. A. Young, 
President; A. F. Hanson, Vice President; F. B< Fellows, Secretary; 
Aurielie C. Heuermann, Treasurer; C. H. Philbrick, John R. Watson, 
W. E. Gaskill. Trustees. 

It is the purpose of this new organization to establish headquar- 
ters in the loop district, to be in charge of a salaried officer who 
shall devote his entire time to the work of the Order in Cook County. 
A stenographer will also be engaged. This will bring together under 
one management all the fraternal forces in Cook County for the relief 
of all worthy distressed brothers and sisters, and also the work here- 
tofore conducted by the Board of Relief, as well as by the Illinois Odd 
Fellows’ League. 

The Grand Lodge, at its session in November, 1908, approved 
this organization, and commended it to the Lodges of Cook County. 

The Grand Lodge authorized the Grand Master to appoint a Spe- 
cial Deputy to represent him and the Grand Lodge in the active work 
of this body, and by virtue of the power vested in me, I have appoint- 
ed H. M. Blood of Moreland Lodge, No. 330, as the Special Deputy 
of the Grand Lodge, and the Grand Master. 

The officers of this organization have submitted to me a plan 
of maintaining this organization, and the proposed plan is that each 
Subordinate Lodge be requested to contribute 10 cents per member 
per year, and all Rebekah Lodges be requested to contribute 5 cents 
per member per year, to be paid in quarterly installments in advance,

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The two existing organizations are requested by the Grand Lodge 
to turn over to the new organization any assets in their hands, and 
in case they do not do so, the funds remaining in their hands shall 
be returned to the contributing lodges pro rata. 

This new organization should prove of great benefit to the Order 
in Cook County, and I congratulate the brothers and sisters of Cook 
County that they have taken this action and will establish headquar- 
ters where information can be readily given and assistance immedi- 
ately rendered in any branch of the work of Odd Fellowship. 

As this organization is to be maintained by voluntary donations, 
I ask that every Subordinate and Rebekah Lodge in Cook County con- 
tribute its moral and financial support.

and to take such other action as they may deem necessary to prevent

OBEY THE LAW. 

Petersburg, III., April 10, 1909. 

To the Subordinate Lodges , /. 0. O. F. of Illinois , Greeting: 

Dear Brothers — It has come to my knowledge that a number 
of Subordinate Lodges in this jurisdiction are violating the laws of 
the Order, and this letter is promulgated for the purpose of calling 
attention to the law in the following matters, viz: Lodge Jurisdic- 
tion, Initiation and Degree Fees, General and Special Funds, Saloon- 
keepers, Bartenders and Professional Gamblers, Intoxicating Liquors 
at I. O. O. F. Entertainments, Sunday Observance, Lodge Deputies. 

I shall not undertake to quote the law covering these subjects, 
but the same can be found in the Illinois Code of 1906, and it is my 
intention as Grand Master to enforce the law as it has been adopted 
for the government of the Order by the Grand Lodge of Illinois. 

I have under consideration at this time a few flagrant violations 
which may result in arresting some Subordinate charters, and I call 
upon my Lodge Deputies to assist me in the discharge of my duties 
as Grand Master. 


Lodge Jurisdiction. 

The question of Lodge Jurisdiction is fully covered in the Code 
and there is no excuse for violating the law. Each Lodge has juris- 
diction in a straight line over one-half of the territory to the nearest 
Lodge in each direction, except where there are two or more Lodges 
working in the same language in a city or village, in which case 
they have concurrent jurisdiction. It is illegal for any Lodge to 
admit to membership, either by initiation or deposit of card, any 
person residing nearer another Lodge working in the same language 
without the consent of such Lodge having been first obtained in 
writing and the payment to such Lodge of the amount of fees for 
initiation and degrees charged by the Lodge receiving such person, 
but the Lodge giving the consent in writing may also, in writing, if 
it so desires, waive the above named fees. 
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Initiation and Degree Fees. 

The minimum fees to be charged are $5.00 for the initiation and 
$3.00 for each of the three degrees, making a total of $14.00, and any 
Lodge accepting an applicant for membership by initiation for a less 
fee is violating the law. I desire especially to call your attention 
to the fact that a Lodge cannot evade this law by rebating any part 
of these fees or by offering a commission to members securing appli- 
cations, but the entire $14.00 must be paid into the General Fund of 
the Lodge and remain there to meet the obligations of the Order. 

General and Special Funds. 

The General Fund shall be considered sacredly pledged to the 
relief of distressed Brothers, the payment of benefits, the furnishing 
of the Lodge room, and such other necessary expenses as are and 
may be recognized and authorized by the laws of the Order. 

(For legitimate and illegitimate expenditures of Lodge Funds see 
Code 1906, pages 263 and 264.) 

A Special Fund can be created by setting aside by by-law 5 per 
cent of the receipts for dues, for entertainments. 


Saloonkeepers, Bartenders and Professional Gamblers. 

I desire to call your attention to the fact that a Saloonkeeper, 
Bartender or Professional Gambler is not eligible to membership in 
our Order, and any Lodge admitting such persons is openly and will- 
fully violating the law governing Odd Fellowship in this jurisdiction. 
It is the duty of the Investigating Committee to ascertain that the 
occupation of the applicant is correctly stated in the petition. 


Intoxicating Liquors. 

It has been brought to my attention that intoxicating liquors 
have been dispensed on a few occasions at entertainments given 
under the auspices of the Order, which is contrary to the law in this 
jurisdiction. 


Sunday Observance. 

A Lodge cannot hold any meetings for work or business on 
Sunday, but funeral services may be held and the observance of 
Memorial Day may be had on this day, but picnics, excursions, etc., 
in the name of the Order cannot legally be held under the auspices 
of the Order on Sunday. 
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Lodge Deputies. 

A great amount of unnecessary correspondence must be answered 
by the Grand Master because his Deputies are not properly recog- 
nized. Before bringing the matter to me for official action, it is my 
desire that all questions pertaining to the welfare of your Lodge shall 
first be passed upon by my Deputy, who is in a position to thoroughly 
understand conditions in your Lodge. 

In this letter I have simply attempted to call the attention of 
the Order to a few important matters and insist upon a due observ- 
ance of the laws of the Order by Lodges in this jurisdiction.

“Resolved, That any Odd Fellow who shall hereafter retain mem- 
bership in or become a member of any secret organization not subordi- 
nate to this Grand Body, which shall have adopted or appropriated to 
its own use the uniform, regalia, emblems, name, titles, mottoes or 
initials of this Order, or any part of them, or in which qualification 
for membership is based upon the applicant’s standing in this Order; 
or in which the applicant is required to obligate himself to prefer 
said organization, or any member thereof at the expense of this Order 
or any of its members, shall be guilty of conduct unbecoming an Odd 
Fellow and a grave offense against Odd Fellowship, and upon con- 
viction thereof shall be expelled.” 
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Now, therefore, I, W. L. Kuykendall, Acting Grand Sire, request 
and enjoin upon all members to be loyal to the Order as it now 
exists, and to the Sovereign Grand Lodge as the only supreme gov-

Accident Insurance Societies, Etc. 

Upon sending out the letter of the Grand Sire, relative to Odd 
Fellowship and other organizations, I received many inquiries from 
lodges, and members, as to the interpretation of the same; whereupon 
I wrote to the Grand Sire in regard to what, if any, effect his Procla- 
mation would have upon Accident Insurance Societies, etc., doing 
business among the members of the Order, and received the following 
reply:

Saratoga, Wyoming, May 31, 1909 
Mr. W. M. Groves, Grand Master, Petersburg, Illinois. 

Dear Sir and Brother — Yours of May 27th at hand, and in answer 
thereto will say that my circular letter or Proclamation of April 12 
last, had no reference whatever to the Loyal Protective Association, 
of Boston, Mass., if the same is simply an insurance organization; or 
to any other insurance organization, organized solely as such. 

It seems that some of our members are not satisfied with our 
Subordinate Lodge, Encampment, Rebekah and Patriarch Militant 
branches of the Order. Which it seems to me are amply sufficient 
for all purposes, and for the best interests and welfare of our great 
Fraternity, and have and are attempting to organize another 
women's society, also two separate Shriner attachments among the 
Subordinate Lodge membership — each organization claiming to be 
independent of and in no manner obedient to the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge or our Laws. They are the organizations which called forth 
said proclamation. 

Hoping that the above explanation will be satisfactory, I remain.

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In addition to the foregoing I received a question of similar im- 
port. The question and my answer to the same are as follows: 

Question: Is there any law to prohibit members of the Order 
from acting as agents for The Ridgely Protective Association, or 
other insurance organizations which confine their membership to 
Odd Fellows, provided such organizations do not use the three links 
or other symbols of the Order? 

Answer: No. By reference to the Sovereign Grand Lodge Journal 
of 1905 on pages 75 and 76 this question was considered by the Grand 
Sire. The question and his answer were as follows: Question 2. 
“Is it contrary to law for members of the Order to solicit business 
for The Ridgely Protective Association, such Association limiting its 
business to Odd Fellows, but not using the name or emblems of the 
Order in any way in the transaction of its business?” Answer: “No; 
but all solicitation of life insurance in the lodge while it is in session 
is improper.” This decision being approved by the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge corrects the error made in Busbee’s Digest in digesting the 
decision made in 1902. 


ODD FELLOWS’ LEAGUE AND RELIEF BOARD. 

Pursuant to the action of the Grand Lodge at last year’s session, 
the organization of the new Relief Association in Chicago was per- 
fected, and the two former organizations, known as the Odd Fellows’ 
League, and the Cook County Odd Fellows’ Relief Board, closed up 
their affairs and retired from business, giving their support to the 
new organization, known as the Odd Fellows’ League and Relief 
Board, which I am happy to report, is in a most flourishing condition. 
At the beginning of my administration, I appointed Brother H. M. 
Blood as my Special Deputy, to represent the Grand Lodge in the 
management of this organization, which he has done most acceptably. 
After this new organization had been fully established, and by request 
of the Board of Trustees, I sent out an appeal to the Subordinate and 
Rebekah Lodges of Cook County, as printed on another page of this 
report. On October the 9th, I received the following letter from 
Brother Blood, which indicates that the long desired condition now 
obtains among the lodges of Cook County and this new organization. 

Chicago, III., October 8, 1909. 
Hon. W. M. Groves, Grand Master, Petersburg, 111. 

Dear Sir and Brother — As your Deputy for the Illinois Odd Fel- 
lows’ League and Relief Board, I am pleased to be able to say to 
you that things seem to be looking fine, the lodges contributing 
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regularly, and at the same time giving the organization the moral 
support which is necessary for its final success. 

The general manager, Bro. W. E. Gaskill, who is employed by the 
League, is doing good work, and especially noticeable is the fact 
that he is able to find employment for all who apply — in fact the 
month of September showed twenty or more applications for help 
than he was able to fill. If this kind of work is kept up it will mean 
a substantial reduction of the distress cases during the coming winter. 
He is also taking good care of the emergency that comes up daily.

DECISIONS. 

The usual amount of correspondence with reference to interpreta- 
tion or construction of our laws has transpired during the year. Most 
of the questions submitted have been answered by merely referring to 
our Code of 1906. There have been no new principles promulgated 
in thus applying the law, and I have, therefore, no new decisions to 
report to you at this time. . 


SCHOOLS OF INSTRUCTION. 

In Past Grand Master Owen Scott’s report last year, he recom- 
mended that some plans should be devised whereby the lodges might 
be better prepared to put on the ritualistic work of the Order in con- 
ferring the degrees. Acting upon this recommendation, the Grand 
Lodge instructed me to appoint a committee of three members, to 
submit a plan for conducting such schools, and I, accordingly, appointed 
on this committee Brothers Deputy Grand Master E. R. Sayler, Chief 
Instructor Henry A. Stone, P. G. M. and T. H. Thompson, who, after 
due deliberation and consideration, submitted the following report: 

Springfield, Illinois, June 3, 1909. 
W. M. Groves, Grand Master, Petersburg, Illinois: 

Dear Brother Groves — We, your special committee appointed by 
the direction of the Grand Lodge at the session of 1908, for the pur- 
pose of considering that portion in Past Grand Master Owen Scott’s 
annual report, “We need schools,” and to further consider the subject, 
formulate a plan and draft such legislation as we may find necessary to 
accomplish this purpose, all to be submitted at the coming session of 
the Grand Lodge of 1909, for their approval, beg leave to report as 
follows: 
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We have gone over this matter very carefully and have considered 
it in a very serious and thoughtful manner. We have consulted many 
of the leading members of the Grand Lodge, all of whom have been 
very generous in their approval of our plans. It is expedient that some- 
thing be done to arouse the interest in our Order throughout the juris- 
diction, and to overcome the seeming neglect in not taking up the 
work as it is given in the new Ritual. We realize the importance of a 
better knowledge of the Ritual and of the secret w r ork of the Order. 

We therefore recommend that the incoming Grand Master be in- 
structed to hold a series of “Schools of Instruction” throughout the 
jurisdiction where the Ritual and secret work of the Order will be 
taught and fully exemplified. 

We also recommend that when practicable, at the holding of said 
“schools,” the degrees of our Order be given by competent degree 
staffs by and under the direction of the Grand Master, or the official 
examiner and instructor, and such other features as the Grand Master 
may deem necessary to arouse the interest in Odd Fellowship through- 
out the jurisdiction. 

We further recommend that these educational meetings or “schools 
of instruction,” and places where they will be held, be left entirely 
with the Grand Master, and that he, together with the Deputy Grand 
Master and the official examiner and instructor, be constituted a com- 
mittee to carry forward this most important work, and report their suc- 
cess at the Grand Lodge session of 1910. Provided, that the Grand 
Lodge shall not be held for a larger sum than one thousand dollars 
to cover the actual expense of special deputies and schools of in- 
struction.

SOUTHWESTERN LODGE CASE. 

At the last session of the Grand Lodge, a report was submitted by 
the Grand Master relative to the conferring of degrees at reduced rates 
by Southwestern Lodge No. 484. As Brothers W. H. Dellenback and 
J. R. Kewley had been appointed as Special Deputies to investigate the 
conditions and adjust the same, I therefore appointed the same brothers 
to act as my Special Deputies in the case. Brother Dellenback ex- 
pected to be out of the city much of the time at the beginning of the 
year, and requested to be relieved from the service, which was done. 
Since then Brother Kewley has been doing everything possible to ad- 
just the matter in a satisfactory manner, which he informs me will 
finally be done. 
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EGYPTIAN LODGE CASE. 

On page 42 of the Journal of 190S, will be found a report of the 
condition of the affairs of Egyptian Lodge No. 802. This case has 
been up for consideration in each session of the Grand Lodge since 
1906, and has been the cause of much worry and perplexity for several 
of my predecessors. It appears that Egyptian Lodge owned the second 
floor of a building which was destroyed by fire, and after the loss of 
their property the Lodge was suspended by the Grand Master, who 
demanded of the Trustees the amount of insurance due the Lodge on 
their property, which they have thus far failed to pay. A bill in 
chancery was filed, but the court dismissed the bill, holding that the 
Grand Lodge had an adequate remedy at law. Brother W. D. Lyerle 
was appointed by Brother Scott as Special Deputy to look after the 
interests of the Grand Lodge, and upon the recommendation of Brother 
Scott, I also appointed Brother Lyerle as my Special Deputy for the 
same purpose. On September 11, 1909, I received the following letter 
from him relative to the case: 


Jonesboro, Illinois, Sept. 11, 1909. 
Mr. W. M. Groves, Grand Master, I. O. O. F., Petersburg, 111.: 

Dear Sir — Sometime ago a matter was placed in my hands for ad- 
justment that concerns the Grand Lodge of Odd Fellows of this State. 
I refer to the claim of the Grand Lodge, growing out of certain funds 
now held by some of the members of Egyptian Lodge No. 802. I have 
endeavored to get these parties to make some kind of settlement with- 
out the necessity of a suit, but they seem disposed to ignore my de- 
mands. I certainly feel that the Grand Lodge ought to take active steps 
for the collection of this sum of money, and at your direction I propose 
bringing a proceeding in circuit court. A former suit was filed 
something like a year or so ago, but this was a chancery proceeding, 
and at the time it was brought I was of the opinion that a suit at law 
was the proper remedy. The court so held and dismissed the bill in 
chancery. I am of the opinion that an ordinary action in assumpsit 
will reach the result we are looking for. I will need an advance 
fee of $6.00 to file the suit in circuit court, and upon receipt of that 
sum and direction from you to that effect, I will have the suit docketed.

On October the 5th, 1909, after consulting w r ith Deputy Grand 
Master E. R. Sayler, and Grand Secretary John H. Sikes, I wrote him 
in reply as follows: 
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Petersburg, 111., Oct 5. 1909. 

Mr. W. D. Lyerle, Jonesboro, 111. 

Dear Brother — On Sept. 13th I wrote you and asked to be given 
a little more time in the matter of filing suit, etc., in Egyptian Lodge 
case, until Brother Sikes returned from the Pacific Coast. Brother 
Sikes is now at home and he, the Deputy Grand Master and myself 
have gone over this case to-day to some extent and have concluded 
to advise you to proceed to file suit in assumpsit as per your sug- 
gestion, and you will find inclosed warrant for $6.00 to defray the 
expense of the same. 

I shall bring this matter as it now stands before the Grand Lodge 
at the coming session and ask that Body to give further instructions 
to the incoming Grand Master and I shall also recommend that you 
be continued as Special Deputy in this case, and the incoming Grand 
Master will give you further instructions as to his wishes in this case. 

I feel certain that the interests of the Grand Lodge will be safe 
in your hands. I wish to thank you for the interest you have taken 
in this case thus far. Awaiting your further pleasure, I beg to remain,

On October the 15th I received the following letter from Brother 
Lyerle: 

Jonesboro, Illinois, Oct. 14, 1909. 
Mr. W. M. Groves, Grand Master I. O. O. F., Petersburg, 111. 

Dear Brother — I have entered suit in the case of the Grand Lodge 
vs. Taylor Dodd, et. al. f parties having the possession of the funds 
of Egyptian Lodge No. 802, I. O. O. F., now defunct. 

As the suit progresses it will be necessary for me to apply to 
you and the Grand Secretary for some information. In the first 
place I will want a copy of the Constitution and By-Laws of the 
Grand Lodge; secondly, will want a certified copy of the Grand 
Charter. This can be secured from the Secretary of the State at 
Springfield. I will also want a copy of the By-Laws of the Local 
Lodge at Camp Ground, who formerly owned the funds. I desire 
also to know if the Grand Lodge has ever as yet declared Egyptian 
Lodge No. 802 defunct. If this has been done it should be shown by 
the minutes in possession of the Grand Secretary, Bro. Sikes. As 
I understand the law, before Grand Lodge can claim funds of a 
subordinate lodge, it must appear that such subordinate lodge is at 
that time defunct, and not a regular organization. I am aware of the 
fact that more than' a year ago steps were taken to declare this

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lodge at Camp Ground, in Union County, viz: Egyptian Lodge No. 
$02, defunct, and I presume the records show that has been done. 
However, I wish you would at once communicate with the Grand 
Secretary and have him write me fully on this point. It will devolve 
upon us to show this fact upon the trial. No difficulty will be ex- 
perienced in showing that the money has gone into the hands of 
the parties who are now being sued, and the only remaining question 
will be, Is the Grand Lodge entitled to it? Before I file the declaration 
in this case, I would be glad to have these facts.

The information requested in the foregoing letter has been for- 
warded to Brother Lyerle, and it remains now for this Grand Lodge 
to instruct the incoming Grand Master as to what shall be done with 
this case. 


CASS LODGE NO. 125, 1. O. O. F. 

On page 378, Jour. 1908 appears a petition signed by H. S. Leeper, 
et al, former members of Cass Lodge No. 125, located at Chandlerville, 
Illinois, but now defunct. This' petition sets up the fact that when 
this lodge was closed a certain sum of money was turned over to the 
Grand Lodge by Brother Henry Phillips, P. G. M., of Beardstown, 
who acted as Deputy for the purpose of closing the lodge, and further 
prays the return of the charter and money to them for the purpose 
of reorganizing said Cass Lodge. 

In view of the fact that Cass Lodge No. 125 has been closed for 
many years and the number has been given to another Subordinate 
Lodge now located at Pearl, in Pike County, I deemed it impossible 
to literally carry into effect the terms of the petition. 

Under the circumstances it appeared to me that the only thing 
to do w r as to request H. S. Leeper, et al, former members of Cass 
Lodge No. 125, I. O. O. F. to proceed with the institution of a Subordi- 
nate Lodge at Chandlerville and when legally organized with officers 
bonded, etc., the sum of money realized from the former lodge would 
be turned over to the new Lodge, and so wrote them. 

My instructions did not meet with the approval of H. S. Leeper, 
et al, who claimed that the money should be turned over to them 
prior to the organization of a second lodge at that place. 

In my judgment no one was authorized to receive this money 
until a legally constituted Subordinate Lodge^of our Order was insti- 
tuted, so that its officials might make a proper receipt to the Grand 
Lodge. 
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No organization was effected at that place, consequently the 
amount of money realized from Cass Lodge No. 125, I. O. O. F., now 
defunct, remains in the Grand Lodge Treasury. 

OTHER GRAND LODGES. 

Most pleasant have been the relations with other Grand Lodges. 
Correspondence has been carried on with several Grand Masters in 
regard to matters of a fraternal nature, in looking after the interests 
of the members of the Order, as occasion required; but as these matters 
were of minor importance. I need not give them in this report. 

OUR HOMES. 

One of the most important works in which we are engaged in 
this Grand Jurisdiction is in taking care of those who need our 
assistance and sympathy, and therefore, the most sacred places to all 
true and loyal Odd Fellow's are the two homes which are being main- 
tained and supported by us. and every Odd Fellow and Rebekah in this 
great State points with pride to these two institutions. 

THE OLD FOLKS' HOME. 

The affairs of the Home are being ably and judiciously managed, 
and so far as I can ascertain, the brothers and sisters wiio compose 
the membership of that institution are satisfied and happy. The new 
addition to the building has been completed and was opened for the 
reception of members early in March, and all those w T ho had been 
waiting for admission have been accommodated, and still there is room 
for others. The Boards are to be complimented for their splendid 
management in the erection of this building, for it is a model of con- 
venience, and in every way so well adapted to the wants of the occu- 
pants. Brother and Sister Wyman, who so admirably managed the 
Home for three years, resigned, and on May 1st severed their connec- 
tion therewith. This was regretted, not only by the Boards, but by 
every member of the Order throughout the Jurisdiction. The Boards 
selected their successors, and in my judgment, have made a wise 
choice in selecting Brother John R. Watson and his sister, Miss Eliza- 
beth Watson, for I have heard nothing but words of praise and com- 
mendation for them from the members of the Home. There has been 
no friction and no complaint in the management of the Home during 
the year, but on the other hand, I have heard nothing but the kindest 
words of appreciation for the faithful service rendered by the Boards 
of this institution. I am certain that the membership of this Grand 
Lodge will join with me in extending thanks to the members of these 
Boards for their efficient services. 
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THE ORPHANS’ HOME. 

We will not be able to know how much good has been done and 
what is being accomplished here until the secrets of ail hearts shall 
be disclosed at the Judgment Day. But even now we can understand 
somewhat the value of this Home, where the boys and girls are not 
only cared for in a material way, but where they are trained and 
educated and prepared for the conflicts and activities of after life. 
The record we have made in this Home is one of which all are justly 
proud, and should encourage us to give more of our moral and financial 
aid. 

Just following the closing session of the Grand Lodge one year 
ago, the new Domestic Science and Manual Training buildings were 
dedicated, and this has given our children additional facilities in mak- 
ing the necessary preparation for a practical life. 

It is needless for me to say anything concerning the management 
of this Home, for every member of this Grand Lodge knows of the 
ability, goodness and willingness of Dr. Lucas and his estimable wife. 
I am certain that you will all agree with me that their services have 
beeu invaluable to the Order, and to the Odd Fellows in this State. 
I can not find words to express our appreciation and gratitude to them 
for the faithful and unselfish services which they have rendered to 
this Grand Lodge in their daily ministrations in the Orphans’ Home. 
The two Boards of the Home have been tireless in their efforts to 
obtain the best results, by procuring everything possible for the ac- 
commodation of the children, and in assisting Dr. and Mrs. Lucas in 
the management of affairs connected with the Home. A more loyal 
membership than we have on these Boards could not be found any 
where, and I want to congratulate and thank them for the splendid 
services they have given to this Grand Lodge. 

I have one recommendation to make to the Grand Lodge, which 
I consider of vast importance, and it is this, that we should purchase 
the eighty acre tract of land adjoining the Home farm, upon which, 
I understand, the Board has procured and holds an option. It will not 
be many years, at most, until more land, in connection with the Home, 
will be necessary, and, as Illinois real estate is always valuable, it 
will be a safe investment at this time. 

Inasmuch as the Domestic Science building has not been completed 
as originally planned on account of a lack of funds, I recommend that 
such action as may be necessary be taken at this session to complete 
the building. 

In connection with this subject, I wish to make mention of another 
matter, and it is the Memorial Tablet which has been placed in the 
new building at' the Home by the Rebekah branch of the Order, through 
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a special committee, consisting of Sisters Lina D. Carlin, P. P., Kate 
A. Troxell, P. P., and May C. Reiser. The tablet is in memory of the 
first matron of the Home, Sister Lizzie L. Morrison, who was beloved 
not only by the children of the Home, but by the entire membership 
of this Grand Jurisdiction. Much credit is due this committee for 
their faithful services, and in the splendid selection of this beautiful 
tablet. 

I wish also to mention the services and goodly offices of Grand 
Patriarch H. E. Makutchan, who has been enlisting the assistance and 
cooperation of the Encampment branch of the Order in taking a more 
active part in the maintenance of our two Homes. I assure him that 
we most heartily appreciate his assistance, and are very grateful for 
his encouragement and thoughtfulness. 

SPECIAL RELIEF. 

There have been but three cases during the past year where it 
became necessary to draw upon the Special Relief Fund. These were 
as follows: Brother H. W. Franke, a member of Kemper Lodge No. 
59G, whose case has been reported for two years past to this Grand 
Lodge, as you may see by referring to the Journal of 1908, on page 45. 
This brother was reported to me through Six Mile Lodge No. 87, of 
Nameoki, as being in distress and unable to*care for himself. I there- 
fore sent a warrant to Six Mile Lodge for $G0, directing that the same 
should be applied for the relief of Brother Franke. He is now a 
member of the Old Folks’ Home. 

Through the Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania, 
an appeal was made to me for assistance for Mrs. Thomas N. Newton, 
of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, whose husband was, at the time of 
his death, a member of Palatine Lodge No. 708, of Palatine, Illinois. 

The lodges of Philadelphia had given her assistants for some 
time, but when she became sick she needed more assistance than they 
could give her, and as Palatine Lodge is very weak financially, I sent 
to Mrs. Newton a warrant for $60, which she has acknowledged and 
repeatedly thanked the Grand Lodge for. 

A very pathetic case was that of Miss Orpha Mae Braden, of 
Kalamazoo, Michigan, who had formerly been one of the children in 
our Orphans’ Home for about eight years, but is now making her home 
with her sister in Kalamazoo. She is afflicted with tuberculosis, with 
no means of support, and her sister depends solely upon her daily 
earnings as a means of providing for herself and her afflicted sister. 
After making inquiry of Dr. Lucas concerning her, and finding that she 
was in every way worthy of our attention, I forwarded to her a warrant 
for $50, which she acknowledged with gratitude to the Grand Lodge. 
This young lady is certainly deserving of our sympathy and assistance, 
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and therefore, I desire to bring to your attention the last letter which 
I received from her on October the 16th, and which has not been 
answered, but is submitted for your consideration. 

Blue Star Camp, Kalamazoo, Michigan, October 15, 1909. 
Mr. W. M. Groves, G. M., Petersburg, Illinois: 

Dear Brother Groves — It is with a great feeling of shame and 
humiliation that I am again compelled to write to you for aid, altho’ 
you in your last reply to me heartily extended help should further aid 
be needed. At the time, I firmly resolved that I should die before I 
would again ask for charity, but I have reached a point where it is 
compulsory with me and I now write to ask if it would be possible 
for the Grand Lodge of Illinois to extend to me a weekly allowance; 
say of three or four dollars? This would not keep me, but my sister 
is doing all she can, but, poor girl, she can’t do it all. I have written 
to you in confidence, Mr. Groves, for you will know if this is possible. 
If it is possible, then please handle the case as you know best, other- 
wise kindly respect my confidence and oblige a sister in need.

STATE FAIR HEADQUARTERS. 

As it had been the custom to establish headquarters at the State 
Fair for the accommodation of Odd Fellows throughout the State, I 
followed the custom this year. Brother Charles R. Coon, of Sangamon 
Lodge No. 6, was placed in charge. The expense incurred for this 
purpose was $30, for which a warrant was drawn. The accommodation 
and convenience of the headquarters tent where the Odd Fellows may 
rest and become acquainted justifies the expenditure. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

During the year many applications for dispensations have been 
received and I have granted most of them and given permission as 
requested. Most dispensations granted have been to authorize the 
holding of the usual social functions of the lodges. 

NEW SUBORDINATE LODGES. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the’ New Ritual has somewhat 
hindered the growth of many of the older and smaller lodges in the 
State, yet there have been a number of new lodges instituted, and 
prospects are good for many more to be instituted next year than this. 
It has been the policy of the Grand Secretary and myself to proceed 
cautiously in authorizing new lodges, and wherever we have considered 
it unwise to do so, we have refused to allow new lodges to be in- 
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stituted. I have granted dispensations for the institution of thirteen 
new Subordinate Lodges, which are now working under dispensation, 
and which I recommend as being proper organizations to receive 
charters from this Grand Lodge. A list of the names and numbers of 
said lodges, together with their locations, and the respective dates of 
institution, and the names of the instituting officers, is herewith 
presented:

DEGREES EXEMPLIFIED AT THIS SESSION. 

Pursuant to the rule heretofore observed, I have arranged to have 
all the degrees exemplified at this -session. The time fixed is Wednes- 
day afternoon and evening, Nov. 17, 1909. In view of the operation 
of the new ritual, this becomes of more than ordinary importance. 
The lodges who are to do this work are volunteers, and come at their 
own expense. I am of the opinion that hereafter one or two teams 
should be chosen for their efficiency in the work and brought here at 
the expense of the Grand Lodge. Two things have been sought this 
time. 

1st. Every representative should have an opportunity to see the 
work done.

By doing this, two degrees 
can be exemplified and then a recess taken and then the other two 
put on. Both the workers and those who witness the work will be 
relieved from the long siege and the late hours made necessary by 
the original plan.

Dear Sir and Brother — I am sending you herewith a commission as 
Official Instructor in the “Unwritten Work” of the I. 0. O. F.. issued 
by the Grand Master of the Jurisdiction of Illinois, through the 
recommendation of the undersigned. 

In issuing this commission it is with the hope that you will use 
it for the “Good of the Order.” That you will impart your knowledge 
of the work to others who may desire to acquire it. While this is a 
reward of merit and a certificate of proficiency, it carries with it the 
injunction TO WORK, so that you may have something to report as 
required by law. 

Your attention is called to the law on this subject as found in 
Section 226 of Merrill’s Code, to-wit: 

“Any Past Grand who is appointed official examiner or official in- 
structor shall report fully all his acts as such Examiner or Instructor 
to the Chief of Examiners and Instructors, on or before the 15th day 
of October of each year, etc.” 

Every brother holding a commission this year will be expected to 
make such report, and to this end will receive a reminder about the 
first of October.

Knowing these brothers, as I do, and their zeal in the work,’ I can 
not believe this is through any lack of interest on their part, but that 
their every-day business duties caused them to forget. That many of 
them have accomplished results, I have no doubt, and shall hope for 
better reports in the future.

Each staff visited worked the degree applied for. none of which at 
the time were sufficiently proficient, but willing to qualify by hard 
work before my final visits. I shall visit them again about the first to 
tenth of November, for final examinations and assignments, but this 
will be too late for this report. I will assure you, however, that no de- 
gree work will be exemplified before the Grand Lodge unless these 
examinations show the required proficiency. This work is exemplified, 
not for show, but for the education of the Grand Lodge representatives 
and other interested members of the Order, who desire the correct 
work and the proper way to confer the degrees as contemplated in our 
code of law r s. 

I am fully of the opinion that the splendid exemplification of the 
degree work last year, the first under the revised Ritual, was an in- 
spiration to all who witnessed it, and know that it has resulted in more 
lodges seeking the correct work this year than ever before. This is 
evidenced by the many who have called for instructors in the ritu- 
alistic and dramatic work. They are awakening to the realization of 
the fact that in order to secure good and abundant material they must 
be qualified to properly impress upon the stranger correct conceptions 
of the lessons we seek to impart. It is proper and right that the 
lodges should be qualified and perfect in the “Unwritten Work,” and 
much has been done along these lines in our Jurisdiction in the past, 
but the time has come, especially since the adoption of the Revised 
Ritual, with its splendid version of the enlarged work, when special 
effort is to be made in way of instructions in the ritualistic and dra- 
matic rendition of the lectures, charges, etc. 

The lodge that aspires to do good work, organizes a degree staff, 
and strives for proficiency, will never lack for good material. It 
brings the material. It is the very best investment in a financial way, 
for it produces the results. I congratulate the Order in Illinois on 
the fact of a general awakening all along the line in this educational 
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work, which is evidenced by the contemplated work planned and to be 
executed by your probable successor, Deputy Grand Master, E. R. 
Sayler, during the months of January and February next, and which, 
if permitted to be carried out, will be far reaching in its effects, and 
tend to go far towards reaching the goal of 100,000 members. 

I desire to express my thanks to each and every instructor who 
hold commissions this year for their cooperation and work, especially 
those who have given reports of their efforts. I especially desire to

The results reported from Rushviile are only evidence of the value of 
these schools. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I desire to recommend for the good of the Order, the Grand Lodge 
and the nearly 1,000 Subordinate Lodges in this Jurisdiction, that 
from and after the 1909 session of the Grand Lodge, the Chief of 
Examiners and Instructors, with the approval of the Grand Master, 
be instructed each year to arrange with a qualified degree staff within 
the Jurisdiction of Illinois, to exemplify one or more degrees of the 
Subordinate Lodge before the Grand Lodge. That said degree staff 
selected shall qualify to the satisfaction of the Grand Master and the 
Chief of Instructors. That the staff so selected shall be reported 
by the Grand Master to the Committee on Mileage and Per Diem, and 
they shall be allowed mileage of five cents per mile, one way, and 
$2.00 per diem for two days. 

I hope that you approve of this or some other in effect. It is too 
much to ask the Grand Lodge to pay the expenses of four degree staffs 
to exemplify this work, but there is no question in my mind but they 
should pay one staff. These degree staffs are usually made up from 
among laboring men, and they are unable to lose both their time and 
the attending expenses of these trips. It is a worthy honor to confer 
this work before 1,500 members of our Grand Lodge, but honors will

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not pay expenses, while the small amount it would cost the Grand 
Lodge annually for one staff, would be certainly small in comparison 
with the great good accomplished. I believe our Grand Lodge is 
willing to spend their money when it is a good investment and proper 
returns come from it.

Dear Brother — The Board of Trustees of the Endowment Funds 
of the Odd Fellows’ Orphans’ Home and the Odd Fellows’ Old Folks’ 
Home of the State of Illinois, respectfully report that they have dur- 
ing the past year purchased two certain real estate mortgages, being 
first mortgages on improved Illinois farms as follows: 

One mortgage by James Raleigh, mortgages farming land in 
Will County, Illinois, bears date December 24, 1908 and is given to 
secure notes to the amount of seven thousand ($7,000.00) dollars, 
bearing even date with said mortgage and duo February first 1914. 
The security is two hundred forty (240) acres of land valued at 
twenty thousand four hundred ($20,400.00), with additional for im- 
provements. We purchased this mortgage of the Pearsons-Taft Land 
Credit Company, of Chicago, Illinois, and it nets to the Endowment 
Funds four and one-half (4*4) per cent, interest per annum, the 
interest to date from December 24, 1908 and to be payable annually 
We examined this property and the abstract of title very carefully, 
and satisfied ourselves in every respect and in accordance with the 
rules laid down by the Grand Lodge that this investment was thor- 
oughly safe and that the Endowment Funds are thus placed in accord- 
ance with our instructions. 

On the 9th day of April, 1909, we purchased of the Pearsons-Taft 
Land Credit Company, of Chicago, Illinois, one principal note of 

two thousand ($2,000.00) executed by one Clay, with 

five (5) interest notes attached thereto, bearing even date with the 
principal note, the principal note due and payable April first, 1914, 
and one interest note due on April first of each of the years beginning 
April first, 1910 and ending April first, 1914, the interest notes being 
of such an amount as to net the Endowment Funds four and one-half 
(4 y 2 ) per cent, interest per annum upon the principal. These notes 
are secured by a first mortgage on the north half of the northwest 
quarter of section eight (8), in township twenty-six (26) north, range 
nine (9) east of the Third Principal Meridian (except one acre in 
the northwest corner for school house, and except a strip six (6) feet 
wide off the east side) and all situated in the County of Ford and State 
of Illinois and containing seventy-eight and five sixths (78 5/6) acres, 
more or less. We examined this real estate and the abstract of title 
thereto very carefully and find that the real estate is worth at a fair 
valuation, eight thousand ($8,000.00) dollars and is ample security 
for our loan. 
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Upon our reporting these matters to you at the time and at our 
request you caused warrants to issue on the Grand Treasurer, pay- 
able to the Pearsons-Taft Land Company for the sums .indicated at 
that time, the same to be taken from the Endowment Funds of the 
Odd Fellows’ Orphans’ Home and the Odd Fellows’ Old Folks’ Home 
equally, which warrants were forwarded to the Chairman of this Board 
of Trustees and by him delivered to the Pearsons-Taft Land Credit Co. 
The securities were delivered by the Pearsons-Taft Land Credit Com- 
pany to the Chairman of this Board of Trustees and by him to the 
Grand Treasurer for safe keeping. 

In the matter of both of these loans, your Trustees have complied 
with the requirements of the Grand Lodge as set forth in the law 
creating these Trustees and the subsequent enactments by the Grand 
Lodge of the State of Illinois, and in our opinion the loans are un- 
questionably safe and desirable investments for these funds. During 
the year the annual interest on the several loans previously made 
by this Board of Trustees has fallen due and in each case has been 
promptly paid and the same turned over to the Grand Treasurer.

We made our annual visit to the Old Folks’ Home at Mattoon on 
Tuesday, Nov. 2, and met with the Trustees of the Home. We found 
the Home in splendid condition under the management of Superinten- 
dent Bro. J. R. Watson, and his able assistant, Miss Elizabeth Watson. 
After conversing with many of the brothers and sisters we found no 
complaints. 

On the contrary, all of them speak in the highest terms of the 
management and of their treatment and surroundings. 

The Board seems to be working in harmony, and endeavoring to 
give your committee all of the information at their command. The 
new fire-proof building, now completed, is a great addition to the com- 
forts and pleasures of the occupants and to the Board in the trans- 
action of their business. All of the buildings and ground are in good 
condition and a credit to our Order. 

The new building or annex has been creditably furnished complete 
without expense to the Grand Lodge by generous donations from va- 
rious lodges, as shown in the accompanying report. There are at 
present 103 members in the Home, 80 brothers and 23 sisters, with six

Your Finance Committee, in accordance with the usual custom, 
made its annual visit to our Orphans’ Home at Lincoln, Illinois, on 
Wednesday, November 3, 1909. The Board of Trustees were in session 
and Grand Master Groves, Deputy Grand Master Sayler and Sister 
Reeve, President of the Rebekah Assembly, were present. We spent 
the entire day in looking over the farm, inspecting the stock, the 
buildings, and the manner in which they were kept, and it affords 
us pleasure to report that we found everything in a highly satisfac- 
tory condition. The children all looked neat, healthy and happy. 

We desire to commend the work being done for the boys in the 
Manual Training School, and the girls in the School of ’Domestic 
Science. 

The new dining-room in the Domestic Science building is a most 
satisfactory change and makes the heart of every Odd Fellow and Re- 
bekah swell with pride as they look upon it. The new heating plant 
is completed and will doubtless prove satisfactory in heating the 
building. 

The day we visited the Home there were 150 children there, 83 
boys and 67 girls. These children are all quite young, and not many 
of them will leave us in the next three years, while doutbless the 
usual number will apply for admission, which will, no doubt, fill our 
Home to its utmost limits in a short time. Our Superintendent, Dr. 
Lucas, and Mrs. Lucas, as Matron, deserve the highest praise for the 
splendid manner in which they are conducting the Home, in all its 
departments, and they deserve the gratitude of this Grand Lodge for 
the tender and loving care they are bestowing upon the children of 
our deceased brothers. 

For the new Domestic Science building and the splendid work 
being done there this Grand Lodge is indebted to the Rebekah branch 
of our Order. We understand they will complete the building in the 
near future at a cost of nearly ten thousand dollars. It may be that 
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this Grand Lodge does not fully realize how much the Rebekahs have 
done for our two Homes, and the credit that is due them for their 
interest and work.

CHANGE OF LANGUAGE. 

But one Dispensation has been granted authorizing the change of 
language, and this was to Walhalla Lodge No. 574, located at Blue 
Island, authorizing it to change the work of the lodge from the Ger- 
man to the English language. This Dispensation was granted on 
July 7, 1909, upon application made in the regular way. 

ORPHANS’ HOME GRADUATING EXERCISES. 

It was a most enjoyable privilege for me to attend, and partici- 
pate in, the graduating exercises at the Home in Lincoln, on June 15, 
1909. There were four boys who had finished the course of study 
in our school and received diplomas on that occasion, and I am of 
the opinion that they will compare favorably with the graduates of 
any of our public schools of the same grade. I am sure they will 
bring further honors to this Home and school in years to come. In 
following the custom of former years, in behalf of this Grand Lodge. 
I presented each of the boys with a ten dollar gold piece. 

ANNUAL PICNIC. 

It has been the custom for a number of years to take the children 
of the Home in Lincoln to Mattoon for a picnic at the Old Folks’ 
Home, but through the generous spirit of the McLean County Odd 
Fellows, the children were invited to enjoy their annual picnic at 
Miller Park in the city of Bloomington on June 24, 1909, and the 
invitation was accepted. The day was perfect, and the entertainment 
was all that could be desired. Several thousand Odd Fellows and 
Rebekahs were present to enjoy the hospitality thus extended, and 
all went away feeling that the day had been well spent, and, in behalf 
of the Grand Lodge, I wish to express to the lodges and members 
of McLean County our gratitude for their kindness. 
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BUTLER LODGE PROPERTY. 

On page 49 of the Journal of 1908, the Grand Master reported 
that he had closed Butler Lodge No. 317, located at Butler in Mont- 
gomery County, and that some property was then in the hands of the 
deputy to be disposed of. This property w r as a one-half interest in a 
very much dilapidated frame building, the other one-half being owned 
by the Grand Lodge of A. F. & A. Masons. 

After considerable correspondence with A. H. Bell, Grand Master 
of the Masonic Grand Lodge, and the assistance of his District Deputy 
Grand Master, the property was disposed of for $500, and on June 28, 
1909, the deed was duly signed by our Grand Secretary, Bro. John 
H. Sikes, and myself, for this Grand Lodge; whereupon, we received, 
after the expenses of selling, taxes, etc. had been deducted, the sum 
of $233.99, which amount W'as forwarded to the Grand Treasurer. 

BURNSIDE LODGE. 

It will be noticed by referring to page 49 of the Journal of 1908 
that Burnside Lodge No. 701, located at Burnside, in Hancock County, 
was closed on Aug. 11, 1908, and $205.23 was turned over to this Grand 
Lodge. This Lodge surrendered its charter on account of internal 
friction and disruption, but there remained in that vicinity a number 
of true and loyal Odd Fellows who were anxious to have a lodge in 
Burnside, and, upon the proper petition, I granted a Dispensation for 
instituting Burnside Lodge No. 701, which was instituted by Special 
Deputy Bro. J. Johansen, of Bentley Lodge No. 412, on Dec. 29, 1908, 
with more than forty charter members. The Lodge is now r in a flourish- 
ing condition, and the prospects are favorable, and I w T ould therefore 
recommend to this Grand Body that the amount of money received 
from the defunct Burnside Lodge No. 701 be donated to the new T 
Burnside Lodge No. 701. 

THE WINCHESTER HALL CASE. 

On page 223 of the Journal of 1908 is the case of Bro. Winchester 
Hall vs. Excelsior Lodge No. 22, I. O. O. F. The Grand Lodge con- 
curred with the Judiciary and Appeals Committee, and Brother Hall 
thereupon took an appeal to the Sovereign Grand Lodge. 

Inasmuch as every lodge in the State would be affected by the 
decision of this case, and after consulting with a number of prominent 
members of the Order, I engaged the services of Grand Representative 
Ow^en Scott to look after the interests of the Grand Lodge in this 
case, before the Committee on Appeals of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, 
just recently closed; and I now report to you that the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge sustained the Grand Lodge of Illinois in its decision. 
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WEAK LODGES. 

On page 425 of the Journal of 1908 will be found a Recommenda- 
tion by the Committee on the State of the Order, in regard to assist- 
ing weak lodges. In the beginning of the year, I addressed a letter 
to each of the fifty-seven weak lodges in the State, and urged them 
to make an effort to gain at least ten new members each during the 
winter and spring. I offered the assistance of a special deputy, and, 
in several instances, offered to visit them myself, to assist them in 
any way possible. I received but few replies, although several lodges 
accepted the offer and endeavored to gain the number of new mem- 
bers as per my request. In some instances, lodges doubled their mem- 
bership. There are yet, however, many weak lodges, and it might be 
well for the incoming Grand Master to revive these weak lodges, and 
if this can not be done, to consolidate them with other nearby lodges 
where possible. 

* 

THE ROOS CASE. 

On page 370 of the Journal of 1908, in the Grand Master’s Sup- 
plemental Report, he refers the claim of Mr. Otto Roos, son of Edward 
Roos. deceased, late member of Lily of the West Lodge No. 407, to 
me for further investigation, and I appointed as my special deputy 
Bro. A. T. Roner, who gave the claim a thorough investigation, and 
reported to me that, in his opinion, the lodge should be sustained, in 
refusing to pay the claim, and I concurred in his opinion. 


ODD FELLOWS’ HERALD. 

I wish to most earnestly thank the publishers of the Odd Fellows’ 
Herald for the splendid services which this Journal is rendering to 
the lodges and members of the Order throughout the State. They 
have been very generous in reporting gatherings, etc., of the Order, 
and the spirit of Odd Fellowship has been most lovingly and truth- 
fully vindicated, and taught through this medium. 


THE REBEKAHS. 

The reports show that the Rebekah branch of the Order in this 
State is in a most healthful and prosperous condition. Many new 
lodges have been instituted during the year, which indicates that peace 
and harmony prevail, and I am happy to report to you that much has 
been accomplished through the untiring and ever faithful services of 
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tlie Rebekah Assembly president, Mrs. Ella Watson Reeve, in whom 
I have found a most capable and competent assistant in the adminis- 
tration of the past year. I have turned many cases over to her, and 
in several instances have appointed her as special deputy to settle 
disputes and adjust differences in Rebekah lodges, in which she has 
never failed. Her work has been most helpful and satisfactory, and 
I wish now to express my hearty appreciation of her and her services 
rendered to me, as well as to the Rebekahs of the State; for it has 
certainly been a privilege to work with her, and have her hearty sup- 
port and cooperation during my term of office as Grand Master. 


OUR GRAND SECRETARY. 

I cannot close this report without showing my appreciation of 
our most capable and efficient Grand Secretary, Bro. John H. Sikes, 
who has rendered much valuable assistance to us. His familiarity 
with the affairs of the lodges, and of this Grand Lodge, make his serv- 
ices invaluable to the Order in this Grand Jurisdiction. He has always 
been ready and willing to assist me in every way possible, and I will 
never be able to pay the debt of gratitude which I owe to him for 
the many kindnesses shown me during the past year. 


CONCLUSION. 

And now, my brethren, I wish gratefully to acknowledge the 
many obligations I am under to the officers and members whose sym- 
pathy and loyal support and assistance have contributed so largely 
to whatever success has been attained in the administration of your 
affairs during the year just closed. 

Every call for assistance has been responded to promptly, and 
the duties assigned have been properly discharged. 

In this report I have endeavored to cover, in the briefest form 
possible, the work of the past year, presenting only those matters 
which would be of material interest to this Grand Body, and eliminat- 
ing a large number of items not of sufficient importance to justify 
giving them a place in this report. Suffice it to say that each of 
these matters has been disposed of to the satisfaction of all concerned, 
so far as I am able to learn or obserce. 

To have been Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Illinois, I. O. O. 
F., is an honor in which any man may find a pardonable pride. I 
have earnestly endeavored to the best of my ability to discharge the 
trust reposed in me, and if my actions shall meet with your approval 
my most cherished ambition will have been attained. 
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Again assuring you of my hearty appreciation of the honor con- 
ferred upon me, and the earnest and loyal assistance given me, and 
with confidence in the future of our beloved Order, I now submit this 
report for your consideration.

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To the Grand Master of the Grand Lodge , I. O. 0. F., of Illinois: 

The Board of Directors of the Odd Fellows’ Orphans’ Home, 
according to the requirements of the Grand Lodge, present this, their 
seventeenth annual report, being for the year ending October 1st, 1909. 

The Home, thanks to the careful supervision of Brother and 
Sister Lucas, is in splendid condition in every respect, and we believe 
that, when the Domestic Science building is completed, it will be 
better equipped than ever in its history to care for and educate the 
children of our deceased brothers. 

While we fully appreciate the magnificent work which has been 
done, and is being accomplished at the Home, we earnestly believe 
that immediate steps should be taken to enlarge the Home so as to 
meet the increased demand upon its capacity and to reach the goal 
set by its founders. 

In the By-Laws of the Odd Fellows’ Orphans’ Home of Illinois, 
issued before the Home at Lincoln was established, the objects of the 
Home are set forth as follows: 

“To care for and educate children of deceased Odd Fellows whose 
mothers are also deceased and whose fathers were in good standing 
in the Order at the time of their death; 

“Children whose fathers are dead and whose mothers are unable 
to support and educate them; 

“Children whose fathers were not in good standing at the time of 
their death, but whose mothers are in good standing in a Rebekah 
Lodge; 

“Children whose fathers are living but mothers are dead, provided 
the father will pay to the Home such a sum for the care and support 
of the children as the Directors may determine.” 

All these we have cared for except the motherless children of 
brothers who are able and willing to pay for their care and support. 

Hardly a month passes without bringing to the Home applications 
for the admission of motherless children whose father is willing to 
pay for their care and support; in all such cases the father must, 
perforce, be told, “Because of lack of space the Home is unable to take 
care of your children.” 

The Home can accommodate twelve or fifteen children, in addi- 
tion to its present membership; the average age of its membership is 
lower than ever before, which means that for some years very few 
children will leave the Home, while, because of the phenomenal 
growth of the Order during recent years, the Home family will increase 
more rapidly than in the past. 

It seems fair to assume, therefore, that within a year, we will, 
because of lack of space, be compelled to refuse admission to all 
applicants. 
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The cost of maintaining the Home is materially increased because 
we have not enough land to provide proper pasturage for our cattlo 
and acreage for such truck and general farming as is necessary for 
the support of the family of two hundred men, women and children. 
We have about 77 acres, of which very little is left for farming 
purposes after providing for lawns, gardens, play-grounds, orchards, 
barn-yards, etc. 

We are unable to rent pasturage, hence during the past few 
years have been compelled to buy from 800 to 1000 bushels of corn, 
and from 30 to 40 tons of hay annually for our cows, horses, and 
mules, as well as butter and vegetables for the table. 

The purchase of additional land would enable us to provide ample 
pasturage for our cattle, to raise all the corn and hay needed and to 
insure a plentiful supply of milk and butter. It would also enable us 
to maintain a silo, thus providing for our cattle the best green feed 
obtainable during the winter season and would enable us to farm in 
a satisfactory and economical manner. 

More land is desirable for our present wants — it is a positive 
necessity for our immediate future. 

In the opinion of the Board of Directors, the numerical and 
financial strength of the Grand Lodge I. O. O. F. of Illinois warrants 
its members’ taking immediate steps to improve and enlarge the 
Orphans’ Home; therefore, after careful consideration of existing con- 
ditions, the Board recomends: 

A. That provision be made to complete the Domestic Science 
building, so as to provide a modern, sanitary kitchen and dining-rooms 
for employes. 

B. To purchase land adjoining the Home on which the Board has 
secured an option. This tract consists of 114 acres which is offered 
to the Grand Lodge at the very low price of $200.00 per acre. At this 
price, under the option, the Grand Lodge may purchase 40 acres, 80 
acres, or the entire tract, as it may elect. 

To erect a modern, well-lighted and ventilated dormitory, with 
adequate study, reading and reception-rooms, lavatories, bath-rooms, 
etc. 

The Board of Directors ask for these suggestions the careful and 
favorable consideration of yourself, and of every member of the Grand 
Lodge of Illinois, and earnestly hope that action will be taken which 
will make our beloved Home what it should be, the very best Home 
for Odd Fellows’ Orphans in the world.

How to Gain Admittance. 

Lodges or guardians, wishing to place in the Home children who 
are eligible to its benefits, should apply to the superintendent, Dr. J. 
A. Lucas, at Lincoln, Illinois, for a blank form of application, this to 
be filled and signed by the guardian and the Lodge (under seal) of 
which the father was a member at the time of his death. The appli- 
cation should be returned to the superintendent, who will present it 
to the Board of Directors for consideration at their first meeting there- 
after. 

All applications coming before the Board are carefully considered 
as eligibility and individual merits demand. 

Lodges or guardians are expected to provide children with at least 
one change of clothing before sending them to the Home. 


Schools: Literary, Domestic Science and Manual Training. 

Our school is as good as ' the best of equal grade. Four boys 
graduated this year, but there will, probably, not be a graduate next 
year on account of most of our children being too small, and there 
being so few in the higher grades. 

Music receives the same careful attention as last year when we 
added music as a daily practice. 

Two years of experience proves the real worth of domestic science 
and we retain Miss Ritter for the third year. 

Manual Training started out with full swing and with a good 
equipment we hope to show to the entire satisfaction of our brothers 
and sisters that this addition to the Home is one of meritorious worth. 



Grand Warden.

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Grand Master Groves gave the graduates and all in attendance 
at Commencement exercises a strong address on practical life. Deputy 
Grand Master Sayler and Grand Secretary Sikes spoke some words of 
good cheer. The Grand Master gave each graduate a $10.00 gold piece. 
The Superintendent presented the diplomas to Frank Madsen, Paul 
Phares, Newell Shelton and Charles Newman. 

The teachers for this year are the same as last with the addition 
of Harold E. Everly, of Wenona. He is a graduate of Bradley Polytech- 
nic Institute, Pooria, and our teacher of manual training. We expect 
large returns from this department. 

The Health of the Home. 

There is not a sick child in the Home at the present time. As 
before stated, however, many of the children, though so young, have 
chronic ailments, such as catarrhal, kidney, throat, eye, ear and 
scrofulous troubles, and so forth. Many of the children are predisposed 
to tubercular tendencies. 


Charles West. 

In attempting to jump on a moving freight- train Charles missed 
his aim and fell under the wheels and was terribly crushed. He was 
taken at once to the Deaconess Hospital and everything was done 
by the best medical skill and nursing that could be dope, but Charles 
could not survive the shock and passed away in a few hours after the 
accident, to the great beyond, December IS, 1008. 

The funeral service was conducted by Rev. E. A. Gilliland of the 
Christian Church in the parlors of the Home. Charles’ mother at- 
tended the funeral and the body was laid to rest in Union Cemetery, 
Lincoln. Melvin, the brother, returned to make his future home with 
his mother. 


The Band. 

We shall have the largest membership of any previous year. 
Three clarinets have been added. This is the first attempt to place 
reed instruments in the band, but Prof. H. O. Merry has, by constant 
and industrious effort, prepared some of our boys for the new instru- 
ments. We now have 17 pieces and hope by anniversary season to add 
three more members. Wilfred Jayne is the efficient leader and is 
meeting every expectation. 

Central Heating Plant. 

On account of lack of funds this department was not completed 
last fall. But the furnaces of the two cottages and school building 
required so much repairing and became so unsafe that the necessity 
—6 
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arose for the completion of this begun work, hence but one thing was 
left to do, namely, put in a new boiler and complete the work. 

While it will not be completed before October 1st it will, soon after 
that time, be in readiness. 

In order, however, to do this unexpected thing it has about ex- 
hausted the resources of all the funds at the command of the Board. 
As a result there can not be the usual balance at the close of the 
year. 

Domestic Science Building. 

A great concourse of Sister Rebekahs and Brother Odd Fellows 
and friends assembled on the Home grounds and the Grand Officers 
dedicated the Domestic Science Building, Manual Training Building 
and School House. 

P. G. M. Owen Scott had charge of the dedicatory services and the 
address was delivered by Dr. J. A. Lucas, the Superintendent. 

The most notable guest of the occasion was Grand Sire John L. 
Nolen, of Tennessee. He delivered a most fitting and eloquent address, 
in the evening, to a large audience, in the circuit court room. This 
was, perhaps, the last public address this noble Sire ever gave, as, 
all too soon, he went to his great reward in a few w r eeks after. 

Assembly. 

The noble women of this branch of the Order gave the Board 
$1,000.00 in addition to the gift of $5,000.00 the year previous. These 
gifts’ have enabled the Board to do what, otherwise, would have been 
impossible. 

The silver offering of $75.23 for the children was used in part to 
furnish the children’s new dining room with knives, forks and spoons. 
The Board added the balance necessary to make this purchase.

Being required to make an Annual Report to the Grand Master, we, 
the Trustees of the I. O. O. F. Old Folks’ Home, take great pleasure 
in presenting the following statements of our work and the results 
accomplished for the year ending Sept. 30, A. D. 1909. 

The Board has been able to meet regularly for the transaction of 
all business that has been brought before them for the good of the 
Order and the care of the Home. Since making our last report we 
have completed the Annex in a good and substantial manner, having 
it all furnished. We have been able to admit all qualified applicants 
to date, thus causing our membership to increase from eighty to one 
hundred and three. 

One improvement which we contemplated making this year was 
the building of a chapel from funds donated by the Assembly and 
other sources; but not being able to obtain favorable bids on the 
plans and specifications, as adopted by the Advisory Board and Trus- 
tees, we decided to postpone further action on the same until after 
the fall meeting of the Assembly, when the matter will be given 
further consideration. 

CHANGE IN MANAGEMENT. 

At the March meeting of the Board of Trustees, Superintendent 
Charles E. Wyman and Assistant Superintendent Gertrude Wyman 
tendered their resignations as such, to become effective April 30th, 
Brother Wyman stating that his personal business interests were 
demanding so much of his time that he could not continue as superin- 
tendent without sustaining a far greater loss than he felt able to 
sacrifice. The Board reluctantly accepted their resignations, an- 
nounced to the members of the Order that these positions would be 
vacant by May 1st, and that applications would be received and con- 
sidered until a selection had been made. 

A great many applications were received, the greater part, how- 
ever, was from those not members of the Order and from Odd Fellows 
residing in other jurisdictions. After most careful consideration, per- 
sonal investigation and many conferences, the members of the Board 
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selected Bro. John R. Watson and his sister, Elizabeth Watson, of 
Chicago, to fill the arduous positions of superintendent and matron 
and, accordingly, appointed them as such at the May meeting. On 
May 15th the management of the Home was transferred to the new 
superintendent and matron by Brother and Sister Wyman, who thus 
terminated a successful administration of three years. 

Superintendent Watson and Matron Watson were apt in acquir- 
ing a knowledge of the duties incumbent on them as such, and entered 
into the work with zeal and a determination to make good, and we 
are pleased to report that they have become proficient in their work, 
and that conditions at the Home are most satisfactory. 

We desire to express our thanks to Brother and Sister Wyman 
for their faithful and efficient service as superintendent and assistant 
superintendent during their incumbency, and for the valuable assist- 
ance in acquainting the new superintendent and matron with the 
duties of their offices. 

FURNISHING THE NEW ANNEX. 

Owing to the heavy demands made upon the funds of the Grand 
Lodge at the last session we refrained from requesting an appropria- 
tion for furnishing the new building, believing that the lodges would 
be glad of the opportunity to contribute the cost of furnishing the 
rooms. We also concluded that it would be much better to have all 
rooms furnished alike, with respect to grade and character of furnish- 
ings, and, knowing best what would fit the space, we deemed it advis- 
able to invite the lodges to contribute the cost of furnishing the 
rooms, with the understanding that the Board would purchase the 
furnishings, put them in place, and place a plate on the door of each 
room with the name, number and location of the lodge furnishing it. 
Accordingly, as the building neared completion, we sent a commu- 
nication to each lodge, encampment and Rebekah lodge in the State, 
extending to each the privilege of furnishing a room, giving our esti- 
mate of the cost, and stating that the rooms would be assigned in 
the order in which contributions were received. The response to this 
letter was most generous; within sixty days we received enough to 
furnish fifty-two rooms, and having but forty-five to assign we re- 
turned the contributions of the last seven lodges. 

While we received more than enough to furnish all the rooms 
we did not receive quite enough in small donations to cover the cost 
of general furnishings about the building, such as rubber matting 
for the corridors, toilet room fittings, furniture for the trustees* office, 
etc., which could not be assigned to any one lodge. The cost of 
furnishing the new building was $3,523.80, donations received $3,211, 
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leaving a deficit of $312.80, which was paid out of the maintenance 
fund. A complete list of donations will be found elsewhere in this 
report. 

We have completely furnished every room with good, substantial 
furniture and bedding, such as any of us would be proud to have 
in our homes, at a cost of $100 each for the two wards; $88 each for 
double rooms, accommodating two persons, and $60 each for single 
rooms. 

We desire to express our gratitude and appreciation to those who 
contributed so promptly and generously, thereby rendering us the 
greatest assistance in providing comfortable accommodations for those 
brothers and sisters waiting to be admitted to the Home.

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REPORT OF GRAND SECRETARY. 


To the Officers and Members of the Grand Lodge of Illinois, I. O. O. F.: 

Dear Brothers — I take pleasure in submitting for your considera- 
tion a record of the business transactions of the Grand Secretary’s 
office for the past year. The statistics presented in this report cover 
the period from April 1, 1908 to March 31, 1909. The financial state- 
ments run from Nov. 1, 1908 to Oct. 31, 1909. 

All fraternal organizations have suffered more or less in member- 
ship during the year just closed. Business conditions have been such 
as to retard our growth, but Illinois can well be proud of the fact 
that its gain in membership during the past year does not suffer in 
comparison with other jurisdictions. 

There is much need for “Schools of Instruction” throughout the 
State. Interest and enthusiasm are the offspring of good work, par- 
ticularly with reference to the ritualistic and secret work of the Order. 

A lodge that is able to confer the degrees in a creditable manner 
will find the work to do. Each member at once becomes an active 
advocate of Odd Fellowship in general and of his own lodge in par- 
ticular. 

An increased interest could be created in a day if each lodge in the 
jurisdiction having an organized Degree Staff, or whose officers are 
capable of placing the degrees upon the floor in an intelligible, in- 
structive and entertaining manner, would visit a neighboring lodge 
and exemplify the ritualistic work. Let us have more Degree Staffs 
and better work throughout the juristiction; then will applicants for 
membership flock to our lodge rooms. 

Illinois Odd Fellowship stands in the front rank in numbers, in 
the personnel of its membership, in the exemplification of the princi- 
ples of the Order, in the splendid Homes maintained for the Orphan 
and Aged, but let us strive for greater and better things.

Under instructions from the Grand Lodge of Illinois (See Journal 
1907, page 430; Journal 1908, page 383) I have presented during the 
year, without expense. Honorable Veteran Jewels to the following 
brothers, who have held continuous membership in the Order for fifty 
years or more. I also extended to each the congratulations of the 
Grand Lodge and best wishes for the future. 

These Honorable Veteran Jewels are made in two grades, the one 
selling at $50 and the other at $25. The latter jewel costs the Grand 
Lodge $20 each and this jewel has been used in carrying out in- 
structions. 

In most instances, the brothers entitled to these jewels have held 
membership in several lodges during the fifty years, keeping their 
membership alive by withdrawal cards. 

Many brothers claiming jewels under this action of the Grand 
Lodge have held continuous membership for more than fifty years, so 
that it will be possible to continue the custom for a number of years 
with little or no increase in the number presented during the present 
year. However, in the course of time, I apprehend the above action 
of the Grand Lodge will entail a heavy expense upon the Order in this 
jurisdiction.

Trustees of the Orphans’ and Old Folks’ Homes. 

All bills allowed by the two Boards of Trustees are forwarded to 
me with an attached certificate signed by the President and Secretary 
of the Board and countersigned by the Grand Master. These bills and 
vouchers are kept on file in my office for future reference, and orders 
on the Grand Treasurer are drawn for the several amounts. Upon 
these vouchers the Grand Master and myself have drawn orders on the 
Grand Treasurer for the sum of $40,481.47. to pay bills contracted by 
the Trustees of the Old Folks’ Home, and the sum of $40,072.91 to pay 
bills contracted by the Directors of the. Orphans’ Home, making a total 
disbursement for these two charities of the sum of $86,554.38. 
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Judiciary and Appeals Committee. 

As Secretary of the Judiciary and Appeals Committee, I report that 
four sessions of this committee were held, as provided by law, on the 
third Tuesdays of November, 190S, February, May and August of the 
present year. At the November session two opinions were rendered 
and the By-Laws from twenty-six Subordinate and seventeen Rebekah 
Lodges were acted upon. At the February session three opinions were 
rendered and the By-Laws from sixty-nine Subordinate and eight Re- 
bekah Lodges were acted upon. At the May session three opinions 
were rendered and the By-Laws from forty-three Subordinate and 
eleven Rebekah Lodges were acted upon. At the August session four 
opinions were rendered and the By-Laws from thirty-two Subordinate 
and five Rebekah Lodges were acted upon — making a total of twelve 3 
opinions rendered and 211 codes of By-Laws acted upon. 

Salary. 

The salary of this office is two thousand dollars together with an 
allowance of $1,380.00 for a stenographer and clerk hire. 

The business of the Grand Secretary’s office requires the services 
of myself, a competent bookkeeper and a stenographer regularly, and 
additional help during the winter months. The allowance was dis- 
bursed as follows: B. L. Carver, bookkeeper, $712.00; Marie Heintze, 
stenographer. $478.00; N. C. Nason, editor G. L. Journal, $175.00; extra 
help during G. L. 'Session, $15.00. 

GRAND SECRETARY ATTENDS SOVEREIGN GRAND LODGE. 

Your Secretary attended the Eighty-fifth Annual Session of the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows, held 
in the city of Seattle, Washington, September 20 to 25, 1909. 

There were present Grand Secretaries and Grand Scribes from 
twenty-two Jurisdictions, which officials convened twice in addition to 
attending the sessions of the Sovereign Grand Lodge. 

Many subjects were discussed by the Grand Secretaries and Grand 
Scribes, the matter of dropping members for non-payment of dues 
being uppermost in the minds of all. It was advocated by some that 
initiates should be obligated to pay all arrearages before severing 
membership in the Order. Others were of the opinion that our loses 
could be greatly reduced by individual members volunteering to look 
after delinquents. All agreed that the most valuable officer in a lodge 
was the financial secretary and that lodges should be urged to exercise 
great care in the selection of this official. 

The Secretaries agreed that better material should be used in 
several items of supplies sold by the S. G. L. 
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Many short talks were made dwelling upon the particular methods 
used in the various jurisdictions, etc. The meetings were interesting 
and profitable. I acknowledge with thanks the receipt of $100.00 ap- 
propriated to cover my expenses. 

New Supplies. 

Following action by the Sovereign Grand Lodge, I gave out infor- 
mation with reference to the following supplies to be sold to the Order: 

Springfield, 111., January 4, 1909. 

Veteran Jewel for 25 Years’ Continuous Membership. 

1. A new uniform solid gold Veteran Jewel (reduced in size) for 
25 years continuous membership in the Order was provided by legis- 
lation at the last session of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, the same to 
be sold to members of the Order entitled to them, upon certificates 
duly filed with the Grand Secretary, at the uniform price of $8.00 each. 

The sale of plated Jewels and higher priced Jewels has been dis- 
continued, and this $8.00 solid gold Veteran Jewel is the only one 
which can now be supplied by Grand Secretaries. 

Official Certificates for Dues. 

2. At the recent session of the Grand Lodge of Illinois the price 
of Official Certificates for dues was reduced to 50 cents per one hundred 
after January 1st, 1909, and I am now prepared to furnish Certificates 
at this price. 

At the last session of the Sovereign Grand Lodge provision was 
made whereby Official Certificates for dues in lots of 500 or more may 
be printed to order at the rate of 10 cents additional per book of 100 
Certificates. 

These Official Certificates will be printed containing the name, 
number, location of Lodge and jurisdiction. Inasmuch as orders must 
be transmitted to Baltimore, Md., it will be desirable, in the matter of 
saving expressage, to forward at one time as many orders as possible, 
which will necessarily cause some delay in supplying them, and Sub- 
ordinate Lodges ordering Official Certificates for dues printed to order, 
in lots of 500 or more, are requested to note this delay and place orders 
for the same allowing from three to four weeks to have the orders 
filled. 


Opening and Closing Ceremonies for Subordinate Lodges. 

3. A new book has been printed by the Sovereign Grand Lodge 
containing the Opening and Closing Ceremonies for Subordinate Lodges 
to conform to the new Ritual, which books will be sold to Subordinate 
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Lodges at 60 cents each. The use of these books is recommended by 
the Sovereign Grand Lodge, as they will save much wear and tear to 
the Rituals. 


Key to the Secret Work. 

4. The latest revision of the “key to the secret work" can be 
purchased by lodges and individuals through secretaries, at the price 
of $1.00 per copy. 


Non-Payment of Dues. 

One of the most difficult problems confronting the Order, is to 
reduce the large number annually dropped for non-payment of dues. 
I issued the following letter to lodges with the hope that it might do 
some good. 


Springfield, 111., March 4, 1909. 

Stop the Leakage. 

To the Subordinate Lodges of Illinois, I. 0. O. F.: 

One year ago I tried the experiment of mailing to delinquent mem- 
bers a letter from this office urging them to retain membership in the 
Order, which request met with results sufficient to warrant a repetition 
this year. 

The loss of membership in Illinois by dropping for non-payment of 
dues is approximately three thousand (3,000) per year, many of whom 
can be saved by a little effort on the part of Financial Secretaries and 
friends of those about to be dropped. 

I suggest as one means of holding members that the names of 
brothers in arrears be considered at least quarterly and that volunteers 
who w r ill undertake to persuade delinquents to retain membership be 
called for by the Noble Grand. 

The appointment of a committee of three by the Noble Grand 
which will endeavor to hold the membership either personally or 
through others in the lodge has been found a valuable means to be 
employed. 

Failing all other efforts, I request that you send to me a list of 
your members liable to be dropped in the near future, together with 
their addresses, all of which should be written plainly, and I will 
make an effort direct from the Grand Secretary’s office to save them 
to the Order. A member saved is a membpr gained and in view of the 
larger work which we are annually doing we can not afford to lose 
one from our ranks. Let’s stop the leakage.

vs. I and Appeals, February Session, 

Urania Lodge No. 243, I. 0. O. F. j 1909. 

Opinion by Brother Henry A. Stone, of No. 122. 

This is an appeal taken by three members of the defendant’s Lodge 
from an allowance to Brother N. R. Jerald of $58.00 balance on account 
of sick benefits. 

The claimant had been a member of Urania Lodge many years, but 
had removed from Jacksonville, where the Lodge is located, to Peoria, 
and from Peoria to Springfield, retaining his membership in Urania 
Lodge and not registering either in Peoria or Springfield with any par- 
ticular lodge. When he was taken ill. as hereafter shown, he was not 
under the care of any lodge other than his own. 

Brother Jerald claims 13 weeks’ sick benefit at $5.00 per week and 
one week at $3.00 per week, the illness having occurred during Janu- 
ary, February, March and April, 1908. 

The claim w T as first informally presented; however, $10.00 was al- 
lowed and paid thereon. At the meeting of September 11th the record 
shows that a communication from N. R. Jerald filing a claim for 11 
weeks’ sick benefits at $5.00 — $55.00 and one week at $3.00, a total of 
$58.00, was read and a motion to pay the claim was lost. Thereupon 
a motion was sustained directing the Secretary to notify Brother Jerald 
“to file a claim in legal form according to Code.” 

At the meeting of September 28th claim was filed in accordance 
with the notice of the Secretary given pursuant to direction of the 
Lodge at its meeting of September 11th. Motion to pay the claim was 
lost, and a commissioner was appointed. Commissioner reported Oct. 
19th, recommending payment of the claim. Motion to pay claim was 
lost. Later a motion to reconsider was sustained and the claim was 
ordered paid. Notice of appeal was given. 

November 2nd notice of appeal by three members of the Lodge was 
filed specifying the following grounds: 

First. Failure on the part of the Brother to give notice of his ill- 
ness to his Lodge. 
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Second. The report of the commissioner was irregular and in- 
complete. 

Third. The claim was reconsidered and allowed after a vote 
against allowance. 

Fourth. The allowance of the claim would establish a dangerous 
precedent. 

The evidence submitted with the report of the commissioner estab- 
lishes the fact that the Brother’s illness was of a mental character 
rendering him incapable of reporting his illness to his Lodge, and for 
this reason we hold that failure to make the report does not bar the 
recovery of sick benefits. It may be conceded that the commissioner's 
report is irregular and that much evidence taken and submitted to the 
Lodge was incompetent, but it nowhere appears that any objection was 
made to the evidence either when offered before the commissioner or 
in connection with the reading of the report of the commissioner to 
the Lodge. 

No objection was made to the motion to reconsider. In fact, no ob- 
jection was made to any proceedings had or taken in this case; at least, 
if any objection was had or taken the record fails to show the fact. 

The serious illness of the Brother during all of the time for which 
sick benefits are claimed is nowhere questioned so far as this record 
discloses. The evidence introduced before the commissioner and re- 
ported and read to the Lodge, without objection, clearly establishes 
the fact of the illness and that it was so serious as to disqualify the 
Brother from all kinds of mental and manual labor and rendered him 
incapable mentally of reporting his condition to his Lodge. 

The action of the Lodge at its September 11th meeting notifying 
the Brother to present his claim “in legal form according to Code’’ 
must be regarded as sufficient evidence that the Lodge did not regard 
itself as having previously disallowed the claim on its merits, but 
merely on account of the form in which it has been presented. 

In view of the conceded facts in this case, we think the action of 
the Lodge in allowing the claim and directing its payment, notwith- 
standing the fact that there may be some technical grounds justifying 
a denial of the claim, is to be commended and should be approved. 
The appeal is therefore dismissed and the action of the Lodge sus- 
tained.

Benevolent Lodge No. 227, 1. O. O. F. V 1909. 

Opinion by Brother J. R. Kewley, of No. 450. 

This is an appeal of Brother Geo. E. Baker, a member of Benevo- 
lent Lodge No. 227, of White Hall, from the action of the Lodge in not 
allowing his claim of sixty-eight dollars for eighteen weeks’ sick bene- 
fits at the rate of three dollars per week from November Gth, 1906, to 
December 15th, 1906, both inclusive, and from December 27th, 1906, to 
April 1st, 1907, and for nurse hire from February 21st, 1907, to March 
3rd, 1907. 

The Lodge disallowed the claim upon the ground that disability 
had not been properly reported to the Lodge. On August 31, 1908, the 
Lodge appointed a commissioner on the claim. The record sent up is 
imperfect and incomplete in different ways, yet as no objections are 
shown to have been made to it at any time, the case will be decided on 
the record submitted. 


STATEMENT. 

It appears that Brother Geo. E. Baker was in the employ of the C., 
B. & Q. R. R. Co. as a tower switchman at Graham Station, 111. many 
miles from his Lodge and not near any other. That he had a varico- 
cele that became so troublesome that he was transferred to station work 
at Aledo, 111., but getting worse he quit work and went to his father’s 
home at White Hall on Nov. 6th, 1906, and remained until November 
12th, when he returned to his boarding house at Graham Station; just 
before leaving White Hall on the 12th he requested Brother J. D. Rowe, 
P. G., to report his disability to the Lodge. The 12th was lodge night 
and Brother Rowe testified that he made verbal report as requested at 
the first meeting of the Lodge after receiving the request. Brother 
Baker had no medical attendant until December 1st, 1906, when he 
placed himself under the care of Dr. Wm. H. Maley, of Galesburg, 111. 
Without the doctor’s permission, and apparently without his knowledge, 
Brother Baker did station work at Warren, 111., from December 16th 
to 26th, inclusive. On February 21st, 1907, he became a patient at 
Galesburg Hospital and underwent an operation; he left the hospital 
for his boarding place on March 3d, 1907. Dr. Maley certifies in the 
usual form and manner that he treated him from December 1st, 1906, 
to March 31st, 1907, for varicocele and that during the entire time he 
was unable to follow his avocation of telegraphing. The lodge record 
shows nothing until August 19th, 1907, when, as a full copy, are found 
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these words, “Brother George Baker was reported to be on the sick 
list.” The brother who served as Recording Secretary during the 
period of time covered by the claim was a witness, and after being 
shown the roll call book testified that he, the N. G., War. and I. S. G. 
had been present at every meeting of the Lodge in November, 1906. 
Each of the four testified that he had not heard Brother Rowe report 
the disability during that month, but each on cross-examination said 
he was not positive that the report had not been made. The Lodge 
committee alone called witnesses before the Commissioner and pre- 
sented exhibits except official certificate, and a visiting card show r - 
ing the continuous good standing of Brother Baker during the entire 
time covered by the claim which were presented by counsel for Bro. 
Baker, who had been appointed by the Lodge to represent him before 
the Commissioner. The Lodge Committee called as their witnesses, 
Brother Baker, his counsel, Brother Rowe, and the four officers men- 
tioned above. They also presented as exhibits two receipts from Gales- 
burg Hospital, one under date of February 26, 1907, for $20.00, and one 
under date of March 2nd for $4.30; no other date appears on either 
receipt and each reads, “Account of Hospital Service.” Under examina- 
tion of Brother Baker by the Lodge Committee, it appears these re- 
ceipts covered all sums paid the hospital for bed, operating room, 
nurse and board, in fact all services received by him from the hospital. 
The Visiting Card submitted by Brother Baker was one issued to him 
under date of January 28th, 1907, and shows by endorsement that the 
Lodge cared for its members by nurse at not to exceed $2.00 per night. 
The by-laws in the record before us shows like care of sick members. 
Article III of the Lodge by-laws reads in part as follows: 

Section 1. Any brother becoming sick shall send notice thereof, 
as soon as possible, to some member of the Visiting Committee No 
Brother living within five miles of the Lodge room shall be entitled 
to benefits whose case has not been reported to the Visiting Committee, 
unless it shall appear that he used due diligence to report himself to 
them, and no benefits shall be allowed for more than one week’s sick- 
ness prior to such notice being sent to the Committee. 

Sec. 2. If a beneficiary member of this Lodge becomes sick away 
from home, the certificate of a physician in good standing, and if with- 
in reach of a Lodge, also a duly authenticated certificate from such 
Lodge, giving the date and nature of his sickness and such other evi- 
dence as the Lodge may demand, shall entitle him to benefits. 

On November 2nd, 1908, the Commissioner made his report of evi- 
dence taken to the Lodge, and a motion to allow the claim was declared 
lost. At the meeting of the following week Brother Baker presented 
his written notice of appeal. 
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OPINION. 

In this record the Lodge does not question Brother Baker’s in- 
ability to work during the time covered by the claim for benefits, its 
only apparent defense being that report had not been properly made 
and that the Lodge therefore was not liable. In effect this is a de- 
murrer, and to be consistent it should have rested its case upon it and 
limited hearing to it; but as it appointed a Commissioner to hear evi- 
dence on the case, it thereby, to all intents, abandoned its demurrer 
and opened the way for an adjustment of the claim upon its merits. 
Then, too, as Brother Baker did not live w T ithin five miles of his Lodge, 
the disbarring by-law does not apply to him. It does not appear why 
the various members of the Visiting Committee were not called to 
testify as to when any one or all of them first learned of the disability, 
and it does not appear when the Lodge first learned of it. In the 
minutes of August 19th, 1907, the words used are in the present tense 
and can only be inferred to mean a sickness then existing. Who made 
this report, how he made it, written or verbally and what it might 
further have contained than the words given does not appear. The 
Lodge transcript of the record book is absolutely silent upon many 
things that must have occurred, thus no mention is made in it of some 
of the documents used as exhibits in this case or of letters referred 
to in the evidence taken by the Commissioner, including an exhaustive 
report of Cameron Lodge No. 78G, on the case, made under date of 
January 29th, 1908. Cameron Lodge is five miles from the boarding 
house of Brother Baker and at some date after his recovery, although 
the date is not given, Brother Baker reported himself to the Lodge 
asking it to investigate the case and report to his Lodge. Brother 
Baker’s good standing during the time covered by the claim is ac- 
knowledged by the Lodge, and as the Lodge does not question his in- 
ability to work from November 6th, 1906, to December 15th, 1906, we do 
not. The only evidence of disability from December 16th to December 
26th, inclusive, is the physician’s certificate, but as Brother Baker testi- 
fied that during this time he worked he would not be entitled to bene- 
fits during it or thereafter until it affirmatively appeared that the con- 
dition from which he suffered had again become so aggravated as to 
disable him for work. Such aggravation is not siiown to nave occurred 
prior to his admission to the hospital on February 21st, 1907. From 
February 21st to March 31st, he was not permitted by his physician 
to work and it does not appear that he did work during that time. 
The Committee therefore holds that disability existed during it. The 
Visiting Card issued under date of January 2Sth, 1907, and by-laws 
show that the Lodge cared for sick members by nurse. The records do 
not show that the condition of Brother Baker at any time was such that 
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he needed a night watcher, which would be the only care for which 
the Lodge would be liable; neither does the record show that any 
specific sum was paid for nurse, the fees paid the hospital in a lump 
sum covering all services rendered for him. This committee, there- 
fore, holds that the Lodge is not, on the record, liable for nurse hire. 
From February 21, 1907, to March 31, is also five full weeks. The ap- 
peal is for the reasons herein given sustained and the Lodge is directed 
to pay Brother Baker $30.00 for ten weeks’ disability for the time 
stated in this opinion.

Opinion by Brother W. E. P. Anderson, of No. 107. 

The facts in this case, as we gather them from the records, are as 
follows; 

Brother R. Simon, a member of Washington Lodge, was on Janu- 
ary 3, 1906., reported sick, and the Secretary was instructed to ap- 
point a Visiting Committee; Article VI, Section 1, of the By-Laws of 
Washington Lodge, provides that, “Whenever a Brother shall be re- 
ported sick to this Lodge, the Secretary shall appoint, as a temporary 
Visiting Committee, the three members residing nearest the sick 
Brother, etc.” The record does not show any report of the Secretary 
whom he appointed as such committee or of any failure of those ap- 
pointed so serving. 

On January 10th, the Secretary was instructed to notify Brothers 
W. E. Crocker and M. H. Epraim to appear and show cause why they 
should not be fined for neglect of duty as members of the Visiting 
Committee. The record does not show the service of any notice to these 
brothers to appear, by mailing or otherwise, but does show that on 
January 24, 1906 W. E. Crocker and M. H. Epraim, having been duly 
notified to show cause, were fined $3.00 each for failure to report and 
visit as members of the Visiting Committee, and that also on April 
11, 1906, under the head of excuse of absentees, Brother Epraim rose 
and offered as excuse for neglecting his duty as a member of the Visit-

ing Committee, that he had never received notice of his appointment 
on said committee. A motion to excuse the Brother and remit the’ 
fine prevailed; whereupon the deputy set the action of the Lodge aside, 
alleging that under Article VII. Sec. 7, of the By-Laws of Washington 
Lodge, the action of the Lodge was illegal. The By-Law is as follows: 
"‘Reasonable excuse may be offered in bar or mitigation of offenses for 
which fines may be imposed, but any such excuse must be offered at 
or before the second regular meeting, except in case of sickness or ab- 
sence from the city, and then the excuse must be brought forward not 
later than the second meeting after such disability is removed; but no 
fines on account of the Visiting Committee shall be remitted except in 
case of sickness of the member of the Visiting Committee, or his ab- 
sence from the city.” 

It also appears that on June 27, 1906, a communication from 
Grand Master W. R. Humphrey, sustaining the alleged appeal of Bro. 
Epraim from the action of the Deputy, was read and filed, and that the 
Deputy then and there gave notice of appeal from the decision of the 
Grand Master; the Noble Grand ordering the fine to stand pending the 
appeal. The record, however, fails to disclose how the case got to Grand 
Master Humphrey. 

It also appears from the record that on September 16„ 1908, Bro. 
Epraim was reported sick and that on September 30, 1908, the Secre- 
tary was instructed to draw a voucher for $12.00 in favor of Brother 
M. H. Epraim for two weeks’ benefit, from which action of the Lodge 
three members prosecute this appeal and assign as grounds therefor, 
when “boiled” down, that Brother Epraim was not in good standing 
by reason of the fact that the $3.00 was yet unpaid. 

(The By-Laws of the Lodge provide that a Brother is not entitled 
to benefit when in arrears $1.75.) 

The question for us to determine is whether the Lodge acted in 
accordance with the law in remitting the $3.00 fine; Brother Epraim 
could not be adjudicated neglectful of his duty until it was first shown 
that he. received notice to serve on the Visiting Committee. He says 
he did not receive any such notice, and the record does not contradict 
him. We therefore hold that the By-Law upon which the Deputy set 
the action of the Lodge aside does not apply in this case, and that the 
Lodge acted within its authority in remitting the fine. 

The grounds for appeal only alleging the arrearage of this $3.00 
fine, we feel justified in assuming that Brother Epraim kept all other 
dues paid up, and we also hold that the Lodge acted properly in allow- 
ing him benefits in the sum of $12.00. 

It is therefore ordered that the action of Washington Lodge be sus- 
tained in all respects; that the $3.00 fine imposed stand remitted, and 
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that said Lodge be and is hereby ordered to pay Brother M. H. Epraim 
benefits in the sum of $12.00 and that the appeal be dismissed.

STATEMENT. 

March 12, 1908, charges in due form were presented against accused, 
the specification being wife abandonment. The Secretary was “au- 
thorized to mail to Brother Clyde Fagan, at his last known place of 
address, a copy of the charges and specifications and citation to appear 
two weeks from tonight to plead.’* 

March 26, 1908, charge and specification against accused read a 
second time. 

The record fails to show that the copy of the charge and speci- 
fication and citation could not have been personally served. It also 
fails to show that copy of charge and specification and citation were 
mailed to the accused at his last known address. The only evidence 
tending to show that the accused had any knowledge of the proceed- 
ing against him is the recital in the record that “Bro. J. B. Gregory 
stated that he had a communication from the Brother asking him to 
act as attorney." Two weeks further time was given Bro. Fagan to 
plead. Bro. Gregory declined to act as attorney for Bro. Fagan. The 
Noble Grand appointed J. D. Short attorney for Bro. Fagan. 

April 9, 1908, charge and specification read a third time. 

The record then recites: “Through his attorney, Bro. J. D. Short, 
Bro. Fagan plead guilty to the charge and specification,” and Bro. 
Short announced that his client was ready to have the Lodge vote on 
the penalty. On motion of a member of the prosecuting committee, 
the Noble Grand gave the committee a week “to look up the law.” 

April 16, 1908, a vote was taken on the penalty, which was fixed 
at reprimand. Ordered that accused appear before the Lodge for 
reprimand at the first regular meeting in September, and thereupon 
a member of the committee gave notice of appeal to the Grand Master. 

August 27, 1908, ordered that the Noble Grand appoint someone 
“to write reprimand for Clyde Fagan, to be mailed to the nearest Lodge 
to which Bro. Clyde Fagan, resided, to be mailed to Bro. Fagan by 
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the Secretary of the Lodge.” The Secretary was appointed to write the 
reprimand. 

September 3, 1908, the Grand Lodge Deputy declared the action taken 
August 27 illegal, for the reason that Bro. Fagan was notified to ap- 
pear in person for reprimand, and ordered the Noble Grand to “expel 
Bro. Fagan for contempt.” Bro. J. D. Short appealed from the de- 
cision of the Lodge, and the Deputy was sustained. Bro. Short gave 
notice of appeal to the Grand Master. 

September 17, 1908, formal notice of appeal from the decision of 
the Lodge Deputy was presented and read. 

September 24, 1908, decision of the Grand Master sustaining the 
decision of the Lodge Deputy read and recorded. 

It appears from the first record filed that on October 1, 1908: 
“Moved and carried that the Secretary write and notify Bro. Clyde 
Fagan to appear before this Lodge, in person, two weeks from this 
date, the 15th, to receive reprimand.” The record from which this 
quotation is taken was so incomplete that the Judiciary and Appeals 
Committee ordered a new and complete record. From the new, and 
supposed complete record, the record of this meeting is entirely 
omitted, and the first record not having been certified at all we might 
treat the record as though the meeting of October 1 had not been held. 
However, we will treat the case as though the record of this meeting 
was embodied in the second record filed. 

October 15, 1908, a motion was made “to proceed according to law 
for contempt.” The ballot was spread on the question of expulsion and 
declared lost, and notice of appeal to the “Grand Lodge” was at once 
given. Formal appeal was later signed by three brothers, and chal- 
lenges the action of the Lodge, in refusing to expel Bro. Fagan for 
contempt. 


OPINION. 

Merrills’ Code, 1906, section 1585, provides that where charges are 
preferred: “Whenever a charge or charges are prefered against a 

member, they shall be read in open lodge at a regular meeting. The 
Secretary shall immediately furnish a copy thereof, under seal of the 
Lodge, to the member so accused, and at the same time cite said 
member to appear before the Lodge at the second regular meeting 
thereafter and plead guilty or not guilty to each charge and specifi- 
cation * * * * *” The foregoing provision of the Code clearly 

requires that the copy of charges and specifications and the citation 
shall be delivered to the accused personally. 

Merrills’ Code, 1906, section 1663, provides for “constructive ser- 
vice.” It reads: “If personal service of a copy of the charges and 
citation can not be had on an accused member, by reason of his per- 
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manent absence, concealment, or because of his absconding, the Lodge 
may regularly proceed with the trial upon proof of the fact that such 
personal service is rendered impracticable, and that a copy of the 
charges and citation had been deposited in the post office, post paid, 
directed to him at his last known post office address, and that a like 
copy of the charges and citation shall have been left at his last known 
place of residence, if the same be within the jurisdiction of the Lodge; 
provided , such papers shall be deemed to have been served upon the 
accused only from the date when the constructive service above de- 
scribed is complete. The Noble Grand shall appoint counsel to defend 
him, if none appear for him.” 

The Code then describes the form of the return of such constructive 
service. 

The record in this case absolutely fails to show any attempt to 
acquire jurisdiction of the accused either by actual or constructive 
service by either of the methods so clearly pointed out by the Code. 
There is only one other method by which the Lodge could have ac- 
quired jurisdiction of the accused, and that is by the accused having 
waived service and entered his appearance. The record does not show 
that the Lodge acquired jurisdiction in this manner. 

The brother who appeared for the accused was appointed by the 
Noble Grand, no doubt in good faith, believing that the Lodge had ac- 
quired jurisdiction. The Lodge not having acquired jurisdiction, the 
brother so appointed had no authority to appear for the accused. In 
the absence of any evidence in the record showing that the brother 
who appeared for the accused had authority from the accused, we 
must assume that he acted under and by virtue of the appointment of 
the Noble Grand. 

We have not overlooked the fact that among the uncertified 
papers in this case is one which purports to have been a letter written 
by the accused to “J. B. Gregory,” under date of April 3, 1908; but it 
constitutes no part of the record, and can not be considered by us. 
Even had it been properly made a part of the record, it can not be said 
that it acknowledges service of a copy of charge and citation, nor 
can it be said that it authorizes anyone to waive service of copy and 
citation and enter the appearance of accused. 

It necessarily follows that the Lodge has been without jurisdiction 
to try Bro. Clyde Fagan on the charge in this case, and therefore, that 
all of the acts of the Lodge have been null and void. 

Jurisdiction of the person is absolutely essential as a condition 
precedent to the placing of any brother on trial. Jurisdiction is not 
a technical offense. It is vital to the right of any Lodge to take any 
action against a brother. All acts of a Lodge, in the nature of the 
trial of an accused brother, without having acquired jurisdiction of 
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the person, are not merely voidable, but absolutely void. In this case 
the Lodge had jurisdiction of the subject matter, but so far as the 
record discloses, it never acquired - jurisdiction of the person of Bro. 
Fagan, for the purpose of his trial upon the charge and specification 
herein set forth. 

All acts of the Lodge were, and are, therefore, void, and for that 
reason, without any consideration of the other questions raised on the 
record, are reversed.

Opinion by Brother Henry Phillips, of No. 16. 

In this case, as we gather from the records and papers before us, 
upon complaint being made to the Noble Grand, a committee was duly 
appointed to investigate and report to the Lodge. Such committee pre- 
sented its report, and charges with specifications, made at the meeting 
of the Lodge on December 25, 1908. Previous to this time, other 
charges and specifications had been presented to the Lodge, concern- 
ing the same subject matter and against Bro. Steppacher, and a com- 
missioner appointed to take evidence in the case. Previous to any 
evidence being taken by this commissioner, it was discovered that 
these proceedings were irregular and all which had been done in the 
way of appointing a committee to investigate the complaint, bring 
charges, and appointing a commissioner to take evidence, were by the 
Lodge set aside, vacated, and declared null and void, leaving the 
original complaint standing. Up to this time Brother Steppacher had 
never been cited to appear and plead or answer to any charges pre- 
ferred against him by the Lodge. We see no reason why a Lodge has 
not the right to set aside any proceeding considered by it illegal or 
irregular, before action is taken which will affect any other person. 
After the former proceedings were so set aside, the Noble Grand ap- 
pointed another committee to investigate the matter of the complaint, 
which committee reported proper charges and specifications at the 
meeting of the Lodge December 25, 1908, and a commissioner was duly 
appointed to take evidence in the case; evidence was taken, and Bro. 
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Steppacher cited to appear on the second regular meeting thereafter 
to answer the same. This w r as the first time the Lodge had obtained 
jurisdiction in the case to cite Bro. Steppacher to appear and answer 
these charges, and it was the only time he was entitled to, or under 
any obligation to pay any attention to these charges. 

On the 22d of January, 1909, a vote was had in the Lodge on 
charges and specification, and Bro. Steppacher was found guilty, and 
expelled from the Lodge. From this action of expulsion Bro. Step- 
pacher appeals, and one ground of his appeal is that the Lodge and 
the trial committee were actuated by prejudice against him. We find 
no evidence of prejudice in the record. 

Another ground is that he was placed in jeopardy a second time 
for the same matter. If this were true, the verdict and action of the 
Lodge can not stand. It is true that when complaint was made a com- 
mittee was appointed to investigate the same, and it may be true that 
such committee reported charges and a commissioner was appointed 
to take evidence in the case, but the record does not show, neither 
is it claimed by Bro. Steppacher, that he was ever cited to appear 
to answer such charges, and he was under no obligation to pay any 
attention to them. There is an entire absence of any sort of evidence 
that the Lodge had ever obtained any jurisdiction over Bro. Step- 
pacher in regard to the charges first preferred, and, as before stated, 
all matters concerning such charges were set aside and declared void 
by the Lodge. The commissioner first appointed had never been ob- 
ligated as such. Had the defendant been cited to appear and plead 
to the charges, and refused to appear, he w r ould have been proceeded 
against for contempt; or. if he had appeared and entered his plea ot 
guilty to the charges, no Commissioner would have been appointed 
to take evidence, for no evidence would have been required. For the 
reason, then, that the defendant had never been called upon in the 
manner prescribed by the law to answer to the charges first preferred 
against him, and the Lodge having failed to obtain jurisdiction of the 
person of defendant, we hold that Bro. Steppacher was never in 
jeopardy so far as the matter of these first charges was concerned, 
and that the Lodge had the right to prefer like charges upon the com- 
plaint as originally made to the Noble Grand. 

A new committee was appointed, who preferred like charges, the 
substance of which was that Bro. Steppacher was guilty of conduct 
unbecoming an Odd Fellow, in that he had collected or received money 
belonging to the Lodge, and had failed and refused to turn over the 
same to the Lodge. We gather that the second regular meeting after 
the 25th day of December, 1908, would be on January 8, 1909. We find 
nothing in the record competent to show us that the commissioner 
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appointed to take evidence in this matter was not in all things per- 
fectly competent, and as his was a valid objection to his competency, 
no objection appears to have been made by the defendant to his acting 
as commissioner. 

As to the matter of the defendant being cited to appear before the 
trial committee on a Sunday, the defendant did appear, no objections 
having been made by him thereby waiving any irregularity that there 
may have been in demanding his presence to take testimony on Sunday. 

In fact, whilst the defendant might have made many valid objec- 
tions to the proceedings in this case, none were made by him and he 
appeared at the taking of evidence, cross-examined witnesses, stating 
that he had no evidence to offer, and acquiesced in all that had been 
done, both by the Lodge and the committee, in the trial of this case, 
and it is too late now to bring forward these objections, which could 
have been properly made if offered at the time, but they can avail 
nothing now. 

As- to the evidence of his having collected funds belonging to the 
Lodge and failing to pay them over, the evidence is overwhelming 
that he did so. We hold that, no matter in what capacity a member of 
the Lodge obtains money belonging to the Lodge, he is in duty bound 
to turn it over to the Lodge after deducting therefrom any legitimate 
and lawful amount which he has been authorized by the Lodge to 
pay or which by any action of the Lodge might belong to him. The 
defendant in this case knew that he had this money; he knew to whom 
it belonged; the record shows no action taken by it under which he 
would have been entitled to withhold one penny. 

Charges and specifications were regular; he attended the sessions 
of the commissioner and committee taking the evidence, taking part 
in the proceedings, making no objection whatever, thereby waiving 
all rights which he otherwise might have had. Proof being clear, the 
Lodge found him guilty of holding this money, found him guilty of 
the charges and specifications by a large vote, and we can see no 
other result which could have been reached from the proceedings than 
his expulsion. The Lodge did expel him; from that expulsion he 
appeals, and we sustain the action of the Lodge and dismiss the appeal. 
Appeal dismissed, action of Lodge sustained.

Opinion by Brother W. E. P. Anderson of No. 107. 

From the records and files in this case it appears that the accused 
was on January 7, 1908, expelled by vote of his Lodge, from which 
action he appeals. While the transcript does not show the fact, yet it 
appears from the files furnished us by the Grand Secretary that the 
accused made application to his Lodge on April 20, 190S, in due form 
for a new trial, which was on May 12, 1908, by a vote of the Lodge 
tabled indefinitely. 

The transcript discloses the following proceedings of the Lodge 
prior to the vote of expulsion, viz: On November 26, 1907, at a regular 
meeting the Noble Grand hppointed a committee of three to investigate 
the charges preferred against Brother J. A. Wear. 

December 3, 1907, the committee reported that they had made 
an investigation and find “That Brother Wear may be and probably is 
guilty of conduct unbecoming an Odd Fellow and prefer the following 
charge: 

Charge (1) “We charge Brother Wear with embezzlement and 
fraud.” 

Specification (1) “That on or about August 1, 1907, Brother 
Wear left the state leaving various creditors, among them several 
brothers of this Lodge, of whom he had obtained moneys and other 
chattels.” 

Thereupon, the Noble Grand ordered the Secretary to notify J. 
A. Wear to appear at said Lodge on the evening of the seventeenth 
inst., to answer the above charge, and the Secretary certifies that on 
this, the 3rd inst., he sent a copy of the charge and specification, 
together with the citation, notifying him to appear as aforesaid. 

December 17, 1907, the Noble Grand appointed a commissioner 
to take the evidence, although the record does not show that said 
commissioner was obligated by the Noble Grand. He also appointed 
counsel to defend the brother and a prosecuting committee. The 
commissioner proceeded and took the testimony, which is among the 
files and a part of the record herein. 

January 7, 190S, under the head of unfinished business, the trial 
of Brother J. A. Wear was taken up and after reading the evidence 
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and hearing the arguments of counsel on both sides, a vote was taken 
sustaining the charge and specification and fixing the penalty at ex- 
pulsion. The above is a synopsis of all that the record contains. 

The trial of the brother seems to have proceeded as though the 
Lodge had complete jurisdiction over him by either constructive or 
personal service. If it did, the appeal herein was not in apt time. 
But if jurisdiction was lacking on the part of the Lodge to proceed 
with the trial, he is entitled to his “day in court.” We consider it 
unnecessary at this time to pass on the sufficiency of the charge and 
specification. 

In order to adjudge a brother guilty of a charge of the gravity 
of the offense herein alleged, it is incumbent that the records of the 
Lodge show that the trial of the brother was in strict accordance with 
the code, or that whatever irregularity or non-compliance there may 
be in the record, was waived by the personal appearance of the brother 
at the trial. A letter among the files shows that the brother was at 
Hereford, Texas, December 13, 1907. 

The record fails to show that notice of the violation of any law 
of the Order was made to the Noble Grand giving the names of wit- 
nesses. etc. See Merrills’ Code, Section 1539. 

It fails to show where, to whom, or in what manner the charge, 
specification and citation were sent to the brother. 

We must assume from the record that the Lodge proceeded with 
the trial upon the idea of having obtained constructive service upon 
the brother. It is imperative that service, whether constructive or 
personal, must be by the method required by our laws. 

In order to obtain constructive service on the accused member, 
a copy of the charges and citation must be deposited in the post- 
office post paid, directed to him at his last known postoffice address, 
etc., together with the proper return by the warden, etc. See Merrills’ 
Code, 1663-4. 

It fails to show that the accused waived service by his personal 
appearance at the trial. An attorney selected by the Noble Grand 
could not waive the legal rights of the accused without his consent. 

The record is defective in many other respects. But in our judg- 
ment what has been pointed out clearly shows that the Lodge had not 
obtained sufficient jurisdiction over the accused to proceed with the 
trial herein. 

It is therefore ordered that the action of Plymouth Lodge No. SS8, 
in expelling Brother John A. Wear' be and the same is hereby set 
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aside and held for naught. Also that the Lodge reinstate Brother 
Wear, and that the cause be remanded for trial on proper charge as 
provided by law.

Earl Jenks. j Session, 1909. 

Opinion by Bro. J. R. Kewley, of No. 450. 

This is an appeal case of seven members from the action of the 
lodge in acquitting Bro. Earl Jenks in the matter of charges against 
him, continued from the May session. 

STATEMENT. 

It appears that on March 1, 1909, a written complaint against Bro. 
Earl Jenks was filed with the Noble Grand, based upon a charge of bas- 
tardy before a Justice of the Peace. On March 4th, the Investigating 
Committee on the complaint reported charges to the lodge, charging 
him with “conduct unbecoming an Odd Fellow,” “bringing scandal 
on the Order.” The single specification reciting that he had been 
arrested and brought before Justice Alverson on January 26, 1909, on 
the sworn complaint of an unmarried woman, daughter of a member 
of the lodge; that he had been held to appear before the next term of 
the county court; that the child was born on February 16th; that on 
February 17th, $400.00 was paid the complaining witness through the 
justice before whom hearing had been had, etc. The accused pleaded 
“not guilty” to the charge and a Commissioner was appointed and evi- 
dence taken. The trial was had on April 1st, the vote on the specifica- 
tion being seventeen to sustain it and nineteen against sustaining it. 
This appeal was then taken by seven members of the lodge. 

OPINION. 

We have carefully considered this case, including carefully prepared 
briefs by counsel for the defendant and appellants. A transcript of 
the hearing before the Justice of the Peace was offered in evidence 
by the prosecution of this case and was excluded. We think the objec- 
tion to its admission by the defense under section 1645 and section 
1646 of Merrills’ Code was not well taken. It held that section 1645 
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permitted the admission of transcripts in criminal cases and bastardy 
is a civil case as recited in section 1646. True 1645 permits the admis- 
sion of transcripts in criminal cases but does not necessarily exclude 
those of civil cases. The Grand Lodge in 1879. page 800 Journal of 
that year, specifically held that the law of section 1645 required the 
admission of a court transcript in a divorce case. If the full case ab- 
stracted in section 1646 is read it will be found that a court transcript 
had not been offered at all, but merely a sworn copy of a transcript. 

Section 1647 of Merrills’ Code very clearly indicates that tran- 
scripts of civil court records may be admitted if properly certified, so 
far as they may be relevant to the case at bar; so also does section 
1649, and in 1896 this committee remanded a case for retrial because 
the transcript of a civil court, testing the sanity of the accused, was 
excluded. See page 136 of the Grand Lodge Journal of that year. This 
committee in 1898, page 123 Grand Lodge Journal, remanded a case 
for rehearing because a civil court transcript had been excluded. Sec- 
tion 1651 also covers a transcript in civil proceedings and says it should 
be admitted if “tending to prove the averments set up in the charges 
and specifications." Again, the Sovereign Grand Lodge by approving 
decision No. 15 of the Grand Sire in 1906, found in our Grand Lodge 
Journal of that year, page 218, affirmed the right of admitting certified 
transcripts of civil courts, so far as they may be relevant. As well 
stated in sections 1626 and 1627, “all testimony that will tend to pro- 
mote the ends of fraternal justice should be taken into consideration 
and allowed due weight, and no evidence should be rejected unless it 
be incompetent, irrelevant, or immaterial to the issue.” “Justice re- 
quires that each party be allowed to introduce all competent evidence.” 
However, in all cases proper foundation should be laid for the intro- 
duction of court transcripts, and where possible the court record itself 
might well be introduced instead of a certified transcript. 

The mother of the child was called as a witness by the prosecution 
and on cross examination was asked if she had had illicit relations 
with a young man named. The prosecution objected and was over- 
ruled by the Commissioner. The witness, on advice of the prosecut- 
ing attorney, refused to answer the question. This question in our 
opinion should have been answered. It appears that the Noble Grand 
did not pass upon all the objected evidence. This was a grave error. 
For the reasons set forth herein, the appeal is sustained and the cause 
remanded for retrial in harmony with this opinion, each side being 
permitted to introduce any relevant evidence they may desire, and 
when the evidence shall have been again completed and reported to the 
Noble Grand he shall pass upon all the objected evidence, and the case 
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be concluded in the manner provided by law. Appeal sustained, cause 
remanded with instructions for retrial.

Bluff Lodge No. 605, I. O. 0. F. \ Session, 1909. 

Opinion by Bro. Henry Phillips of No. 16. 

This is a claim made by Brother Rice against Bluff Lodge No. 605, 
I. O. O. F„ of which he was a member but living under the jurisdiction 
of Coles County Lodge; Coles County Lodge being simply the medium 
through which Bluff Lodge was to respond to any legitimate claim for 
benefits to which Brother Rice was or might be entitled. 

By order of the Grand Master, Bro. T. N. Cofer was appointed as the 
Special Deputy Grand Master for the purpose of hearing this case and 
deciding the same. 

An Agreement was entered into between the parties to this contro- 
versy as to certain facts and upon this agreement and additional testi- 
mony heard before the Special Master this case was determined. The 
Special Master having heard the case, the arguments of the parties 
interested determined the case in favor of Brother Rice and found 
that Brother Rice was entitled to be paid the sum of $48.00 for 16 
weeks at $3.00 per week. 

The point in controversy seems to be that because Brother Rice was 
declared off the sick list by his Lodge, whether or not by such action 
on the part of his Lodge he was barred from claiming sick benefits 
after such action of the Lodge. 

It is true as found by Brother Gofer in his opinion in this case that 
the declaring of Brother Rice off from the sick list makes a prima 
facie case, that from and after date of being so declared off from the 
sick list by the Lodge the claimant is not entitled to further sick 
benefits during the claimed illness. It is likewise true “that such 
prima facie case may be overcome by competent testimony, that the 
Brother is yet in such a state of health and such a physical condition 
that under our laws lie is entitled to benefits.” “The entire question 
is one of fact to be determined from the evidence. Each case must 
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stand upon its own merits. There cannot be any hard and fast rule to 
govern the Lodges. The claims should he considered carefully and the 
Lodge should pay and the Brother should receive in each case such 
benefits as will carry out both the letter and the spirit of our Order. 
The fact that a Brother is in a physician’s care so many w'eeks is not 
conclusive,” so that every case depends upon the proof. 


We have read with considerable care all the record and evidence in 
this case and we feel thoroughly satisfied that from the agreed state of 
facts and from the evidence introduced that the finding of Brother 
Cofer as such Special Grand Master is correct; that Brother Rice was 
entitled to benefits after he was officially declared off from the sick 
list. It may be true that the Committee investigating the case of 
Brother Rice made its investigation too early in the history of the case 
and if Brother Rice is to be bound by a report made previous to his 
recovery, it would work a great injustice and wrong to him, hence we 
feel that if facts existed to show that Brother Rice was in such a 
condition of health after he had been declared off the sick list as to 
warrant him in a claim for benefits he should be entitled to receive 
the same. 

The evidence seems to us to be such that we cannot avoid the con- 
clusion to which Brother Cofer was forced; we, therefore, sustain the 
opinion of Brother Cofer from whose opinion and decision said Lodge 
appeals to this committee and find that Brother Rice is entitled to the 
sum of $48.00 for 16 weeks at $3.00 per week and direct that the same 
be paid to him by said Bluff Lodge, and it is ordered that the appeal 
in this case be dismissed. 

Finding the decision of Brother Cofer affirmed, the appeal is dis- 
missed.

This is an appeal of three members of Sparta Lodge No. 52 from the 
action of the lodge in acquitting Bro. Fred D. Murphy of the charge of 
intoxication, the charge alleging two former convictions. 

STATEMENT. 

On April 13th, charges were preferred against Bro. Fred D. Murphy 
for intoxication, two previous convictions being alleged. The accused 
pleaded “not guilty” and a Commissioner was appointed to take evi- 
dence. 

It does not affirmatively appear that either of the two brothers who 
testified for the prosecution was first obligated; and the appellants 
affirm that the two gentlemen, not members of the Order, who testi- 
fied for the defendant were not first sworn, and this affirmation is un- 
contradicted by anything in the record before us; this was a grave 
and reversible error. No transcript or other evidence of former con- 
victions for intoxication was offered in evidence by the prosecution; 
this was also grave error. No record was kept of the number of 
voting brothers present at the trial; neither was any record kept of 
the number of votes in the affirmative or negative on the charges. 
This also was grave error. 

It does not appear that a proper record was kept of each step taken 
in the prosecution as required by our laws. A prosecuting committee 
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and officers of a lodge cannot too freely consult the constitution and 
rules relative to trials or safely depart from the plain instructions 
given therein. 


OPINION. 

It is the opinion of this committee that for the errors cited above, 
this case should be retried; therefore the appeal is hereby sustained, 
and the cause remanded to Sparta Lodge No. 52 for retrial upon the 
charges filed April 13th, retaking all evidence and conducting the full 
trial in the manner provided by law.

In this case charges were regularly prefered July 13, 1909. July 
27 the accused appeared in person and plead “not guilty.” Thereafter 
at the same meeting Bro. G. H. Hubbard was appointed commissioner 
to take and report the evidence and was duly obligated. 

Evidence was regularly taken and apparently the Objected evidence 
was ruled upon by the Noble Grand, but no record of the meeting of 
the parties interested at the time of such action appears in the certified 
records. However, it does not appear that at the time of the trial any 
objection was made to the evidence; and therefore, even though there 
was irregularity in that regard, it may be treated as waived. 

September 6, 1909, Grand Master W. M. Groves, on motion of accused, 
granted a change of venue and sent the case to Kenney Lodge, No. 557, 
for trial.- September 14, 1909, the case was certified to Kenney Lodge, 
No. 557, and there tried at a regular meeting, September 29, 1909. 
Before the conclusion of the trial certain documentary evidence was 
added by agreement of the accused and the attorney of the Lodge. 
Vote was taken on the “charges and specifications”; but, as there was 
only one charge and one specification, we do not deem this irregularity 
material. The ballot lacked the necessary constitutional two-thirds 
majority, and the Noble Grand declared the “charges and specifications 
not sustained.” Bro. E. B. Mitchell, attorney for the prosecution, gave 
“notice of appeal.” After the conclusion of the trial the entire case 
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should have been certified back to Mt. Pulaski Lodge, No. 454. The 
record does not show such return and the filing thereof in Mt. Pulaski 
Lodge, No. 454, except by the way of inference from the fact that the 
record comes to our committee from the latter Lodge. 

Ocober 5, 1909, at a regular meeting of Mt. Pulaski Lodge, No. 454, 
“a motion was made and seconded to appeal to the Judiciary and Ap- 
peals Committee of the Grand Lodge, I. O. O. F., from the action and 
judgment of Kenney Lodge, No. 557, I. O. O. F., in finding Bro. S. B. 
Fryer not guilty upon the charges and specifications, and on motion 
being put it was declared carried by the Noble Grand.” It is pursuant 
to this action of the Lodge that this appeal is before us. 

Merrills’ Code (1906), Section 1748, provides: “The accused or any 
three members feeling aggrieved by the decision of the Lodge in a trial 
shall be entitled to an appeal to the Grand Lodge, which appeal must 
be entered according to the laws and regulations of the Grand Lodge 
on the matter of appeals * * * * .” See also Section 397 to 474, 

both inclusive, also Busbee’s Digest (1903), Section 2082. 

We are not prepared to say that the Lodge can not appeal in the 
manner in which it undertook to appeal as above shown, but the right 
of the Lodge to so appeal is to say the least doubtful. The right of 
three brothers to appeal is beyond question. The appeal must be per- 
fected within ninety days after the return of the records by Kenney 
Lodge, No. 557, to Mt. Pulaski Lodge, No. 454; hence there is still time 
for the appeal to be perfected by three brothers as provided in Section 
1748 of Merrills’ Code quoted above. It is therefore ordered that the 
record be returned by the Grand Secretary to the Secretary of Mt. 
Pulaski Lodge, No. 454, for completion and further action in accordance 
with this opinion, and when so completed and brought forward to in- 
clude the appeal of the three brothers, in case such action shall be 
taken, must be returned to the Grand Secretary within ninety days 
from the time the records were returned by Kenney Lodge, No. 557, 
to Mt. Pulaski Lodge No. 454; and when so returned and filed with the 
Grand Secretary, the case will receive further consideration by the 
committee.

Your Committee on Constitutions, to whom was referred the 
amendment to the Constitution of the Grand Lodge of Illinois, which 
has heretofore been approved by the Acting Grand Sire, beg leave to 
report that we recommend that the action of .the Acting Grand Sire 
thereon be concurred in.

Art. 4, Sec. 1. The officers of the Grand Lodge shall be as follows, 
viz.: Grand Master, Deputy Grand Master, Grand Warden, Grand Sec- 
retary, Grand Treasurer, and two Grand Representatives to the Sov- 
ereign Grand Lodge of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows, one 
elected annually for the term of one year and one biennially for the 
term of two years; all of whom shall be elected by ballot. Also, Grand 
Chaplain, Grand Marshal, Grand Conductor, Grand Guardian, and 
Grand Herald, all of whom shall be appointed. 

Journal 1908, Page 228. 

Art. 6. Sec. 8. The Committee on Printing shall superintend all 
printing, and shall purchase all stationery and blanks not supplied by 
the Sovereign Grand Lodge. They shall advertise for bids for printing 
the reports of the Grand Officers, the Proceedings of the Annual Session 
of this Grand Lodge in the English language, and such other printing 
as -may be required by the Grand Officers, awarding the contracts for 
such work to the lowest responsible bidder, and reporting the original 
list of said bidders, with the prices that they have offered to perform 
the work for, to the next session of the Grand Lodge. They shall sign 
all bills for which they may have awarded contracts, as being correct: 
Provided, all stationery and blanks for the Old Folks’ Home and the 
Orphans’ Home may be printed under the direction of the Boards of the 
respective Homes. 


UNFINISHED BUSINESS. 

Expenses of Degree Staffs. 

Document No. 65 (Journal 1908, page 418), in the matter of paying 
the actual expenses of degree staffs, was referred by the Grand Lodge 
to the Committee on Finance. Just prior to the close of the session 
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this committee was asked for a report and made the statement that 
the resolution did not reach their committee; whereupon the Com- 
mittee on Finance, not having time to make a report in regular form, 
by its chairman, James Ewing Davis, recommended the paying of the 
following amounts, viz.: To the Elgin Staff, $163.35; to the Kenney 
Staff, $42.00; these amounts to be distributed among the members of 
the two Degree Staffs to cover actual expenses. 

Upon this verbal report the Grand Lodge voted to adopt the report 
of the Committee on Finance. 

Following the session the chairman of the committee, in consulta- 
tion with the other members, decided that a mistake had been made, 
and that in view of previous action by the Grand Lodge these expenses 
should not have *been paid. The Grand Master being of the same 
opinion, warrants were not drawn, and the whole matter is referred 
to the next session of the Grand Lodge. 


CONCLUSION. 

The record of another year is closed. We have visited the sick, 
relieved the distressed, buried the dead, and educated the orphan, per- 
haps not to the full measure of our command, but we have done much 
to brighten the world and make life worth living. 

Odd Fellowship is no longer an experiment but an established 
institution in the economy of the world with its field of usefulness 
more clearly defined and enlarged as we move onward. 

The Golden Rule applied through the medium of fraternities is a 
mighty influence, extending from the hearthstone to the State, making 
for the betterment of all people. 

Our sympathies have been enlarged; we can see distress and hear 
the call for help more quickly because we are Odd Fellows. With 
tomorrow’s sun let each member ask himself, ‘What can I do today 
to lighten the burden of some weary traveler?” 

Grand Master W. M. Groves has given us an energetic and able 
administration and to his splendid efforts Odd Fellowship in this 
Jurisdiction owes much. 

I extend most sincere thanks to my associates and co-workers in 
all departments, and particularly to Major General James Henry 
Harris, Department Commander Patriarchs Militant; Grand Patriarch 
H. E. Makutchan, Grand Scribe Samuel J. Baker, President of the 
Rebekah Assembly Sister Ella Watson Reeve, and to Sister Mary P. 
Miller, Secretary of the Rebekah Assembly. 
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Trusting that the coming session of the Grand Lodge may be an 
inspiration to each one to do more for the cause of Odd Fellowship 
and that our deliberations may be profitable to our beloved Order, I am.

In accordance with an established custom we herewith present to 
you, and through you to the Grand Lodge, a summary of the proceed- 
ings of the Eighty-fifth Annual Communication of the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge.

Annual Communication, held in the city of Denver in 1908, was 
approved. 

The Acting Grand Sire submitted the following report: 


Tuesday. 
Nov. 1C, 1909. 
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REPORT OF THE ACTING GRAND SIRE AND COMMANDER-IN- 

CHIEF. 

To The Sovereign Grand Lodge of the Independent Order of Odd Fel- 
lows: 

Officers and Representatives: We are here assembled in the 
Eighty-fifth Annual Session of this Grand Body, in this the extreme 
Northwestern State of our Union, and in this, one of its chief cities, 
which is not only the pride of the Odd Fellows, but of the citizens as 
well, of this great, new, and wonderfully progressive State. For the 
fifth time this Grand Body meets west of the Rocky Mountains, and 
for the first time has the Presiding Officer at such meeting been a 
resident of a State classed with those of the Pacific Coast. You are 
here assembled from every Grand Jurisdiction of our Union of States, 
and from all the Grand Bodies of the Great Dominion of Canada, to 
renew old friendships and form new ones, whilst receiving the cordial 
and fraternal welcome of the thousands of enthusiastic brothers and 
sisters of this great commonwealth and prosperous Jurisdiction, whose 
every effort will be in the direction of making our stay exceedingly 
pleasant, and well remembered through life. Our meeting here in 
this State of great possibilities, activity, and prosperity in business and 
industrial pursuits, and consequent rapid growth and prosperous 
condition of every branch of our Order, is a reminder of the rapid 
growth and extension of our country, and also of the Dominion of 
Canada, and of our Order in both countries, within the recollection of 
many members now living. Standing here today as your Presiding 
Officer it seems appropriate that a few facts connected with our 
country’s growth and that of the Order west of the Missouri River, 
which are in some measure personal to myself, should find a place 
here as an enduring record of the wonderful growth in population and 
in our membership in the vast territory of the real west and north- 
west of Connecticut. In 1846 there were in Missouri, my native 
State, then on the extreme western border, 17 lodges with a total 
membership of 755. Now as per last returns, it has 765 lodges and 
60,721 members. At that time there was no settlement of our people 
west of that State on what was then termed the Great American 
Desert until this locality was reached. At that time in this State, 
with its present membership of 21,701 there was not a lodge of our 
Order and probably not an Odd Fellow within its confines. Brought 
up on the western border it happened to be my fortune as the rec- 
ord develops to aid materially in laying the foundation of four pros- 
perous States on that so-called desert, and in the enlargement of 
our Order in three of them, wherein more than 70,000 members are now 
practicing the precepts of our great Fraternity. Then the total 
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membership everywhere was 90,753. Now it is in round numbers 
1,492,478 and including the sisters of the Rebekah degree it is 
1,888,376. I am therefore glad that the Great Supreme Ruler of the 
Universe has spared me to be with you here and to see the results 
brought about through the wonderful spread of our Order, especially 
in this western section of our Continent, and may the good work go 
on for all time and until all those in every community who are eligible 
shall either enroll themselves under our banner, or aid the Order 
with their countenance and support. 

It is with humility and a sad heart that I am compelled to respond 
to the call of a constitutional duty in assuming the position and place 
of honor wffiich should be filled and graced at this moment by the one 
you delighted in unanimously honoring at our last session by placing 
him in the highest position within the gift of the Order. In the la- 
mented death of Grand Sire John L. Nolen, a great vacancy has oc- 
curred in his family circle, the Jurisdiction of Tennessee has lost a 
gifted son, the church a devoted member, and our Order and this 
Grand Body in particular* a member and officer of great ability, hav- 
ing at heart the best interests and welfare of our great brotherhood, 
as exemplified in his labors in this Body and in the Grand Bodies of 
his native State, which he loved so well. Once before in the his- 
tory of this Sovereign Body, and when the total membership of the 
Order was only 6833, death claimed a Grand Sire in the person of 
Brother George Keyser, within a few days of the close of his official 
term, and at a time when the duties of the office were not onerous 
as now, and where the Deputy Grand Sire had the usual ample time 
to prepare himself for the duties of the chief and responsible po- 
sition, which without the usual preparatory course I was suddenly 
and unexpectedly called upon to assume, and which I have endeavored 
to fill fairly, impartially, and from my viewpoint for the welfare of 
the Order generally. 

In presiding over your deliberations, I shall endeavor to be fair 
in all things, and crave your indulgence, your close attention to 
business and careful consideration of all matters presented for 
action. 

Prom an examination of the report of the Grand Secretary, and 
later in this report, it will be seen that the increase in membership 
for 1908 has not been as great as during 1907, notwithstanding the 
fact that the Grand 'Sire, Brother E. S. Conway, exerted his great 
ability and strenuous efforts in that direction. Whilst the increase is 
very healthy and such as should be pleasing to all our members, it 
fell short of those of several years past, caused in the main by gen- 
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eral depression in business. When business conditions change, and 
there is a general return of prosperity to the people from whom we 
mainly draw our membership, then the increase will no doubt equal, 
if not surpass, that of any former year.

To All Grand Masters, Grand Patriarchs, Presidents of Rebekah As- 
semblies, and Department Commanders, Greeting: 

Whereas, it having come to my knowledge that some members of 
the Order have established and are soliciting other members in many, 
if not all, Grand Lodge Jurisdictions to establish therein organiza- 
tions or societies based upon membership in some branch of our 
Order, contrary to the following Law as the same appears in the 
Revised Journal of 1883, pages 9361 and 9363: 

“ Resolved , That any Odd Fellow who shall hereafter retain mem- 
bership in or become a member of any secret organization not subordi- 
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nate to this Grand Body, which shall have adopted or appropriated to 
its own use the uniform, regalia, emblems, name, titles, mottoes, or 
initials of this Order, or any part of them; or in which qualification 
for membership is based upon the applicant’s standing in this Order; 
or in which the applicant is required to obligate himself to prefer 
said organization, or any member thereof, at the expense of this Order, 
or any of its members, shall be guilty of conduct unbecoming an 
Odd Fellow and a grave offense against Odd Fellowship, and upon 
conviction thereof shall be expelled.” 

Now, therefore, I, W. L. Kuykendall, Acting Grand Sire, request 
and enjoin upon all members to be loyal to the Order as it now exists,

And to that end to dedicate the occasion to appropriate exer- 
cises and thanksgiving to Almighty God for His manifold blessings to 
the members of the Rebekah Degree, individually and collectively.

DECISIONS. 

Decisions by Grand Sire, Brother John L. Nolen. 

The following decisions (in addition to those to be submitted in 
executive session) were rendered by Brother John L. Nolen, Grand Sire: 

Subordinate Lodge Decisions. 

Decision 1. — The Grand Master recommended that the Grand Lodge 
take action to appoint an officer. The Committee on Recommendation, 
among other things, said “With a view to carrying out the suggestion 

of the Grand Master, w T e recommend ” Therefore, I am of the 

opinion that the committee recommended the appointment of an officer 
not provided for by the Constitution of the Grand Lodge, and the point 
of order raised that such an officer cannot be created except by amend- 
ment to the Constitution was well taken, and should have been sus- 
tained by the Grand Master. 

Therefore I am clearly of the opinion that the Grand Lodge had no 
authority, under its Constitution, to authorize the Grand Master to 
appoint said officer. 

Having reached this conclusion, I think this is a full and complete 
answer to all the questions asked. 

Dec. 2. Statement . — About 25 years ago, A. B., by profession a ped- 
dler, with no residence, making his headquarters at Sugar Run, Penn- 
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sylvania, joined Sugar Run Lodge. About two years ago he married 
and settled in Towanda, Pennsylvania, and Towanda has been his 
residence ever since. He has kept his membership in Sugar Run during 
this time. He now presents his Official Certificate and requests member- 
ship in Bradford Lodge, No. 1G7. Towanda is his place of residence, 
under the law of transfer of residence. 

Question . — If elected, is he entitled to membership without fee under 
the law of transfer of residence? 

Answer . — Yes. 

Question . — Is this law applicable to the transfer of residence, prior to 
the adoption of the law, or only to transfer of residence since the 
law went into effect? 

Answer . — It is applicable to the transfer of residence prior to the 
adoption of the law as well as to the transfer of residence since the 
law went into effect. 

Dec. 3. Question . — Can the secretary of the lodge referred to enforce 
the payment of three months’ dues in advance so far as to refuse to 
accept payment of any less amount tendered by a member thereof? 

Answer . — I do not know that I fully comprehend the meaning of 
your question. It is the duty of the secretary to accept any amount 
that any member offerfe to pay on his dues, whether or not it is in 
full of the amount owing. 

Dec. 4. Question 1. — Is it competent for a subordinate lodge to ap- 
point an Initiatory Degree member on the Committee on Visitation, 
said committee being charged with the duty of visiting sick members, 
and of reporting to the lodge at regular sessions? 

Ansiver. — Yes, if the by-law of the subordinate lodge authorizes the 
same to be done. 

Ques. 2 . — If an Intitiatory Degree member may be leaglly appointed 
on a visiting committee must he serve in such capacity, or be subject 
to the same penalties as are provided for third degree members, who 
are negligent in the performance of the duties devolving upon such 
committee? 

Ans. — Yes, if the by-laws of the subordinate lodge so provide. 

Dec. 5. Question . — Has a subordinate lodge or encampment, a Grand 
Lodge or Grand Encampment, or any of their officers, the right to have 
printed, or otherwise placed on any publication, circular or letter- 
head, pertaining to Odd Fellowship, any label, mark, or token of any 
other organization whatever? 

Answer. — No. 
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Dec. 6. Statement . — The ritual provides in each degree that music 
appropriate to the 'degree and the ritual may be employed in con- 
ferring the degree. 

Question 1 . — Does this include vocal music, songs sung as solos, 
duets, and quartettes, provided the words are in harmony or appro- 
priate to the work being conferred? 

Ansioer . — Yes. 

Ques. 2 . — Is it permissible to use an, I. O. O. F. song (copy inclosed 
herewith marked No. 2) when the staff marches in and out when con- 
ferring the third degree, song to be sung to the air of De Koven’s 
recessional, which is a beautiful religious recessional? 

A us. — Yes. 

Ques. 3 . — Must the staff take the exact position provided by the 
ritual, or can different members assume other positions as directed by 
the Staff Master, the same being in harmony with the ritual? 

Ans . — If the positions taken are in harmony with the ritual, there 
is no conflict between the Staff Master and the ritual. 

Dec. 7. — A subordinate lodge cannot confer the degrees upon appli- 
cants without the regalia prescribed by The Sovereign Grand Lodge. 
See Article XX. of the By-laws of The Sovereign Grand Lodge. 

Dec. 8. Question 1 . — At the funeral of a brother, the lodge not hav- 
ing many members to attend, can the pall-bearers from the outside of 
the Order be selected to serve as such? 

Ansioer . — Yes. 

Ques. 2 . — If not all of the pall-bearers can be selected from persons 
outside of the Order, can any act as pall-bearers who are not members 
of the Order? 

A^s. — Yes.

Dec. 9. Statement . — A brother belongs to Shawnee Lodge No. 1, 
which meets in a room at No. 117 West 6th Street. He desires to be- 
come a member of Topeka Lodge No. 40, which meets in the same 
room. He signs a petition for membership asking to be admitted 
to membership in No. 40 on Withdrawal Card in date, and sends with 
his petition the required fee for such admission, as provided by the 
by-laws of No. 40, but instead of attaching a Withdrawal CaTd to the 
petition, he sends his Official Certificate, and if elected he expects to 
get nis Withdrawal Card and have it prsented to the lodge before 
he presents himself to sign the constitution. He is not trying to move 
his membership on Transfer Certificate. 
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Question . — Is it legal for him to change his membership that way? 

Answer . — A member can make application upon his Official Certificate 
by paying the required fee, where he desires to change his membership 
from one lodge to another lodge without changing his residence from 
the territorial jurisdiction in which he belongs; and, if elected upon 
said application, he must obtain a Withdrawal Card from his former 
lodge and deposit it in the new lodge. He is not a member of the 
new ledge until he has obtained a Withdrawal Card from his former 
lodge, and deposited it in his new lodge, and signed the constitution 
and by-laws of tne new lodge. 

Dec. ID. Statement . — The following questions and answers thereto 
are based upon a resolution adopted at the session of The Sovereign 
Grand Lodge, 1908, providing for a revision of the floor work for all 
branches of the Order. 

Question 1 . — Does the resolution confer upon the committee ample 
power to rewrite the floor work, if in their judgment it seems best? 

Ans. — Yes. 

Ques. 2 . — Does the resolution contemplate that the committee prepare 
and issue the new floor work without waiting for the action of the 
next session of The Sovereign Grand Lodge? 

Ans. — No. 

Dec. 11. Statement . — I have in. my possession an application for a 
Veteran Jewel from a brother whose membership for more than 25 
years is continuous, with the exception of the following possible break. 
The brother became a member by deposit of card in Northern Light 
Lodge, No. 1, of North Dakota, about the year 1888, and retained his 
membership in said lodge until its charter was arrested by order of The 
Sovereign Grand Lodge. At the time of arrest of charter of Northern 
Light Lodge, the brother’s dues were paid in advance. In 1S96, The 
Sovereign Grand Lodge, by resolution (report of Committee on State 
of the Order, page 14,951) provided that members who were innocent 
of any wrong doing, might upon presenting a certificate of innocence 
from the Grand Sire, procure from the Grand Lodge of North Dakota, 
a Grand Lodge Card. Within twelve months from this action of The 
Sovereign Grand Lodge, had on September 25, 1S96, to wit: on the 23d 
day of August, 1897, the brother received from the Grand Lodge of 
North Dakota a Grand Lodge Card. This Card was deposited in another 
lodge immediately upon its receipt and the brother’s membership has 
been continuous since. 

Question . — Is the brother entitled to have a Veteran Jewel? In other 
words, does the break in the membership caused by the illegal actions 
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of some of the members of Northern Light Lodge of North Dakota, de- 
prive an innocent brother of the right to wear a Veteran Jewel? 

Answer . — In the report of the Committee on the State of the Order 
in reference to the Fargo Difficulty, which was adopted by The Sov- 
ereign Grand Lodge at its session in 1896, we find, among other things, 
the following resolutions: ‘‘Resolved that each of said late members of 
said Northern Light Lodge, No. 1, of North Dakota, shall never, in any 
manner, be restored to membership in the I. O. O. F., unless the Grand 
Sire shall certify, after investigation such as shall be satisfactory to 
the Grand Sire, that such late member is not guilty of voluntarily con- 
senting to the use of funds donated in response to a circular issued 
by the lodge, for the purpose of paying any indebtedness for which real 
estate is incumbered, or of improving real estate, in any manner. Such 
a certificate from the Grand Sire, may thereupon receive a certificate 
from the proper officer of the Grand Lodge of North Dakota, which 
certificate shall, in all respects, be the same in form and effect, and is 
issued upon the same terms, as if the lodge had become defunct in 
any other manner.” 

From these resolutions, The Sovereign Grand Lodge recognized the 
fact that all the members of Northern Light Lodge, No. 1, of North 
Dakota, were out of the Order, and that they could not regain member- 
ship in the Order without some action from The Sovereign Grand 
Lodge, therefore the above resolutions were adopted in order to permit 
those who were not guilty to regain membership in the Order. These 
resolutions speak of the members of said lodge as “late members,” and 
also required certain things to be dona to be restored to membership. 
There can be no doubt, therefore, that, at the time of the adoption of 
the Report of the Committee on the State of the Order in 1896, none 
of the former members of said Northern Light Lodge, No. 1, of North 
Dakota, were members of the Order. I am aware of the fact that The 
Sovereign Grand Lodge had decided that a member holding a live With- 
drawal Card is a member of the Order during the life of said Card, 
and his membership in the Order is continuous if he deposits said Card 
in a lodge before the Card expires. But this decision is based upon the 
theory that, at the time the Card was granted, the member was in good 
standing, for a member cannot receive a Withdrawal Card from his 
lodge unless he is in good standing. In the case under consideration, 
at the time the brother received the Card, he was not a member of any 
lodge, his lodge having forfeited its charter on account of misconduct 
of some of its members. The brother, therefore, was for some period 
of time neither a member of any lodge nor of the Order. His member- 
ship, therefore, at the present time is not a continuous one. Under the 
law, in order to entitle affirother to a Veteran Jewel he must have had 
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continuous membership in the Order for at least 25 years, and, as 
this brother’s membership in the Order has not been continuous, he is 
not entitled to a Veteran Jewel. I recognize that this is a hardship 
upon the brother applying for a Veteran Jewel, as he was not guilty 
of any wrong conduct, and was not responsible for his lodge having its 
charter taken from it, but it is the duty of the Grand Sire not to make 
law, but to decide all questions in accordance with the existing law, and 
I am, therefore, forced, under the law, to hold that the brother is not 
entitled to a Veteran Jewel. 

Affirmed. 

Dec. 12. Statement . — A lodge had been purchasing goods from a 
brother, who was a merchant, for several years, and was in the habit 
of making settlement once in a year or two and deducting dues that 
had accumulated and paying balance by check. It seems that the lodge 
had allowed the last bills to run longer than usual, so that he was in 
arrears $13.00 last March. The widow of the brother claims that 
statements had been sent the lodge from time to time, and the secretary 
of the lodge does not deny that they might have been sent. An itemized 
bill w r as sent the lodge, according to the secretary, either in February 
or March this year, to the amount of $26.00. In the bill was an item 
for silverware $11.00, purchased by the lodge some time ago, and some 
of the members thought the same had been settled for, although the 
brother had been over his books and convinced himself that the item 
had never been paid. The bill was not allowed as presented, but was 
laid upon the table for investigation. The bill remained upon the table 
until August 29. In the meantime the brother had been taken ill, and 
had died. Finally on August 29, the bill was allowed as presented, and 
an order drawn for its payment. The amount of his dues $13.00 was 
taken out, and the brother’s wife received check for balance of bill. 

Question . — Was the brother in good standing in his lodge at the 
date of his death? 

Answer . — I have had submitted to me a copy of the constitution and 
by-laws of the lodge mentioned in the above settlement. I find nothing 
therein requiring dues to be paid in cash. The practice of this lodge 
of buying goods from one of its members on a credit, and giving the 
member credit on his dues for the amount the lodge owed the member, 
is one that ought not to be allowed. When a lodge deals with one of its 
members, the lodge ought to pay whatever the lodge is indebted to the 
member, and the member ought to pay his dues at the proper time, to 
the secretary, like any other member; but as this lodge was indebted to 
this brother largely more than the amount of the dues owed by him, 
and as it had been the custom of the lodge for some time to permit the 
brother to pay his dues in this way, the brother was not at fault, and 
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the lodge should not be permitted to take advantage of its own wrong. 
I am, therefore, of the opinion that the brother was in good standing 
at the date of his death. 


Subordinate Encampment Decisions. 

Dec. 13. Statement . — A patriarch was suspended from his lodge 
February 11, 1908, for non-payment of dues, the same having been paid 
to December 31, 190G. His encampment dues were paid to January 1, 
1908. In April, 1908, he contracted quick consumption, and died August 
29, 1908. 

Question . — What benefits, if any, is the patriarch’s family entitled to, 
his encampment having taken no action whatever in his case? 

Answer . — To retain, membership in an encampment, the rule is that 
a patriarch must be in good standing in a subordinate lodge in good 
standing, but there are several exceptions to this rule. One is as fol- 
lows: “The suspension of a member of an encampment for non-pay- 
ment of dues by his lodge, shall not affect the standing of said member 
in his encampment for the term of one year thereafter, provided the 
patriarch shall not rest under any disability during the interim in 
his encampment.” (Busbee’s Digest, Section 890.) 

Under this exception to the rule, the patriarch retains his member- 
ship in his encampment for a period of one year from the date of his 
suspension for non-payment of dues from his subordinate lodge, pro- 
vided that he shall not rest under any disability during this term. I 
construe the word “Disability” to mean the failure to do something 
that the Order required him to do, or doing something which the Order 
forbids him to do. If he fails to pay his dues in his encampment, ac- 
cording to the by-laws of his encampment, he is resting under disabil- 
ity, or, if he is guilty of any conduct unbecoming an Odd Fellow, he 
is resting under disability. The word “Disability,” in this connection, 
certainly does not mean “Sickness.” The Sovereign Grand Lodge cer- 
tainly never intended to provide that a patriarch may retain his mem- 
bership in his encampment 12 months after suspension from his sub- 
ordinate lodge, provided he was not so unfortunate as to become sick 
during the twelve months. Therefore, I am of the opinion that the 
said patriarch's family is entitled to all the benefits from the encamp- 
ment to which the family would have been entitled if the patriarch 
had not been suspended by his subordinate lodge. 

Affirmed. 

Dec. 14. — In the case of a Grand Representative, representing a 
Grand Encampment, who has been expelled from that branch of tne 
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Order, the following answer was given upon the question as <.0 whether 
a vacancy was created tnereby to be filled by appointment. 

Answer . — A member who has been expelled from his encampment is 
not eligible as a Grand Representative to The Sovereign Grand Lodge, 
and, if he has been elected a Grand Representative, the fact of his 
expulsion from his encampment would create a vacancy, and the Grand 
Patriarch would have a right to fill the vacancy by appointment, and 
such appointment would be for the unexpired term. 

Affirmed. 


Rebekah Decisions. 

Dec. 15. Statement . — A question has been submitted which it seems 
requires a construction of general law as to whether all members of 
Rebekah lodges are also “members of the Order.” 

The constitution of subordinates under this Jurisdiction (Minne- 
sota) requires that, ’ if a member of the Order shall commit an offense 
(descriumg what are offenses), it shall be the duty of any other mem- 
ber, who may have knowledge or reliable information, concerning the 
same, to file a complaint with the Noble Grand of the lodge to which 
the accused member belongs.” The Grand Master says, “my construc- 
tion is that if a lady Rebekah is ‘a member of the Order’ and having 
knowledge of such offense, it is her duty to make such complaint.” 

Question . — Is a lady member of a Rebekah lodge “a member of the 
Order?” 

Answer. — Yes. 

Affirmed. 

Dec. 16. Statement . — Section 25 of the Rebekah Code relating to 
the regalia and jewels for officers of Rebekah lodges, provides that 
“Sisters, who are not officers or Past Noble Grands, shall wear badges 
or collars of pink and green, not exceeding three inches in width.” 

It further provides under “Regalia and Jewels for Officers of the 
Rebekah Assemblies,” “All members of Rebekah Assmblies, when in 
attendance, not in office, shall wear the collar prescribed for a Past 
Noble Grand of a Rebekah lodge, or a badge of pink and green not 
exceeding three inches in width.” 

Question 1 . — Is it lawful, under the provision of the above section, 
for a sister, not an officer or a Past Noble Grand, to wear in a Rebekah 
lodge, in lieu of a collar, a badge of pink and green not exceeding three 
inches in width, the term badge meaning in the sense in which it is 
ordinarily understood and used?. 
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Answer . — I understand “Badge,” as used in Section 25 of the Rebekah 
Code, is to be taKen in the sense in which it is ordinarily understood 
and used; therefore, my answer is “yes.” 

Ques. 2 . — Is it lawful for a Past Noble Grand in attendance . at a 
Rebekah Assembly, but not in office, to wear in lieu of a collar, a badge 
of pink and green, not exceeding three inches in width, the term badge 
meaning in the sense in which it is ordinarily understood and used? 

Ans. — Yes. 

Affirmed. 

t Decisions Rendered by W, L. Kuykendall, Acting Grand Sire. 

Dec. 17. Statement . — Under the instructions of the Grand Lodge 
of Manitoba, Reps. Meyers and Wiswell did, at the session of The 
Sovereign Grand Lodge held in 1908, as appears on page 641, Journal 
of Proceedings, submit a series of questions hereinafter appearing, 
which were referred to the Committee on the Judiciary, which reported 
recommending that the subject-matter thereof be referred to the in- 
coming Grand Sire. See Report 142, page 747. Said questions are said 
to be based upon by-laws of lodges and are as follows, to each of which 
an answer is hereto appended: 

By-law No. 40, Hiawatha Lodge, No. 60. 

There shall be raised by assessment a special relief fund to provide 
help or assistance if the attending physician advised that the nature of 
the illness is such that the attendance of help or assistance is neces- 
sary, such shall be procured, the said help or assistance to be paid out 
of “the sick nursing fund,” but in no case to exceed seventy-five cents 
(75 cents) per day, if in the hospital seventy-five cents (75 cents) per 
day to be paid to the hospital authorities. 

The Committee on Laws of Subordinates disapproved of this clause. 

Committee on the Judiciary reported as follows: “That in their 
opinion the law enunciated by the Committee on Laws of Subordinates 
on Amendments to Clause 40 of the By-laws of Hiawatha Lodge, No. 60, 
is incorrect and that lodges have the power to insert in their by-laws 
the amount to be paid for a nurse. Digest 155, 180, 2649, which was 
adopted. 

Question . — Was the Committee on the Judiciary and Legislation Re- 
port correct? 

Ayisioer. — Yes. In my opinion it is within the power of a lodge to 
adopt such a by-law, and limit the amount a lodge will pay for nurse 
hire unless such power is denied in the local constitution governing 
such lodge. 

Affirmed. 
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Dec. 18. Statement. — Constitution Clause 76, whenever the avail- 
able cash assets of this lodge shall be reduced below an amount equal 
to five dollars for each unsuspended member, the lodge may by by-law . 
or resolution adopted after two weeks’ notice, assess its members 
equally in a sum sufficient to increase the funds to the amount required 
to make up the deficiency. 

Question. — A lodge has a membership of 100, and $600 cash assets. 
The nurse fund of the lodge becomes depleted. Can the lodge assess 
its members to replenish this particular fund, when the cash assets 
amounts to $6.00 per member, without further legislation? 

Ansioer . — No. The question seems to answer itself. 

Affirmed. 

Dec. 19. Statement. — A lodge has a by-law providing for a trained 
nurse for its members, w T ho are taken sick and require a nurse, the 
same to be paid for out of a sick nursing fund. 

Question. — Has the lodge to supply a nurse for the day time as well 
as for the night? 

Answer. — Only night nurses or watchers are required to be furnished 
in the General Law, which does not contemplate furnishing day nurses. 
See Busbee’s Digest 158. It would seem, however, to be within the 
power of a lodge to provide for day nurses. There being no specific 
provision of the by-law to that effect, it should, in my opinion, be 
construed under the General Law. 

Affirmed. 

Dec. 20. Statement . — A lodge has a nurse fund for the payment of 
a nurse when one is required. 

Question. — A brother is taken sick with a contagious disease and 
requires a nurse. What fund should the nurse be paid from, the "sick, 
nursing or general fund? 

Answer. — From the nurse fund. There is no difference between a 
contagious and other disease in the application of the law. 

Dec. 21. Statement. — AJodge has a nurse fund for the payment of a 
nurse when one is required. 

Question . — A brother is taken sick; being a single man, boards at a 
boarding house. His physician sends him to the hospital so that he 
will be properly cared for. Can a lodge provide in its by-laws that the 
sum of 75 cents shall be paid to the hospital for the brother’s care, 
and is said by-law legal? 

Answer. — In my opinion it can. The same answer applies to this 
question as to Question 1. 
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Dec. 22. Statement . — A lodge has a by-law providing for the hiring 
oL a nurse and stipulates that the amount to be paid shall not exceed 
$1.50. 

Question . — A brother is taken sick with a contagious disease. Is the 
lodge compelled to pay nurse hire for the day time, and in case the 
cost of said nurse exceeds the $1.50 has the lodge got to pay the same? 

Ansiver . — The answer to Decision No. 19 applies to this, with the 
addition that the lodge can limit its liability for nurse hire. See Bus- 
bee’s Digest 156. 

Dec. 23. Statement . — A lodge has a by-law providing for the assess- 
ment of its members to form a nurse fund for the purpose of hiring a 
nurse to nurse brothers who are taken sick instead of having brothers 
sit up with the sick brother, and stipulates that the nurse shall be paid 
the sum of $1.00 out of the sick nursing fund. 

Question . — In case a nurse cannot be procured for $1.00 per night, is 
the lodge bound to pay the amount required to secure the services of 
said nurse, should it exceed the sum of $1.00 per night? 

Answer . — This question is practically included in Decision. No. 22. I 
believe the lodge has a right to limit the sum to be paid by it per night 
for nurse hire, if the sum fixed is not practically inadequate for procur- 
ing the service required. A sum adequate for such service varies 
greatly, what might be deemed ample in one locality would not be 
sufficient in another. 

Dec. 24. Question . — In case a nurse cannot be procured for the 
amount stated in the by-laws, is the lodge compelled to provide 
watchers from its membership? 

Answer. — Emphatically, yes. 

Dec. 25. Question . — Is it legal for a lodge to have a by-law providing 
for help and assistance in a sick brother’s house and pay for the same 
out of the sick nursing fund, the object of the by-law being to procure 
help to relieve the wife or daughter of the sick brother so that they 
can devote their time to nursing the brother? 

Answer. — No. The lodge can pay sick benefits and nurse hire from 
its funds, but it does not seem to me it can pay for the hire of servants 
as clearly contemplated in this question. 

Dec. 26. Statement . — A lodge has a nurse fund for the purpose of 
providing a nurse. The attending physician advises that a nurse is 
necessary and one is engaged by said physician, or sick brother, with 
the approval of the lodge. 
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Question. — Is the lodge responsible for the mirse hire, and in case 
the amount exceeds the sum mentioned in the by-laws, who is respon- 
sible for the payment of the same? 

Answer. — According to the statement a nurse was hired with the 
approval of tue lodge. If so it would be liable, and it would seem in 
tnat case the lodge could contract beyond the sum named in its by- 
laws, but to make the lodge thus liable the contract so approved should 
be made very clear. 

Dec. 27. Question. — The laws of the Order provide that when a 
brother is sick that a nurse shall be provided if a lodge has a nurse 
fund, or in case there is no nurse fund, two brothers shall be selected 
to watch; both nurse and watchers are for the night time only. Who 
is to take care of the brother in the day time, provided he is a single 
man and boarding? 

Answer . — This question has been practically answered in the answer 
to Question 19. Unless the by-laws of the lodge specifically so provide 
the lodge is not compelled to furnish a day nurse, and the fact thar 
the brother might be unattended in the day time does not seem to me 
to alter the construction of the law. 

Dec. 28. Statement. — District Deputy Grand Masters in Pennsyl- 
vania are elected annually by the votes of the Past Grands -in their res- 
pective districts. See By-laws of Grand Lodge, Sections 5 and 6 of Art. 
XXIX, and the commission to each D. D. G. M. is issued to him under 
tue law for a certain district named therein. 

Question. — Would the D. D. G. M. of District No. 2 be entitled 
to receive the honors of the Order when visiting for installation of 
officers of a lodge located in District No. 1, he being deputized by the 
D. D. G. M. of District No. 1 to install the officers of said lodge? 

Answer . — Under the laws of Pennsylvania he is iu my opinion only 
a Past Grand outside of his district, and his being deputized by the legal 

D. D. G. M. of said District No. 1 does not entitle him to the honors 

* 

of the Order in the case as stated and question as propounded. See 1874 
Journal G229, G278; also see last paragraph under head of “Titles of 
Installing Officers” in new ritual for subordinate lodges. Also, as 
analogous, see Decision No. 54, Journal of 1906, page 443. 

Question. — Would a Past Grand so appointed be entitled to the 
honors of the Order? 

Answer. — He would not be entitled thereto iu the Jurisdiction of 
Pennsylvania, or any other Jurisdiction in which the law provides for 
D. D. G. Masters. See Journal, 1874, paragraph cited in answer to 
Question 1. 

—17 
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Di-;c. 29. Statement . — Article XXXIX, of Constitution for subordi- 
nates for Manitoba provides that in balloting for office, only one name 
shall be written upon any ballot, and no vote shall be counted or con- 
sidered unless it be for a candidate who is in nomination. A majority 
of all the votes cast shall be necessary for election. In case no candi- 
date has such a majority the ballot shall be continued until a candidate 
is elected; provided that where only one candidiate is in nomination, 
he shall be declared elected by acclamation, and the first paragraph of 
Article 41 provides that “each elective officer or representative to the 
Grand Lodge shall be chosen separately by a majority of all the legal 
ballots cast.” At the election of representatives to the Grand Lodge of 
Manitoba held in January last, Minnehaha Lodge, No. 7, was entitled 
under the law to four representatives; and there being only four 
brothers placed in nomination, the Noble Grand declared the four 
elected by acclamation. 

Question . — Should not the Noble Grand have ordered the ballot to 
take place in accordance with Article XXXIX, there being more than 
one in nomination? 

Answer . — Sections 39 and 41 should be construed together in decid- 
ing this question. My opinion is that the Noble Grand should have 
ordered a separate ballot for each representative, and I so decide. 

Dec. 30. Statement . — A member of the Order was dropped for non- 
payment of dues about 25 years, and after reaching over 50 years of 
age he petitioned for membership as a non-beneficial member, and was 
elected to membership. He now desires to become a beneficial member. 
He is G5 years of age. 

Question . — member having been dropped for non-payment of dues 
and having reached the age of 50 years, petitioning a lodge for mem- 
bership as a non-beneficial member, and being elected to membership, 
can he be reinstated as a beneficial member of that lodge? 

Answer . — As I understand the statement and question, a member is 
elected as a non-beneficial member, and becomes a non-beneficial mem- 
ber. In my opinion he has, therefore, been reinstated in the lodge as a 
non-beneficial and not as a beneficial member. If the last paragraph of 
said question contemplates the changing from non-beneficial to bene- 
ficial membership there seems to be no law allowing such change; 
having been reinstated to non-beneficial membership he cannot at the 
same time be reinstated to beneficial membership. 

Question . — If it can be done, w r hat would be the proper course to 
pursue? 

Answer . — This question is answered by answer to the first question. 
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Dec. 31. Statement. — In 1905 the Grand Lodge of Kentucky adopted 
the following as a part of the Constitution for its subordinate lodges, 
for attentive benefits, “Section 4. The qualifications to receive attentive 
benefits, so far as such benefits include the service of a watcher, or a 
nurse, shall be the same as for benefits in sickness; and no lodge shall 
have the legal right to provide any nurse, or watcher, for any member 
who shall be so much in arrears as to prevent the said member from 
receiving sick benefits. 5 ’ 

Question. — Is said section in conformity with the General Laws of the 
Order on attentive benefits, and can it become part of the Constitution 
for Subordinate Lodges of Kentucky or not, and as part of said Consti- 
tution is it binding, upon the lodges in Kentucky? 

Ansiver. — It is my opinion that said section is in conformity with 
the general laws on attentive benefits, can become part of said Consti- 
tution and is binding upon the lodges in Kentucky, and I so decide. 
See Journal 1902, pages 932, 954, and 969. 

Dec. 32. Statement. — A brother pays his dues to the lodge to Septem- 
ber 30, 1908. The Financial Secretary makes the proper entry in his 
books, but in filling out the Official Certificate for dues, makes an error 
and states on the face of the receipts that the brother is paid in full 
to December 30, 1908. In February, 1909, the brother is taken sick 
and makes claim for sick benefits on the ground that he is in good 
standing, his receipt showing that his dues are paid to December 30. 
1908. 

Question. — Is the lodge bound by receipt as evidence, or is the fact* 
of the payment and not the face of the receipt the basis of a proper 
claim for sick benefits? 

Ansiver . — If the facts are as represented in above statement, the 
lodge in my opinion, is not bound by the receipt as evidence and the 
actual fact of the payment of dues to September 30, should be accepted 
as basis of a proper claim for sick benefits. See Decision No. 14, 
Journal 1904, top of page 523. 

Question. — Is he entitled to sick benefits? 

Answer. — In my opinion he is not. 


Rebekah Decisions. 

Dec. 33. Question. — Is the wife of a non-contributing member of a 
subordinate lodge eligible as such for initiation in a Rebekah lodge? 
Answer. — She is not eligible under existing laws.

Dec. 34. Statement . — On page 44 of The Sovereign Grand Lodge 
Proceedings of 1907, a decision (No. 39) was made which follows up 
and emphasizes Decision No. 50 by Past Grand Sire Wright, appearing 
in Proceedings of 1906. Neither Grand Sire seems to have noticed the 
latter part of Section. 25, Rebekah Code, which provides that “All 
members of Rebekah Assemblies when in attendance, not in office, 
shall wear the collar prescribed for a Past Noble Grand of a Rebekah 
lodge, or a badge of pink and green not exceeding three inches in 
width.” This paragraph of said section would seem to imply that ac 
such sessions Past Noble Grands could wear such a badge in lieu of 
the described collar. 

Question . — Do the decisions of Past Grand Sires Wright and Conway, 
referred to in statement, make void that section of the Code, or can 
Past Noble Grands, not in office, as members of Rebekah Assemblies 
wear the badge described in said paragraph in lieu of said collar while 
attending sessions of a Rebekah Assembly? 

Answer . — The decisions of Past Grand Sires Wright and Conway were 
strictly in accord with provisions of said Section 25, for the reason 
that, in my opinion, they referred to wearing a gold jewel in a Rebekah 
lodge by Past Noble Grands, when the latter were not entitled to wear 
a gold jewel at any time, and decisions do not refer to a Rebekah 
Assembly. To the last paragraph of above question, I answered and 
decided that, “Past Noble Grands not in office, when attending a Re- 
bekah Assembly as members can wear the badge described in. state- 
ment in lieu of the collar mentioned therein.” 

Dec. 35. Statement . — Under the laws of our Order, Grand Lodges 
have the power to levy a flat assessment against the subordinate 
lodges for the maintenance of Odd Fellows’ Homes. In this Jurisdic- 
tion the charter of the Odd Fellows’ Home, as well as the by-laws, 
provides for the maintenance of orphans of Odd Fellows and of aged 
and indigent Odd Fellows, and indigent widows of Odd Fellows who 
die in good standing in their lodges. The by-laws or rules of our 
Home also provide that lady members of Rebekah lodges shall be 
eligible to the Home. A movement has been started to have the mem- 
bers of the Rebekah degree erect a building at the Home to be dedi- 
cated to that branch of the Order. 

Question . — Under the above facts can the Rebekah Assembly levy a 
tax against the Rebekah lodges for raising a fund for the purpose of 
erecting a building at the Odd Fellows’ Home for the purposes of that 
institution? 
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Answer . — In my opinion it cannot; unless power to levy a per capita 
tax is granted thereto by the State Grand Lodge. See Section 2471, 
Busbee’s Digest. 

Question . — In other words, does the law providing that Grand Bodies 
may assess their subordinates for the purpose of building and maintain- 
ing Odd Fellows' Homes, apply to Rebekah Assemblies? 

Answer . — It does not. See Decision No. 31, Journal 190S, and Section 
2471, Busbee’s Digest. Also Section 30, Rebekah Code. 


Miscellaneous Decisions. 

Dec. 36. Question . — Can a brother fill the position of Grand Master 
of his Jurisdiction and Noble Grand or Secretary of his lodge at the 
same time? 

Answer . — Before ruling this question, I quote in full the only laws 
having reference thereto, which have come under notice, as follows: 

‘’Upon principle a Grand Master should not hold office in his sub- 
ordinate lodge, or in a degree lodge. But that it was a subject for 
local legislation. He might hold any such office as would not in any 
way interfere with his Official business.” See Journal 1858, page 2858. 

Also “Upon principle he should not. The duties of an executive 
officer of a subordinate lodge are such as might be inconsistent with 
the proper discharge of his duties as Grand Master.” See Journal 
1900, page 506. 

In the first law quoted above, the question is stated to be a subject 
for local legislation, and here seems to be an indirect suggestion that 
local legislation should not provide that a Grand Master can hold any 
office in his subordinate lodge. In the second law above quoted, it is 
clearly stated that his holding an executive office in a subordinate 
lodge might be inconsistent with his duties as Grand Master. Both 
decisions or laws declare that upon principle a Grand Master should 
not hold office in a subordinate lodge. Therefore, in the absence of 
local legislation, providing for his holding office in his subordinate 
lodge, and believing that many of the duties of the elective offices at 
least of a lodge are inconsistent with those of Grand Master, I am of 
the opinion he should not be allowed to serve as Noble Grand or as 
Recording or as Financial Secretary of his lodge during his term of 
office as Grand Master. 

Dec. 37. Question. — Can a non-beneficial Odd Fellow, who has with- 
drawn from his lodge, be again admitted to membership as a beneficial 
member? 
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Answer . — There seems to be no direct law applicable to the case in 
question. There is a law, however, which provides for dropping 
members for non-payment of dues, and for their reinstatement as 
beneficial members upon such terms as may be provided by local legis- 
lation. In my opinion, it would be a clear evasion of general, if not 
local laws, to permit a nou-affiliated Odd Fellow, over 50 years of age, 
to be reinstated as a non-benefiqial member, and then permit him to 
withdraw and immediately thereafter, or at any other time, regain 
membership as a beneficial member. It, therefore, seems to me that a 
non-beneficial member withdrawing from a lodge does so as such, and 
if again admitted to membership, it must necessarily be as a non- 
beneficial member, and I so rule. 

Dec. 38. Statement . — The 12 lodges of Odd Fellows and Rebekahs 
residing in western Nevada desire to have an Odd Fellows’ Reunion 
at Bower Mansion, a forty-minute ride on the cars from Reno, on 
Sunday, August 3, which amounts to really a picnic, at a place where 
no alcholic liquors of any kind are sold on the grounds, and nothing 
done but to gather together and have a general reunion on that day, 
eating our lunches under the shade of the trees, and enjoying an out- 
ing in the park at said mansion, it being impossible to have a real 
reunion on any other day than Sunday for the reason that the brothers 
who work in the mines at Virginia City, Silver Ctiy, and other places 
in western Nevada, cannot get away on any other day than the Sabbath, 
as the mines close on that day and that day alone. 

Question . — Is there anything in the laws of the Order prohibiting or 
preventing such a reunion on the Sabbath as Odd Fellows, using 
the name “Reunion of Odd Fellows” and not in the name of any 
lodge or set of lodges? 

Answer . — There seems to be no general law having direct and special 
application to the case cited in the statement and question. There is a 
law, however, which prohibits individual members or subordinate bodies 
from engaging in a picnic or a public celebration on Sunday, except by 
dispensation of the Executive Grand Officers of the Jurisdiction. There 
are also other laws, the general trend of which is in opposition to 
such a gathering or reunion of Odd Fellows, such as contemplated in 
this case, and in my opinion such a reunion is not permissible under 
general law. See Decision No. 14, page 36, Journal, 1907. 

Dec. 39. Statement . — A member of a lodge presented to another 
lodge an application for membership accompanied by an Official Cer- 
tincate and was elected to membership. His lodge was notified and 
they issued to him a Transfer Certificate, which was presented to the 
lodge electing him; he signed the constitution. In a week or two 
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after he had joined this lodge he was reported sick, and was acting in 
such a strange manner that an investigation was started and the 
physician stated that this party’s mind was affected. It also developed 
in the investigation from the physician, that this trouble had been com- 
ing on him for some months before; his mind having been affected for 
some time. The brother himself did not intend to impose upon the 
new lodge, because he was, as far as could be ascertained, ignorant 
of his condition in that regard, nor was his lodge that he was a mem- 
ber of, as far as can be ascertained, advised of his condition. * 

Question 1 . — Is the lodge that elected him to membership obligated 
to pay him benefits, or should his membership be continued in the lodge 
that granted the Transfer Certificate, inasmuch as his mind was 
affected at the time of the application for membership, and the taking 
of the Withdrawal Card or Transfer Certificate? 

Answer . — In my opinion the lodge electing him to membership should 
pay him benefits, if he is entitled thereto under local law, as he had 
under the Statement of Facts consummated his change of member- 
ship under the Transfer of Membership Law, and thereby become a 
member of the lodge electing him. See Decision No. 9, 428, Journal, 
1908, and other general laws analogous thereto. 

Question 2 . — If the lodge that elected him to membership is not 
liable for benefits under that condition of affairs, does his member- 
ship revert to the lodge granting said Certificate. 

Answer . — Having decided in answer to the first question that he 
was or is a member of the lodge electing him, his membership could 
not revert to the lodge granting said Certficate.

A. H. Blackeby, Past Grand Representative, of Ontario, was ap- 
pointed Special Deputy Grand Sire to institute the Grand Encampment 
of Quebec, Canada, who reported that he performed that duty. 

Additional Grand Representatives. 

The adoption of the amendments to the Constitution of this Grand 
Body made at the last session granting to each Independent Grand 
Lodge which shall have accepted and is working under a charter 
adopted in the year 1900, added a Grand Representative at the session 
of last year in the person of Brother George T. Clarke, of Aus- 
tralasia, being the first Grand Representative endowed with all the 
rights, privileges, and powers as such, ever seated in this Grand Body 
from a foreign country not on our Continent. Through the instituting 
of a Grand Encampment in the Province of Quebec, Canada, another 
Grand Representative has been added to the list. 

REBEKAH BRANCH. 

The increase of the number of sisters in this branch of the Order 
is only 253 short of the increase of 1907, which runs the number of 
sisters up to nearly 400,000. Surely no other society composed wholly 
or in part of women and connected in any possible way either directly 
or indirectly with our Order for its membership, is or can be needed; 
and in my opinion if peace and harmony in the several branches of 
the Order is to continue and friction in every branch it to be avoided, 
a few of our members should cease their efforts in the attempt to create 
or support something inevitably leading to the final if not immediate 
introduction of class distinctions among the great body of our member- 
ship. In my opinion, now is the time to legislate in a way on this and a 
few other disturbing questions, which will not be misconstrued or mis- 
understood. I, therefore, recommend the preparation and adoption of 
legislation that will prevent members from engaging in the creation 
and fostering or either of any society which bases its membership 
wholly or mainly on membership in either branch of our Order. 

ENCAMPMENT BRANCH. 

Whilst the increase in this branch of the Order during the past year 
has not been as great as it should have been, there should be no 
doubts arise as to an increase of work and enthusiasm in that branch 
upon the return of general prosperity. Wherever the will of a few 
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patriarchs determined that success should attend their encampment, 
enthusiasm was created, and it has prospered as never before, which 
shows what can be done where apathy is not allowed to hold sway. 
In my opinion this branch of the Order should be made a social feature 
in every Jurisdiction, or at least in Jurisdictions where it is numer- 
ically weak, and through a reduction of fees and dues and the elimi- 
nation of benefits, there seems to be no sound reason why every candi- 
date initiated in a subordinate lodge could not be induced to become 
an encampment member. No legislation by this Grand Body is nec- 
essary. Every Grand Representative upon return to his Jurisdiction 
can become a great factor in changing local laws in the direction 
indicated, and in educating all initiates to take the other degrees in 
Odd Fellowship. 


PATRIARCHS MILITANT. 

The net gain in this branch of the Order during the past year has 
been 612 chevaliers, the total number now on the rolls being 22,136. 
This branch being dependent upon encampments for its members is 
and will continue to be affected by apathy or enthusiasm prevailing in 
that branch of the Order. Here again it seems to me that Grand Rep- 
resentatives upon return to their Grand Bodies can make themselves 
useful factors in securing the cooperation of all the officers and mem- 
bers thereof in the work of creating enthusiasm in all subordinate 
branches of the Order, and thus gladden the hearts of General Raney 
and other Patriarchs Militant Officers, who have been, and are, laboring 
faithfully to make the Uniformed Branch of the Order a success. In 
my judgment if Officers and Representatives in this Grand Body will 
return home from this session with a fixed determination to create 
enthusiasm in their respective Jurisdictions commencing in our sub- 
ordinate lodges and going down the line through the other branches, 
great results will be manifest when returns for the coming year are 
made out and presented. 

THE HOMES OF THE ORDER. 

There has been no abatement during the past year in the interest 
and work of raising funds for the erection of Homes, for the con- 
struction of additional cottages, and annexes to those already erected 
and for the maintenance of our children and other members of our 
Home families. It seems to be only a question of time when every 
Grand Jurisdiction in this country will have an Odd Fellows’ Home 
of its own, and no doubt within a few years, the same can be said of 
our co-laborers over the border in Canada. There is also every indi-

cation that the Home idea or its equivalent has found lodgment with 
some of our European brethren and those of Australasia. This feature 
of our Order has, in my opinion, been the main factor in creating 
commendatory public sentiment favorable to its recent wonderful 
growth on this Continent. Let us falter not in urging on the good 
work, and aiding in every legitimate and lawful way in bringing it to a 
successful issue everywhere. 

GRAND LODGE OF MARITIME PROVINCES AND TRANSFER OF 
JURISDICTION OVER NEWFOUNDLAND. 

The Grand Lodge of the Maritime Provinces and Atlantic Lodge, No. 
1, the only lodge on the Island of Newfoundland, have joined in a 
petition praying for a transfer of jurisdiction over said lodge from that 
of The Sovereign Grand Lodge* to that of said Grand Lodge of the 
Maritime Provinces. Upon investigating conditions existing on said 
Island, it was found that only one lodge existed there, with little or no 
prospect of any additional lodges being instituted for many years to 
come; that one Rebekah lodge had been instituted, and becoming dor- 
mant, with very little prospects of its resuscitation, the District Deputy 
Grand Sire has been directed to reclaim its charter and take charge of 
its regalia and paraphernalia. In my opinion it is for the best interests 
of said Atlantic Lodge and the Order to place it under the jurisdiction 
of said Grand Lodge, and I, therefore, recommend that this Grand 
Body attach said Atlantic Lodge, No. 1, and the Island of Newfound- 
land, to the territory of the Grand Lodge of the Maritime Provinces, 
until such time as it may be deemed necessary to detach said Island 
therefrom. 


RECOMMENDATION. 

An examination of our Digest and Journals of Proceedings discloses 
the fact that they contain a number of conflicting laws. Especially 
is spch the case in construing the laws relating to dues, benefits, 
dropping for non-payment of dues and reinstatement, when attempting 
to make them agree with our present system of withdrawals and 
laws regarding beneficial and non-beneficial membership. It seems to 
me that some action should be taken for supplying a remedy in such 
cases, and I recommend that this matter be given careful consideration 
at this session. 

OKLAHOMA AND INDIAN TERRITORY. 

An amendment to the Constitution of this Grand Lodge, having refer- 
ence to the consolidation of the Grand Lodges and Grand Encamp- 
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ments of Oklahoma and Indian Territory, is pending and will be dis- 
posed of at this session. If adopted, it seems to me some legislation 
will be necessary thereunder providing ways and means for estab- 
lishing such consolidation, and I here call attention thereto. 

INDEPENDENT GRAND LODGES. 

Upon examination of Brother Nolen’s papers I found that he had 
instituted a line of correspondence with the Grand Sires of the several 
Independent Grand Lodges which I have endeavored to foster by 
continuing along the same line, in answering all communications re- 
ceived from them and requesting a statement showing conditions in 
their respective Jurisdictions, to which no answers have been received. 
From letters received early in the present year, it seems our Order is 
growing slowly in the Jurisdictions on the Continent of Europe, and 
is prospering in Australasia. Financial conditions are good and there 
seems to be no reason why our Order should not continue to grow and 
prosper notwithstanding certain difficulties of environment in some, if 
not all, of those on said Continent. The adoption of the amendment 
to the Constitution of this Grand Body at the session last year, provid- 
ing representation for all Independent Grand Lodges, paved the way 
for a closer association and a better understanding of existing con- 
ditions in our respective countries, which now or hereafter may affect 
our Order in any way. Let us hope that each Independent Grand 
Lodge will see its way clear to accredit a Grand Representative to our 
sessions, or as many of them as it may be convenient for them to 
attend. 


DISTRICT DEPUTY GRAND SIRES. 

Having held the position of District Deputy Grand Sire in the pioneer 
days of this western country, I can from actual experience give to 
those now holding the position, due credit and honorable mention for 
the faithful work they are performing in laying the foundation for 
future Grand Lodges, Grand Encampments, and other branches of the 
Order, at times in the face of discouraging circumstances. They are 
entitled to all the credit, honor and good words we can bestow upon 
them, and I hereby extend to each of them my sincere thanks for at- 
tention to duty. Have received reports from the following: 

From the semi-annual report of Brother George N. Hurd, District 
Deputy Grand Sire for the Philippine Islands, dated March 20, last, it 
appears that the increase in membership in his Jurisdiction was greater 
during the past year than ever before. He mentions the arrival of our 
fleet and also the new rituals as the principal events of interest to the 
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Order in that far away land. They were greatly disappointed, how- 
ever, in not being able to entertain the 250 Odd Fellows who were 
members of the fleet. 

Brother B. F. Sisson, District Deputy Grand Sire for Panama, in his 
report dated March 24, last, says that he instituted Isthmian Canal 
Rebekah Lodge, No. 1, at Gorgona, Canal Zone, on October 10, 1908. 
The transfer of employes from one station to another seems to be a 
great drawback to progress. He says Isthmian Canal Lodge is in a 
very flourishing condition numerically as well as financially. He 
says that whilst Cristobal Lodge, No. 2, labored under great disad- 
vantage for a time, owing to transfer of employe, it has recovered 
therefrom and is now doing good work. He reports the other lodge 
(Canal Zone Lodge, No. 3), as having the largest membership of any 
on the isthmus, and doing good work. He is of the opinion that the 
lodges are doing a good and noble work on the Isthmus, and so may 
it continue. 

Brother D. C. Robertson, District Deputy Grand Sire, for Yukon 
Territory, in his report for 1908, says conditions existing in the terri- 
tory under his Jurisdiction in the way of work accomplished are 
splendid. Financial conditions are fine and prospects for Odd Fel- 
lowship in Dawson are good and bid fair to improve as the years go 
by. He is of the opinion that the installation of the Officers of Dawson 
Lodge, No. 1, of Klondike Encampment, No. 1, and Yukon Rebekah 
Lodge, No. 1, at the beginning of the year were important events 
tending greatly in the direction of renewed interest in the work of 
the Order. 

Brother W. H. McBaine, District Deputy Grand Sire for Alaska, 
under date of June 19, says that Odd Fellowship never has been as 
prosperous in Alaska as it is at the present time, and there are now 
in that land of gold five good, strong, healthy lodges, and that Odd 
Fellowship has gained in membership over one-third during the past 
year. 

Brother H. B. Rose, District Deputy Grand Sire for the Encampment 
Branch for Alberta and Saskatchewan, under date of June 17, reports 
prospects as good for instituting a number of encampments in those 
Provinces during the coming year. He says that subordinate and Re- 
bekah lodges in both are forging well to the front, that small settle- 
ments are growing into towns and villages, and the first consideration 
in each is an Odd Fellows’ Lodge. He says there are three encamp- 
ments in each of said Provinces, with a total membership of 392, and 
regrets that the great distance he is located from the field of labor 
has prevented his accomplishing wished-for results, and therefore 
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recommends the appointment of two brothers residing in said Pro* 
vinces. 


THE PRESS OF OUR ORDER. 

The press of the Order is doing noble work in many ways for the 
advancement of Odd Fellowship and the betterment of humanity, and 
should receive the support of every member of the Order. My sincere 
thanks are extended for favors and support received, especially from 
my editorial friends of long standing. 

CONCLUSION. 

Since assuming the duties of Grand Sire, nearly all my time has been 
devoted to work connected therewith, and in laboring for the advance- 
ment of all branches of the Order. Being free from business cares 
and not burdened with anything else calling for continuous attention 
sufficient to prevent such work, it has* been a pleasure to visit and 
greet our membership in many localities, and to be received thereby 
with cordiality and enthusiasm, indicating the putting forth of more 
strenuous efforts in advancing the principles and interests of our great 
Fraternity. I have been impressed with the fact that the general ap- 
pearance and make-up of the representatives composing all the Grand 
Lodges visited is the same, and the same can be said of the goodly 
number of lodges visited. That a gradual change to some extent and 
for the better has been wrought in the general personnel of our mem- 
bership must seem evident to those who have given the matter any 
consideration, which has been one of the potent factors in placing 
the Order upon a plane whereby every man who becomes a member, 
no matter how high his station in life may be, is greatly honored. 
Now that the Order and this Grgnd Body have reached the high ground 
they occupy, let us all determine that through no action of ours 
shall anything be engrafted upon our laws or organization which will 
bring ridicule in its train, or create innovations resulting in strife, 
discord and dissension in our ranks. Its success and Welfare have 
been intrusted to our keeping, therefore, let us not prove recreant to 
our several duties, and enter upon the labors of this session with a 
settled and fixed determination to so legislate that when the record is 
made up, nothing will be found therein militating in any way against 
this Grand Body, or any branch of the Order. 

Finally I desire to express publicly my heart felt thanks for the 
many courtesies extended to me by the officers and members of this 
Sovereign Body, and more especially do I thank Brother John B. 
Goodwin, our highly respected Past Grand Sire and Grand Secretary, 
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for his aid, assistance and the many courtesies he has so freely ex- 
tended to me in the transaction of official business.

SUPPLEMENTAL REPORT OF THE ACTING GRAND SIRE. 

Since my regular report was placed in the hands of the printer, 
the following decisions have been rendered and other official mat- 
ters have been received and acted upon, and I hereby report the 
same with such other matters as seem to require notice or action 
at this time. 

ADDITIONAL REPORTS FROM DISTRICT DEPUTY GRAND SIRES. 

Brother J. J. Neustal, District Deputy Grand- Sire for Cuba, 
under date of July 12th, says the Order is prospering in that Re- 
public as well as could be expected; is of the opinion that as soon 
as the work can be exemplified in the Spanish language for the benefit 
of those of that nationality who are now members, and those who 
will become such, so as to bring them into closer contact in the Lodge 
rooms with members of other nationalities, greater interest will be 
taken in the Order and a more brotherly feeling be engendered, which 
he thinks is sorely needed to bring general success. 

Brother Paul L. Hagen, District Deputy Grand Sire for Porto 
Rico, under date of July 12th, gives it as his opinion that depression 
of business affairs in this country has affected our Order in his 
Jurisdiction, which, coupled with Porto Ricans looking upon every- 
thing American with suspicion, has prevented a better showing. We 
are pleased to report that neither he nor members on the island are 
discouraged over the outlook, and it seems that with the influx of 
people from other countries the Order should have a good healthy 
growth in that country. 

Brother D. C. Robertson, District Deputy Grand Sire for Yukon 
Territory, under date of July 12th, reports a very flattering condi- 
tion of affairs in his jurisdiction. As will be noticed, all three of 
these reports are dated on the same day, which is a singular coin- 
cidence, as the brothers were thousands of miles apart. He reports 
an increase of 33%; financial condition good; says the Lodge (Dawson 
No. 1) owns its own hall, nearly free from debt; also reports the 
Encampment and Rebekah Lodge as prosperous. He reports the in- 
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stallation of the officers of the Lodge, Rebekah Lodge and Encamp- 
ment on the 2d, 7th and 12th of July, respectively. His work and 
that of the members in that far away country is greatly appreciated. 

Brother J. C. Phillips, District Deputy Grand Sire for New- 
foundland, writes July 3d, in which he says Atlantic Lodge No. 1, 
the only one on the island, has been in existence 15 years; 400 have 
during that time been initiated therein, of which he was the first. 
Says it came near surrendering its Charter a few years ago, but 
is now in good condition, with a large reserve fund. It appears 
Newfoundland has 250,000 people, from which it seems other Lodges 
might be established; and he says there are ten or twelve places 
where he is sure Lodges could be instituted, which it seems to me 
is worthy of serious consideration; and if we are going into any 
commissioner business, here is a good field therefor. He also reports 
the action of said Lodge in resolving to petition this Grand Body to 
place it under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of the Maritime 
Provinces, which I again recommend be accomplished at this session, 
including the whole island; and hope the Committee to whom this 
part of report is referred will provide for the transfer of jurisdiction 
over said Lodge and island. 

From away over in Japan comes the report of Bro. C. H. H. Hall, 
District Deputy Grand Sire for that country, dated July 14th. He 
reports the lodge as having been instituted May 27th, 1899, with 13 
members, two of whom remain members. Evidently the lodge has 
labored and is laboring under many disadvantages, which it seems 
cannot be avoided or rectified. The lodge now has 28 members. Its 
financial condition is good, and I am of the opinion that what he 
says in the following about tells the story so far as our Order Is 
concerned in the land of the Mikado. He says: “All that can be 
hoped for, I think, is that Far East Lodge will continue to have its 
light out each meeting night as a welcome to any visiting brother 
who may find himself this far away from his home lodge.” The 
brothers who have been and are keeping its light burning are entitled 
to great credit, and should, it seems to me, be recognized by a corn- 
great credit, and should, it seems to me, be recognized by a com- 
mendatory notice in a report of the Committee on International Re- 
lations, to which this and all such reports of District Deputy Grand 
Sires will he referred unless otherwise directed. 

Brother William H. Raymond, District Deputy Grand Sire for 
the Argentine Republic, under date of July 27th last, has in a 
lengthly and fine report, received within the past few days, given 
a very thorough account of conditions in that Republic, so far as 
the same relates to our Order and Buenos Ayres Lodge No. 1, the 
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only one we have recently had in that country. Its present condition 
is certainly very bad and some action seems absolutely necessary, 
especially as to several members who applied for and were no doubt 
entitled to withdrawal cards, but never received them. I therefore 
recommend such action at this time as will grant relief to all members 
who were in good standing when the Lodge was compelled to give 
up its hall and virtually ceased to exist, who desire to be placed in 
good standing. Several reasons no doubt exist for what may well 
be termed a failure in introducing and successfully maintaining our 
Order in a city of several hundred thousand people, amongst whom 
there must be many thousands of Americans, Englishmen, Germans 
and fuen of other nationalities who are foreigners in that country. 
Both church and state are no doubt the great factors which militated 
against success, and it seems to be a very serious question whether 
we should further attempt to plant our Order in any country which 
is either in a revolutionary or semi-revolutionary condition at all 
times. His report is submitted herewith. 

DEATH OF BROTHER CHARLES M. BUSBEE, PAST GRAND SIRE. 

On the 7th day of August last past, Odd Fellows everywhere 
were startled by the news flashed over the wires that Hon. Charles 
M. Busbee, another Past Grand Sire, had answered the Great Call 
which comes to all. Truly another giant in Odd Fellowship has 
fallen. It was my privilege and pleasure to be closely associated 
with him for many years, after we became members of this Grand 
Body, which enabled me, as it did all others with whom he came 
in contact, to recognize in him a member of ability, activity and 
a worker for the good of the Order. As a token of the esteem in 
which he was held by members of the Order and this Sovereign 
Grand Lodge, and that his memory and deeds may be lastingly 
perpetuated in our records, I recommend that the matter of his 
long and able connection with our Order, coupled with his record 
as such, and his lamented death, be referred to the Past Grand 
Sires for consideration and report thereon. 

DECISION NO. 40. 

Statement. Section 39 of the Subordinate Encampment Con- 
stitution of this State is as follows: “Sec 39. If a Patriarch with- 
draw from a Subordinate Lodge, and shall not, within one year there 
after, deposit his card, he shall be entitled to a withdrawal card from 
his Encampment at the first or second meeting after the expiration 
of the year, if clear of the books, or if he makes himself clear by 
payment of arrears. If he does not take a card from the Encampment 
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as specified, he shall be considered to have withdrawn from the 
Encampment by resignation; and if he is not clear of the books, and 
does not take a card as above specified, the Encampment shall declare 
him dropped for termination of membership in Subordinate Lodge.” 
A Subordinate Encampment proposed the above as a section of its 
by-laws. 

Question 1. Is not the section in Constitution in contravention 
of the laws of the Sovereign Grand Lodge. Digest, sections 284, 288, 
980, 1037 and others. 

Answer. Yes. The provisions of said section are not contem- 

plated by General Law. 

Question 2. Should not a proposed by-law be disapproved when 
contrary to the laws of the Order, even though in terms of Subordi- 
nate Constitution? 

Answer. Yes. For in my opinion said section is null and void, 

as under its terms after retaining membership one year after with- 
drawal from lodge a Patriarch would be entitled to visit and re- 

tain a quasi membership during an additional year, which is not 
contemplated by General Law. 

DECISION NO. 41. 

Statement. Charges were preferred against a brother in the 
subordinate of which he was and is a member in good standing, 
when, after hearing, the trial committee held the charges sustained, 
and so reported to the subordinate. In due course of procedure, 
the brother was expelled, when the brother gave notice of and 
prosecuted an appeal from the action of the subordinate to the State 
Grand Body. Such Grand Body, after a full hearing, sustained the 
brother’s appeal, and ordered his restoration to membership in the 
subordinate. Subsequent to the action, but during the session of 
the Grand Body, a representative of the subordinate whose action 
had been reversed gave notice of and asked consent to an appeal to 
the Sovereign Grand Lodge, from the action of the Grand Body in 
reversing the action of the subordinate and ordering the restoration 
to membership of the appellant. Consent to appeal was granted. 

The subordinate having been officially notified of the action 
of the Grand Body on the appeal, complied with the order by the 
adoption of a resolution as follows: “Resolved that the said accused 

is hereby reinstated in pending 

our appeal to the Sovereign Grand Lodge.” 

Subsequent to this action, the brother restored, (or reinstated 
as the Resolution puts it) being in good standing, dues fully paid 
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to and beyond date, asked for a withdrawal card, which request 
was not acted upon as the law directs, but the request was indef- 
initely laid upon the table pending the decision to the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge on the appeal. The brother then tendered a written 
resignation, which was disposed of in the same manner as his re- 
quest for a withdrawal card. 

In presenting this matter, I will say that there is no law, decision 
or rule of the Grand Body whose action is appealed from in this 
case, making a notice of appeal to the Sovereign Grand Lodge or the 
taking of such appeal a supersedeas or stay of judgment to any ex- 
tent. Upon this statement of facts, the following questions are pre- 
sented: 

Question 1. The brother appealing, having been by order of 
the appellant tribunal, the State Grand Body, restored to member- 
ship without terms or conditions, is the membership of the brother 
so restored in any way affected, limited or held in abeyance in the 
interim between the action of, the State Grand Body on the appeal, 
or, is the action of the State Grand Body, as declared by the Con- 
stitution of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, Section 4, Article 1, “in 
all cases final and conclusive until reversed by the Grand Lodge on 
direct appeal therefrom.’' 

Answer. In my opinion, the membership of the brother is affected, 
limited and held in abeyance to the extent that he is not entitled 
to every right and privilege accorded to members in good standing 
against whom charges have not been preferred and upon which appeal 
to Sovereign Grand Lodge is pending as in Ips case. 

Question 2. Under the law and the facts as set forth in the 
foregoing statement, is not the brother restored, being in good 
standing, dues fully paid to date, a member with all the rights and 
privileges of other members in good standing, including the right to 
ask for a withdrawal card and have his request voted upon as the 
law directs, and, in case such card should be refused by the ballots 
of the members, is it not the privilege of the brother to terminate his 
membership by written resignation, and, in such case, is it not his 
right to receive a certificate as provided by the law as digested in 
Section 266, Busbee’s Digest? 

Answer. In my opinion as expressed in answer to question 
Number 1, he is not entitled to every right and privilege accord- 
ed members against whom charges have not been preferred, upon 
which appeal to Sovereign Grand Lodge is pending; and whilst he 
could apply for a withdrawal card, the subordinate body would have 
no legal right to grant it until the case against him on appeal is 
finally disposed of. And my opinion is that the brother cannot resign 
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his membership upon the refusal to grant him a withdrawal card, as 
his standing is not and will not be such as to entitle him to resign 
until said case on appeal has been finally decided, and is such as to 
disqualify him from being entitled to resign or to receive the cer- 
tificate as provided in said section of the Digest. 

DECISION NO. 42. 

Statement. Brother C. E. H., a member of Lodge C, was elected 
to membership in Lodge D, on Official Certificate. His home Lodge 
C upon receipt of notice from Lodge D to which he had been elected 
on Official Certificate, issued a Transfer Certificate which was received 
by Lodge D. 

Some three months later. Brother C. E. H. moved to another 
Jurisdiction. 

Brother C. E. H. did not complete his membership in Lodge D, 
having failed to sign the Constitution thereof, or authorize his name 
to be signed thereto. 

Brother C. E. H. now desires to unite with a lodge at his present 
place of residence. 

Question 1. What would be the standing in the Order of Brother 
C. E. H. under the foregoing circumstances? 

Answer. In my opinion he is not a member of either lodge; and 
his standing is that of an unaffiliated Odd Fellow until he signs the 
Constitution in Lodge D. 

Question 2. How far does the legislation of 1908, Grand Sire’s 
Decision Number 3, as amended, apply in this case? 

Answer. They are analogous cases, and the Amended Decision 
on pages 671 and 672, Revised Journal 1908, applies to this case to 
the extent of requiring him to sign the Constitution in Lodge D. See 
said Amended Decision. 

Question 3. Do the words “New Lodge” in said legislation, refer 
to the lodge at his present place of residence? 

Answer. No. They refer to the lodge which has elected him on 
his Official Certificate, which in this case is Lodge D. 

Question 4. What would be the proper method for Brother 
C. E. H. to make application to unite with the lodge where he now 
resides? 

Answer. Perfect his membership in Lodge D by signing the 
Constitution; secure an Official Certificate therefrom, and apply for 
membership in lodge where he now resides and proceed as in other 
case. 
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DECISION NO. 43. 

Statement. A petitioner for initiation into a subordinate lodge 
gives his occupation as winegrower. The Investigation Committee 
finds that he grows grapes, which he makes into wine and sells on 
the premises where grown and made, in any quantity desired, the 
purchasers being permitted, if they so desire, to drink the same in 
the garden, cellar, or home on the premises, where the grapes are 
grown and the wine is made. As he sells only his product, the law of 
the State does not hold him to be a saloon-keeper, and he is not 
required to take out a dram-shop license. 

Question. Is he eligible to membership in the Order? 

Answer. I am of the opinion that he is not eligible. See Deci- 
sions 9 and 12, Revised Journal 1903. 

DECISION NO. 44. 

Statement. “A” was admitted as a charter member into a lodge 
in Tennessee February 24, 1888, and continued a member until Novem- 
ber 18, 1893, when he took a withdrawal card. 

On May 10, 1904, he presented his petition for membership in 
another lodge as an Ancient Odd Fellow, and filed with his petition 
his withdrawal card from the first lodge. His petition gave his age 
54 years. Said petition was referred to a committee, which made a 
favorable report, and on June 7, 1904, he was duly elected to member- 
ship, and has continued as a member and been at all times in good 
standing since said time. 

At the time of making application, he paid the fee provided by 
the By-Laws for Ancient Odd Fellows, which was $2.00. 

Since his admission he has paid the dues provided for all mem- 
bers of said Lodge. 

The Constitution for subordinate lodges in Tennessee provides 
that “The fee for admission as an Ancient Odd Fellow shall not be 
less than $2.00 and for a non-beneficial member not less than $3.00.” 

(See Section 1, Article 7, Subordinate Constitution of Tennessee.) 

It also provides that “Every member shall pay not less than $3.00 
per annum as dues, except non-beneficial members, who shall pay not 
less than $1.00 per annum.” 

(See Section 3, Article 7, Subordinate Constitution of Tennessee.) 

The By-Laws of the lodge are absolutely silent upon the subject 
of non-beneficial membership. 

“A” took sick and made application for sick benefits. His appli- 
cation was referred to the Sick Committee, which reported that he 
was not entitled to same because he was at the time of his admission 
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a non-affiliate Odd Fellow over 50 years of age. Under Section 13, 
Article 2, of the Constitution of Subordinate Lodges of Tennessee a 
certified copy of which is herewith filed as a part of this statement of 
facts. 

The record at date of application for membership and date of 
election does not state whether he was admitted as a non-beneficial 
member or otherwise. It is silent on that question. 

“A” contends that because he did not make application for non- 
beneficial membership and because the lodge did not specifically elect 
him as a non-beneficial member that therefore he was received as a 
beneficial member and entitled to benefits because he has paid the 
same dues as other members. The lodge contends that because he 
was at the time of making application a non-affiliated Odd Fellow and 
had retained membership in the Order over five consecutive years and 
was over 50 years of age that he, under Section 13, Article 2, Constitu- 
tion of Subordinate Lodges of Tennessee, came in as a non-beneficial 
member whether the lodge elected him or whether he applied for such 
non-beneficial membership or not and under said section he was not 
entitled to benefits unless specially provided for in the By-Laws. 

Question. Is Brother “A” a beneficial or a non-beneficial member 
of the lodge? 

Answer. From the foregoing statement and the laws of Ten 
nessee as cited therein I am of the opinion that he is a beneficial 
member. 

PATRIARCHS MILITANT DECISION, BY GENERAL M. A. RANEY 
APPEALED TO GRAND SIRE. 

DECISION NO. 45. 

Statement. A chevalier having been regularly dropped for non- 
payment of dues makes application for reinstatement. 

Question. Shall a majority vote determine the result, or shall a 
three-fourths vote of the members present be necessary to reinstate? 

Answer. A like vote or action of suspension shall govern re- 
instatement.

The following extracts are taken from the report of the Grand 
Secretary: 

To the Sovereign Grand Lodge of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows: 

Officers and Representatives — I have the honor of submitting to 
the eighty-fifth annual session the report of this office, showing the 
work during the past year and the condition of all branches of the 
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Order on December 31, 1908 (except as to the Patriarchs Militant, 
which will appear in the separate report as Adjutant-General). The 
tables and correspondence accompanying show the work done and the 
splendid progress made during an entire year of financial depression, 
extending alike to all sections and Jurisdictions on the North American 
Continent; and while the effect is appaent and shown in a somewhat 
reduced net increase in membership compared with the wonderful 
growth which distinguished the preceding six or seven years, the record 
made and work done in 1908 constitute a bright chapter and great 
tribute to the membership and the cause for which the Order stands. 
The growth in membership under prevailing adverse conditions should 
be gratifying and would be considered as remarkable but for the phe- 
nomenal increase to which we have been accustomed in recent years. 

An Order which has accomplished so much, and which has gone 
steadily forward under the unfavorable financial and industrial condi- 
tions through which we have passed, deserves to occupy the high place 
attained by Odd Fellowship. It will be seen that all branches have 
shared in the active work and net increase in membership, and that the 
total receipts of subordinate bodies, and also the total expenditures for 
relief, have been larger than ever before in a single year, and the total 
of invested funds is larger. This shows that the work of the Order is 
being well and faithfully performed, and we have much to be thankful 
for. 

In reference to membership the following is shown: In subordinate 
lodge membership the reports show a net increase of 49,720, but since 
the tables were made up the report of the Grand Lodge of Australasia 
was received giving a net increase in the Jurisdiction under that Grand 
Body of 2,G24, which would make the total net increase 52,344. In 
encampment membership the net increase is 7,788; in Rebekah member- 
ship, brothers 8.520 and sisters 24,211. The aggregate net increase in all 
branches during the past year (including the report from Australasia, 
which does not appear in the tables) is 92,863, to which should be added 
the net increase of 612 in the Patriarchs Militant elsewhere set forth. 
The present subordinate lodge membership, including report for Aus- 
tralasia is 1,495,102; encampment membership, 216,225; Rebekah mem- 
bership, 603,931, of which there are brothers 208,033, and sisters 395,898. 

The subordinate lodge membership, together with the sisters of the 
Rebekah branch, make the total membership of this Order at the end 
of 1908, 1,888,376, or, if to this be added the report from Australasia, 
which the tables will not show, the total membership is 1,891,000. This 
total does not include encampment or Patriarchs Militant members 
or brothers of the Rebekah branch as such, as these are all subordinate 
lodge members and in computing the total are only counted as subordi- 
nate lodge members. 
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While growth in membership is desirable, as illustrating increasing 
strength and ability for carrying on the mission and work of the Order, 
the figures showing relief extended, receipts and invested funds, are of 
equal or even greater importance. The total relief expenditure in 190S 
was $5,500,825.60, against $5,112,993.75 in 1907, being an increase of 
$387,831.85. The total receipts of subordinate bodies in 1908 were 
$16,370,937.43, against $15,S44,571.66 in 1907, being an increase of 
$526,365.37. The invested funds of Grand and subordinate bodies at 
the end of 1908 amounted to $49,758,989.85, against $44,200,605.75 at 
the end of 1907, showing the magnificent increase in one year only of 
$5,558,384.10. 


Business of the Grand Secretary’s Office. 

The fiscal year just closed has been an important and busy one with 
this office. Notwithstanding the existing financial condition of the 
country and the reduction in the price of Official Certificates, the sale 
of Transfer Certificates at a much less price than Withdrawal Cards 
and the consequent lessening of the sale of the latter, the total receipts 
from Representative Tax, sales of supplies and interest on deposits and 
securities have been $124,616.00, as against $126,114.50 for the previous 
fiscal year. This result is conclusive evidence of the vitality, activity, 
and permanent prosperity of the Order. It must, however, be borne 
in mind that while the receipts have been large the expenses have also 
been heavy, arising from the issuing properly without charge to the 
Order dhe new Subordinate Encampment Ritual and the expense of 
having the Encampment Ritual translated into German and published 
and having the Subordinate Lodge Ritual translated into Swedish, 
Danish, Bohemian, Italian, French, and Spanish. (The Subordinate 
Lodge Ritual had been translated into and issued in German during 
the previous fiscal year.) The superior quality of paper used in printing 
the Official Certificates has correspondingly increased the cost of the 
same and decreased the profit on a given amount of sales, as has also 
the decreased selling price. The increase in the sale of the Certificate 
has been such as to justify the changes above mentioned, and the pro- 
vision made by the Committee on Printing Supplies for direct shipment 
of the special printed certificate to subordinate lodges, postage or ex- 
pressage prepaid, as elsewhere shown in the report of the committee, 
has greatly facilitated the use of the certificate and will, it is believed, 
greatly extend its use. The selling basis of the certificate is now as 
follows, per book of 100 certificates each: 

For the regular certificate, without any special printing of name, 
number, and Jurisdiction therein, 45 cents, forwarded in bulk to Grand 
Secretary, Grand Scribe, or Assembly Secretary, charges collect. 
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For the special certificate, with name, number, and Jurisdiction 
printed therein, forwarded to Grand Secretary, Grand Scribe, or As- 
sembly Secretary, charges collect, 55 cents. (Orders for not less than 
five books.) 

For the special certificate, with name, number, and Jurisdiction 
printed therein, forwarded direct to subordinate bodies, postage or 
expressage prepaid, 60 cents. (Orders for not less than five books.) 

As the action of the Sovereign Grand Lodge in September, 1908, pro- 
vided for a reduction in the price which would go into effect January 1. 
1909, orders were naturally and reasonably held back for the reduced 
price, and for a month or two, commencing January 1, orders came 
so numerously and heavy it was with difficulty that the printer could 
get out the special printed certificates rapidly enough, or this office ship 
them as promptly as desired, but everything possible was dond to 
accommodate the situation and Grand Secretaries. Grand Scribes, and 
Assembly Secretaries were as patient and indulgent as possible con- 
sidering that subordinates in their respective Jurisdictions were calling 
upon them for the certificates which they had ordered. The special 
printing was a great undertaking for the house having the contract 
when it is considered that the orders were numerous and heavy and 
each order for a subordinate was to be separately printed. Soon, how- 
ever, the work was gotten well in hand and system accomplished so 
that orders are now filled regularly and in a short time after being 
received, and so far as I am advised good satisfaction is given and the 
system has proven an accomplished success. Many of the lodge and 
encampment supplies have had to be changed to conform to the new 
rituals, respectively. 


Grand Representatives. 

Since the last session of the Sovereign Grand Lodge the Grand 
Encampment of Quebec has been instituted and from it the certificate 
of a Grand Representative has been received, which will make the total 
number of Grand Representatives from Jurisdictions on the Continent 
of North America 209. Up to this date no certificate has been received 
for a Representative from an over-sea Jurisdiction. I am informed 
that Bro. William Reid, Grand Sire of Australasia, who was elected as 
representative, will not be able to come. While advices have been 
received that Bro. Petrus Beyer, Grand Sire of Denmark, will attend 
the present session, do not understand that he comes as a represen- 
tative. 

Necrology. 

Since the last session the Sovereign Grand Lodge has sustained a 
great loss in the death of Bro. John L. Nolen. Grand Sire, of Tennessee, 
Bro. A. C. Cable, Past Grand Sire, of Ohio, and Bro. Richard Scott, Grand 
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Representative, of Oregon, and while these distinguished brothers are 
mentioned and referred to in the Memorial Proclamation of the Acting 
Grand Sire published in his report, I cannot forbear a brief expression 
here of my feelings of sorrow. Brother Cable served as Grand Sire 
from September, 1900, to September, 1902, and his splendid administra- 
tion is fresh in the recollection of the Sovereign Grand Lodge and 
Order. He had only attained to mature middle age and died November 
1, 1908. As a tribute from the Sovereign Grand Lodge to his memory 
Brother Nolen, then Grand Sire, authorized a suitable and beautiful 
floral offering to be furnished for the funeral, and far from expectation 
of any would it have been that Brother Nolen himself was so soon to 
follow in passing through “the valley and shadow of death’’ to the 
Supreme Grand Lodge above. But on December 14, 1908, death came 
to him at his home city of Nashville, Tennessee, and the world of Odd 
Fellowship was surprised and saddened. But once before, and that 
in the early days and history of the Grand Lodge of the United States, 
had death come to a Grand Sire while serving in the office. In the 
case of Brother Nolen he had only been installed as Grand Sire on 
September 25, 1908, and at his death had served less than three months. 
In that brief period, however, he had rendered signal service and had 
already commenced what would have been a brilliant and successful 
administration. While I had known him long and well and recognized 
his accomplishments, eminent character and high order of ability, fre- 
quent correspondence and the official relations with him as Grand Sire 
had impressed these more fully upon me. His death, therefore, was a 
shock to me and gave me profound sorrow. Great was my regret that 
a temporary disability rendered it impracticable to travel the long 
distance required to attend his funeral. The office building in Balti- 
more was draped in mourning and the flag placed at half mast in 
honor of his memory, and Brother Kuykendall, Acting Grand Sire, 
directed a suitable floral offering. His funeral was largely attended, 
some members of the Sovereign Grand Lodge from other Jurisdictions 
being present. Many tributes to his memory have been received from 
Grand Bodies and individual members, and all these will be found in 
the correspondence on file, except a few from individual members, 
which were forwarded to the family of Brother Nolen. As this report 
goes to press we learn of the death of Past Grand Sire Charles M. 
Busbee, which occurred at his home, Raleigh, North Carolina, August 
7, 1909. This adds much to the great loss sustained by the Order since 
the last session. 


Sale of Official Certificates. 

During the fiscal year which closed July 31, 1909, the sale of 
Official Certificates reached 47,900 books. 
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Issue and Exchange of the New Encampment Ritual. 

On the adoption of the new Subordinate Encampment Ritual it was 
provided that it should go into effect January 1, 1909, and while the 
time for printing and distributing was somewhat shorter than in 
previous revisions, it was gotten out and delivered on time. Later it 
was translated into and published in German. A few Grand Encamp- 
ments have not sent in certificates of destruction of old rituals. I rec- 
ommend that they be given until December 1, 1909, to do so. 

Fraternal Press. 

The number and character of publications devoted to the dissemi- 
nation of the principles and work of Odd Fellowship are in keeping 
with the extent and importance of the Order. Many of these have long 
been well established, and others have been more recently commenced 
in response to the growth and demands for the same. While most of 
these are published in the Jurisdictions of North America, quite a 
number are also issued in over-sea Jurisdictions and all occupy an 
important field in the great system of Odd Fellowship. The existence 
of these and the patronage accorded them demonstrate the enterprise 
and interest of the reading membership. They well deserve and should 
receive greater patronage and encouragement. 

Cards and Official Certificates for Over-Sea Jurisdictions. 

By the adoption of Report No. 161, Journal of 190S, page 757, 
Foreign Jurisdictions were given permission to use the Official Certifi- 
cate, and it was further provided that in the issuance of Official Cer- 
tificates, Visiting and Withdrawal Cards the Grand Secretary make 
such changes in the wording of such documents “as will meet the 
requirements of the conditions prevailing in such foreign countries 
and the legislation pertaining thereto.” 

It therefore became necessary to ascertain what changes were 
desired by such Jurisdictions, and at the time of the preparation of 
this report sufficient replies have not been received to enable the 
change to be made. One Jurisdiction in replying was to advise me 
further, and another reply from the Grand Secretary of the Grand 
Lodge of Sweden desired to await an expression of the Grand Lodge 
at the meeting to be held this year. If these Jurisdictions act favor- 
ably to the use of the Certificate, and agree on the changes to be made, 
it will be immediately issued, and any proper wording on the cards 
will be made on ascertaining the change desired. 

The letter of the Grand Secretary of Sweden, appearing in the 
correspondence elsewhere set out, suggests that the use of the Certifi- 
cate in the Jurisdictions mentioned be limited to members of the Order 
visiting there, and further suggests that it be issued in the language 
of the country where the same is to be used. Advice of the action of 
this Grand Lodge, however, has not been received.

Another Jurisdiction objects to the Official Certificate, except for 
visiting brethren from North America. Further time is, therefore, 
necessary to ascertain what should be done. 

The Corporation Tax Bill and the I. O. O. F. 

There was some doubt and difference of construction as to whether 
the Corporation Tax Amendment to the Tariff Bill, as originally intro- 
duced in the United States Senate, exempted fraternal and benevolent 
orders from its operation. While the weight of opinion seemed to be 
that this and similar orders would not be subject to the tax, I deemed 
it desirable that all possible doubt should be removed from the subject, 
as many of the subordinate bodies of the Order are corporations under 
the civil law, and communicated with a number of the Senators in 
regard to it and all from whom replies were received favored making 
the exemption clear, and thereafter, on July G, 1909, an amendment 
to the amendment was passed expressly providing for such exemp- 
tion. At the time of preparing this report the Tariff Bill embodying 
this amendment as passed, is before a Conference Committee of both 
Houses of Congress, and it is confidently believed that in case of the 
passage of the Corporation Tax feature of the Bill the amendment 
exempting our Order will be retained. 

Homes, Asylums, Etc., of the Order.

Colorado. — Has $25,000.00 invested, bearing interest, which is a 
fund for the purpose of building a Home when necessary. 

Denmark. — Reports five Homes for widows. 

District of Columbia. — Raising a fund for a Home; cash on hand 
for the purpose, $5,000.00. 

Manitoba. — Cash in Home Fund, $14,096.04. 

Nebraska. — Raising a fund for a Home; endowment fund, $26,- 
000.00; building fund accumulating, $30,000.00; total. $56,000.00. 

Nevada. — Rebekahs raising a Home Fund; and have $4,250.00 on 
hand invested for that purpose. 

North Dakota. — Raising a fund for a Home; cash on hand and 
invested, bearing interest, $22,000.00. 

Saskatchewan. — Raising a fund for a Home; cash on hand, $111.40. 

South Dakota. — Raising a fund for a Home; cash on hand for that 
purpose, $27,000.00. 

Switzerland. — Has a fund of $5,331.93. 
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CORRESPONDENCE. 

The following correspondence sets forth the general condition of 
the Order in the various Grand Jurisdictions in all branches and 
throws much light upon and illustrates the figures and data given in 
the annual reports; especially does it portray the extent of the general 
financial depression which hasexisted during the fiscal year and the 
difficulties consequent therefrom and the splendid spirit and devotion 
which have overcome most of these difficulties and accomplished good 
results notwithstanding. All members who would catch the spirit and 
acquire a full knowledge of prevailing conditions should read and study 
this as well as the statistical tables found in the regular reports. It 
comes from those who are in the midst of active official relations to the 
Order, and constitutes a valuable contribution. 

Grand Lodges. 

Alabama. — H. C. Pollard, Grand Secretary, writes: “We have 490 
good working lodges, a net gain of thirty-five during the year. In the 
matter of membership, we did not make gains the past year, as our 
report shows a net loss of 200. This was caused from several reasons, 
and when they are considered we rejoice to know that the loss was 
not larger. The brunt of the great financial panic through which we 
passed has been more keenly felt than at any time before. We also 
had strikes in the mineral districts where the Order is numerically 
stronger than elsewhere, and these wrought havoc among us. The 
membership has taken on renewed life and activity and the prospects 
for this year are indeed promising. The Rebekah branch made sub- 
stantial gains, twenty-eight lodges having been instituted during the 
year. There are now 109 lodges with a total membership of 3,798. 
From present indications we are encouraged to believe there is a 
growing interest which augurs well for better results at the close of 
the present year.” 

Alberta. — O. E. Tisdale, Grand Secretary, writes: “I have pleasure 
in advising that Odd Fellowship in this Jurisdiction is progressing 
very satisfactorily. So far in the current Grand Lodge year, we have 
instituted seven subordinate lodges and three Rebekah lodges, and 
prospects are good for adding two more subordinates to our list before 
our Grand Lodge session, in August next.” 

Arkansas. — John P. Paul, Grand Secretary, writes: “Grand old 
Arkansas still prospering with a net gain of 3,538 for 1908. While the 
showing does not come up to our expectations yet we are thankful to 
be able to report such a gain. We instituted twenty-five new lodges 
since our last report. Our home at Batesville is in a most excellent 
condition. We are adding an additional building at a cost of $15,000.00. 
Our per capita for its maintenance is 40 cents per annum, and much 
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of the prosperity in this Jurisdiction is due to that monument, ‘Our 
Widows' and Orphans’ Home.’ This grand institution invites the atten- 
tion of the world at large to the beneficence and grandeur of Odd 
Fellowship.” 

British Columbia. — Fred Davey, Grand Secretary, writes: “It 
affords me much pleasure in forwarding herewith the annual reports 
of this Grand Lodge for the subordinate and Rebekah lodges for the 
year 1908. In the former case we are able to show an increase of five 
lodges and 405 in membership, being nearly 10 per cent. The prospects 
of Odd Fellowship in all its branches were never as bright in this 
Jurisdiction as they are today. We instituted a Rebekah Assembly at 
the last session of the Grand Lodge in June, 1908. The officers have 
taken hold of the work with enthusiasm and I expect to see a marked 
improvement in this branch in the future. Last year’s report shows 
a gain of 194 members in the Rebekah lodges, about 17 per cent. I 
am inclosing also a report respecting our Home Fund which shows a 
material increase during the past year. It is not as yet considered 
advisable to commence the erection of a building.” 

California. — H. D. Richardson, Grand Secretary, writes: “Pros- 
perity exists in nearly every lodge in the Jurisdiction of California. 
The members are imbued with the genuine spirit of Odd Fellowship. 
Reports from the various lodges show a healthy increase in member- 
ship, as well as finances. Where lodges have shown losses in point 
of numbers, in many instances it has been caused by the reaper Death. 
Those passing beyond earth to another home have left records of 
worth of untold value to those following after them in this journej^ 
through life, in striving to assist their fellowmen by works of humanity 
and love. During the past year, in company with the Grand Master, 
visitations have been made to many lodges in various sections of the 
State. From the snow-clad peaks on the north to the boundary line 
on the south the same genuine spirit of fraternity exists. Whether in 
a lodge of many members or in that of a few, the tenets of this 
mighty fraternal Order are being carried out. The Grand Lodge ap- 
peared to be strongly in favor of the eighteen-year old Odd Fellows, 
the matter being left in the hands of the Grand Representatives to 
act. Seven subordinate and thirteen Rebekah lodges were instituted 
during the past year, a gain in the subordinate lodges of 543 members 
and in the Rebekah lodges a gain of 1,164 brothers and sisters.” 

Colorado. — J. M. Norman, Grand Secretary, writes: “The Juris- 
diction of Colorado is in a healthy condition. The slump in mining 
and the failure of crops in the agricultural districts have prevented the 
Order increasing as it should. The changes of the semi-annual reports 
the last term have delayed this report somewhat. Many of the subordi- 
nates did not understand the changes as readily as we had hoped, and 
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the result has been a vast amount of correspondence to get it correct. 
1 am pleased to state, however, that with all the drawbacks, we have 
held our own with a slight increase in membership. We have in the 
last four months instituted four new lodges, with prospects of addi- 
tional ones in the near future.” 

Connecticut. — Wm. S. Hutchison, Grand Secretary, writes: “While 
we have not accomplished all we hoped for in this Jurisdiction in 1908, 
when you take into consideration the continued depression in business, 
the results are very gratifying, as the gain in membership and funds, 
while not large, is all that could be expected under present conditions. 
Subordinate lodges report a gain in membership of 286, and funds 
$16,318.72; membership December 31, 1908, 19,799, funds $647,619.08. 
We look forward with confidence to the future, believing that the 
interest which has been created by the new ritual must result in 
great benefit to the lodges, and that the reports for 1909 will show the 
effects of the enthusiasm with which the members are taking up the 
work under the new ritual.” 

Delaware. — Isaac W. Hallam, Grand Secretary, writes: “Summing 
up the results in this jurisdiction for the year ending December, 1908, 
there appears but little to create comment. Aside from the performance 
of enjoined duties, which have had faithful attention, there is not 
much out of the usual routine to report. We add a gain of 2 to the 
membership, an almost invisible increase, but it is on the right side 
of the line, and enables our banner to sway with those of the victors. 
Prom present indications we shall do better next year.” 

District of Columbia. — Wm. E. Clapp, Grand Secretary, writes: 
“The Order in the District of Columbia, under the most efficient 
leadership of our present Grand Master, Richard A. Ford, is slowly 
improving in both membership and interest in the work. With two 
exceptions, each of the 17 lodges have reported additions by both 
initiation and transfer from other jurisdictions, and in some cases a 
number of applications have been received by each lodge. Unfortu- 
nately, however, several of our lodges, in taking stock in January last, 
found much dead wood on their books, and many suspensions for non- 
payment of dues were reported, hence the numerical strength of this 
jurisdiction remains about the same as reported in our Grand Lodge 
Journal of last year. The indications are, however, that at the close 
of the year 1909, the numerical strength will be larger than reported 
for several years, as every week applications are reported from many 
of the lodges. We found, at first, that the new ritual was not received 
with open arms by the lodges in general, but for several months past 
the lodges have taken up the study of the revised work, and are now 
showing a marked improvement in degree work. Financially, the 
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Order in this jurisdiction is able to show an increased balance on the 
right side of the ledger, notwithstanding we have had many deaths, 
and much sickness to contend with. The Rebekah branch of the 
Order, I am glad to report, is in a most healthy state, increasing 
monthly in membership and financial strength.” 

Florida. — A. M. Cushman, Grand Secretary, writes: “This Juris- 
diction has awakened to the necessity of spreading the good news in 
the institution of 4 new lodges during the past year, and a healthy 
increase in membership. While we are not making wonderful gains 
in this branch of the Order we are forging ahead and hope to be able 
to report a continual gain from this time forth.” 

Georgia. — J. S. Tyson, Grand Secretary, writes: “The increase in 
the number of lodges is fair and I may say satisfactory, as was the 
gross increase in membership of nearly 8000; but the continual drain 
of suspension for non-payment of dues has, as usual, cut our net in 
crease down to 2000. But we are not discouraged, that problem will 
be solved some day. Quite a number of new lodges have been insti- 
tuted since the date of this report and I feel confident that we will 
go to the meeting of the Grand Lodge in May with 33,000 members.” 

Idaho. — Geo. H. Handy, Grand Secretary, writes: “I am pleased 
to be able to report a gain in membership both in the subordinates and 
Rebekah branch, and a generally prosperous condition in all branches 
of the Order. Since the first of the year we have instituted 4 subordi- 
nate lodges and 5 Rebekah lodges. You will note a steady increase in 
the assets of our lodges, which now total nearly $700,000.00. At the 
present rate it will not be long until we have reached the million 
dollar mark. It begins to look now as though Idaho would soon have 
a Home. The site, valued at more than $5,000.00, was donated by Bro. 
Montie B. Gwinn, P. G. M., P. G. Rep., and has been accepted by the 
Grand Lodge. It is located within the city limits of Caldwell on a 
oeautiful elevation overlooking the city. Definite plans for improve- 
ments will probably be made by the Grand Lodge at its next session.” 

Illinois. — John H. Sikes, Grand Secretary, writes: “The past year 
does not show the net gain in either subordinate or Rebekah member- 
ship that has been attained in Illinois for several years previous. 
General depression in business has undoubtedly had an effect upon 
our growth and the revision of the subordinate lodge ritual has ma- 
terially retarded the work of the Order in Illinois. A change in the 
ritual means vastly more to the Order than is generally realized, 
although the change may be a great improvement and ultimately in- 
crease enthusiasm. My report to the Sovereign Grand Lodge shows 
a net gain in subordinate lodge membership of 2,534 and a net gain 
in our Rebekah branch of 1,315. In order to revive Odd Fellowship 
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in Illinois we are about to undertake the work of holding schools of 
instruction in both the secret and ritualistic work. We hope through 
these schools to perfect our lodges in staff work thereby reviving 
interest, which, at the present time, is lagging. Illinois has spent 
much money during the past year in the erection of new buildings 
in connection with our Orphans’ Home at Lincoln and our Old Folks’ 
Home at Mattoon, which became necessary on account of crowded 
conditions. While no special activity prevails in this Jurisdiction at 
the present time, harmony exists in all branches and Odd Fellowship 
is taking higher grounds in the hearts and lives of our members and 
in the eyes of the world at large.” 

Indiana. — W. H. Leedy, Grand Secretary, writes: “The condition 
of the Order in this Jurisdiction at this time seems to be highly pros- 
perous. We have a Grand Master who has been very earnest and 
active in forwarding the work, which will, I think, show results equal 
to any term we have had in any of our recent years. Naturally, we 
are not adding many new lodges as practically every available location 
is occupied by a good working lodge. Occasionally we establish a 
lodge in a field that has developed a population to justify, but most 
of our gain must be within the lodges we have. We are very fortunate 
in the condition that exists throughout the Jurisdiction. I do not know 
of a single despairing or delinquent lodge. You can rely upon a 
substantial gain in our report for 1909.” 

Indian Territory. — C. M. Chauncey, Grand Secretary, writes: “You 
will notice in the subordinate branch we have made our usual steady 
gain, we are nearing the 15,000 mark and no doubt it will be reached 
before July 1, 1910. At the recent session of our Grand Lodge all of 
our subordinate lodges were in a healthy condition, and the year 1909 
is bright with seeming activity and will bear good fruit in a perma- 
nent, solid, and steady progress. Our Rebekah branch seems to have 
taken on new life and inquiries are reaching us daily asking about tire 
institution of new lodges. This branch plays an important part in Odd 
Fellowship, and I am glad to report to you the healthy, enthusiastic, 
and growing condition of our Order in this Jurisdiction.” 

Kansas. — Will J. Russell, Grand Secretary, w r rites: “Our gain for 
the year 1908 is not as great as the two years previous. This was 
caused, by the financial flurry during the year, but I am pleased to say 
that the’ prospects for large gains in the ‘Sunflower’ State were never 
brighter than at the present time and I look for unprecedented gains 
this year. Reports I receive from lodges all over the state show 
unusual activity and hosts of the very best citizens of our state are 
being instructed in the sublime and beautiful lessons of Odd Fellow- 
ship. Since I have had the honor of being the Grand Secretary there 
has never been as much interest manifested in the work as at the 
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present time, peace and harmony prevail within our borders and 
each member seems to hare but one object in view and that is to per- 
petuate what we now believe is true; namely, that Odd Fellowship 
is the grandest institution on earth.” 

Kentucky. — R. G. Elliott, Grand Secretary, writes: “The Grand 
Lodge of Kentucky, considering the financial conditions, makes a hand- 
some showing for the year. There were about 30 new lodges and an 
increase of 1,522. The Grand Lodge of Kentucky is now building a 
$75,000 addition to its Horae which will accommodate about 100 more, 
there being over 100 in the Home at the present time.” 

Louisiana. — M. M. Dickinson, Grand Secretary, writes: “The year 
just passed was a terribly hard one on the Fraternity in our state, 
which is composed mostly of the material that has to ‘earn their 
bread by the sweat of their brow/ The panic which had preceded 
us the year before has not presented its destruction and ruin so per- 
ceptibly as is shown in the year past. Whether we can look forward 
to the present year to show an increase in our membership yet re- 
mains to be seen, but I see in comparing reports of many other Juris- 
dictions that Louisiana has not shown the increase in membership 
that w r as anticipated by others, but we have held our own. The Home 
to which Louisiana looks with pride is about completed, but has not 
yet been dedicated nor has it opened its doors for inmates. That day 
will not be very far distant. We have an association here in Louisiana 
which we call the Widows’ and Orphans’ General Relief Association, 
which makes an annual distribution of a small amount to the different 
widows and orphans belonging to the different lodges throughout the 
state, and according to the last report, as shown by it, there were 94 
widows and 64 orphans throughout its Jurisdiction (making a total of 
160), to whom was distributed $832, which has been given to the 
needy widows and their orphans. This is a separate and distinct 
association under the control of the association itself, having no con- 
nection whatever with the Odd Fellows’ Home. It has been in 
existence for a number of years, and we hope that it will continue in 
existence much longer, doing its noble work.” 

Maine. — Russell G. Dyer, Grand Secretary, writes: “While we 
have made a fair gain along all lines, yet the returns are, in a meas- 
ure, unsatisfactory, or perhaps ‘disappointing’ may be the more fitting 
term. Last year we returned a membership 24,507, with the expecta- 
tion that at this time it would be fully 25,000. It is here that our 
disappointment comes in, for our membership is but 24,839, or 161 
short of the coveted number. For some reason our admissions fell 
off 300. Whether this was due to a presidential year, the panic, or 
what not, we are not up to our average gain. But when we remember 
that Maine is the third largest jurisdiction in proportion to population. 
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we have but litile cause to find fault. We have fulfilled all our obli- 
gations, placed our standard farther to the front and have added more 
than $10,000 to the assets of our subordinate lodges. Our suspensions 
for non-payment of dues, while too large, are but a little more than 
1.3 per cent of our membership. The last session of the Grand Lodge 
of Maine provided for the accumulation of a fund for the building 
and maintenance of an Odd Fellows’ Home. The rebate of the Cali- 
fornia earthquake donation was set aside as a nucleus and the per 
capita tax raised five cents, the extra amount going to swell the fund. 
The total at the very start is now $1,940.83, which together with the 
$3,000 of the Rebekahs aggregates about $5,000. The new ritual ' is 
well received, many lodges putting on the new work with commendable 
zeal. My observation is, that the lodge which excels in the rendition 
of the degree work is the one which makes the largest gain in mem- 
bership. This is illustrated in the case of Fraternity Lodge No. 6, 
of Portland. This lodge prides itself on its perfection of d gree work 
and as a consequence never lacks for candidates. This lodge has in 
the past three years won the banner twice in the largest gain of mem- 
bers, having added 124 in that time. What this lodge has done is 
possible for any lodge that will use the same intelligent methods. 
Maine in common with its sister jurisdictions mourns the death of our 
excellent and honorable Grand Sire. Brother Nolen w r as held in high 
esteem by our Grand Representatives and members. In his death 
Odd Fellowship suffered a great loss.” 

Manitoba. — A. McCormick, Grand Master, writes: “I am reminded 
that the year 1908 with all its activities and work in Odd Fellowship in 
the Prairie Province has been recorded, and the Grand Secretary is 
mailing you the report of the progress, which will show a steady and 
decidedly healthy growth, when we consider the financial conditions 
that have operated against us, and which have been world-wude in 
their character. All our lodges are in a healthy condition both the 
Rebekah and subordinate, and the prospects never looked brighter for 
continued prosperity in our jurisdiction than at the present time.” 

B. D. Peering, Grand Secretary, writes: “I have much pleasure in 
submitting our annual report for the year ending December, 1908, 
from which it will be seen that notwithstanding the financial depres- 
sion our jurisdiction has made an increase of 505. While we have done 
better in former years, I consider that we did well considering the 
depression. The Rebekah branch continues to grow in strength and 
usefulness, and the prespect’s for the future are bright, our gain this 
year being 526. On Thursday last another link was added to the 
chain by the instituting of Golden Link Lodge No. 7, at the home of 
our Deputy Grand Master. The lodges are good, strong, healthy lodges, 
the average membership per lodge being about 300. I am in hopes 
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that steps will be taken at the approaching session to have a Rebekali 
Assembly. The prospects for a very large emigration to this north- 
western country this year are very bright. Already homeseekers are 
coming in in large numbers to take up free homesteads, the land 
being the most prolific in the world. It is a common occurrence to 
hear of farmers having from 25 to 35 bushels of wheat and 100 bushels 
of oats to the acre. With the bright prospects for this, section of our 
great Dominion that are before us, I feel safe in saying that Odd 
Fellowship with its beautiful teaching cannot help but reap a rich 
harvest, and that the three-link banner will be unfurled in every place 
that can sustain a lodge.” 

Maritime Provinces. — J. J. McKinnon, Grand Secretary, writes: 
“The past year has been one of prosperity for the Order in this juris- 
diction. We have made a net gain in our subordinate lodge member- 
ship of 579 and in our Rebekah membership, 374. We now have 93 
subordinate lodges with a total membership of 8,618 and 50 Rebekah 
lodges with 3,796. There are several new lodges in contemplation 
and letters received from different secretaries throughout the juris- 
diction say our members are all working well. The new ritual has 
met with general approval and the beautiful teachings are being well 
exemplified by the degree teams of the different lodges. This has 
helped stir up a new interest among the members and I will not be 
surprised if our next report shows an even larger increase.” 

Maryland. — William A. Jones, Grand Secretary, writes: “In my 
report of the work of last year you will note a gain of over 1,000 mem- 
bers in the subordinate lodges and about 100 in the Rebekah branch. 
To me the increase in the numerical standing is not as great as the 
development of the true spirit of fraternity which permeates our 
ranks, thereby giving renewed life and vigor to the cause of Odd Fel- 
lowship. We are proud of the advancement and showing that our 
brethren in the Mother Jurisdiction have made and we feel that the 
spirit of Friendship, Love and Truth will eventually penetrate every 
community of our state. I am pleased to note that so far this year a 
number of our dormant lodges have made great advancement.” 

Massachusetts. — John U. Perkins, Grand Secretary, writes: “While 
the net gain in membership is comparatively small, we feel that an 
increase of 699 members is a fairly good exhibit, for a year of financial 
depression. We have made a gain of two lodges, and now have 242 
subordinate lodges with a contributing membership of 58,194 brothers, 
to which should be added 194 non-contributing members. Our Order in 
Massachusetts is in a splendid condition. Our subordinate lodges have 
invested funds amounting to $2,311,979.83; our Grand Lodge has nearly 
$40,000 and the Order is supporting and maintaining an excellently 
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managed Home for the aged members of our Order, which Home is 
valued at $150,000, free from indebtedness. 1 desire particularly to 
call attention to the fact that although the business depression was 
prevalent throughout our commonwealth, the loss in membership by 
suspension for non-payment of dues was but 1 y 2 per cent, and I am 
sure that this gratifying statement is made possible only by maintain- 
ing a reasonably high rate of fees for initiation and degrees. Our 
minimum fee is $19.00 and the average paid by candidates is $25. 00.” 

Michigan. — H. N. Wilder, Grand Secretary, writes: “The gain in 
Michigan for last year is not what it ought to be, yet it is a healthy 
and steady one, the interest is splendid, evidenced from letters coming 
from all quarters of the state telling of the work being done, and yet 
the loss from suspension for non-payment of dues is still with us; 
we are trying in all ways possible to eliminate it. We are trying the 
experiment of a Grand Lecturer for the first time, and feel that a 
great improvement will be noticed in our next report. The Grand 
Lodge at its last session, by resolution, authorized the Grand Master 
to provide someone to visit the smaller lodges especially, and assist 
them in any way possible, and there is where the greatest gains are 
coming from this year, reports of which will not appear until next 
year’s report comes in. Bro. W. R. Kennedy, who held the office of 
Grand Master last year, was selected, and his work has been the means 
of many of -the smaller lodges organizing degree staffs, and beginning 
the work in earnest, those that have felt their membership was so 
small that a successful staff could not be made a success, and num- 
bers of them have reported as nearly doubling the membership already. 
The greatest drawback we have experienced seems to be epidemic, 
that of the suspensions for non-payment of dues, as over this route 
we lost last year over 2,000 members, which if they could Lave been 
added to the gain what a grand showing we would make, and feel 
that the work of the Grand Lecturer will be felt in this direction. We 
harve now passed the 50,000 mark in Michigan and are pushing on to 
the doubling of that number, as we are adding to our list of workers 
all the time.” 

Minnesota. — A. L. Bolton, Grand Secretary, writes: “We made a 
net gain of only 301. This, in a jurisdiction with 20,000 members, was 
decidedly small. No reason why we should not have gained 1,000. 
But the new ritual retarded progress in many lodges. In our older 
lodges the members are advanced in years — many past middle life. 
To them the new ritual was a hardship, and they took hold of the 
new work very reluctantly, if at all. It is certain that, in this juris- 
diction, the new ritual has not proved the incentive to renewed energy 
which I had confidently anticipated. What other causes held in 
check our progress, I am unable to conjecture, but we seem to have 
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passed the foot of the incline, and according to reports of lodges since 
January 1, good work has been done. The financial side of the Order 
in Minnesota is excellent, and with renewal of the work of securing 
new material, I expect to be able to tell a different story next year.” 

Mississippi. — Walter S. P. Doty, Grand Secretary, wri’es: “Our 
report for last year shows a slight falling off in membership, which I 
think was owing to the ‘hard times’ or financial depression, which has 
prevailed everywhere for the last two years. The number of members 
initiated compares favorably with other years, and the number of new 
lodges instituted is not a bad showing; it is the large number of mem- 
bers dropped for non-payment of dues that reduces the average below 
normal. An examination of the reports of other jurisdictions shows 
that we are not singular in this respect, but that the depression 
mentioned has been widespread. Our Grand Lodge has just recently 
adjourned, and we are now organizing for active work, and are hoping 
to have a year of worthy achievement for the Order. I expect to spend, 
as I did last year, much of my time in the field instructing and lectur- 
ing the lodges, and endeavoring to bring about a more active apprecia- 
tion of tke high ideals of Odd Fellowship.” 

Missouri. — J. W. Wilkerson, Grand Secretary, writes: “In sub- 
mitting the report of our last year’s work allow me to say that our 
membership now has cause to be much encouraged. While our per- 
ceptible net increase, as you see, falls a little short, yet it was 
occasioned by conditions over which we had no control. Every de- 
partment of the Order seems to be in an unusually healthy condition 
right now, hence we are expecting a bountiful harvest in the coming 
months.” 

Nebraska. — I. P. Gage, Grand Secretary, writes: “We are disap- 
pointed that our growth falls short of the previous year, but consider- 
ing the times for the past twelve months, think we have done fairly 
well. Indications seem to. point to the expanding of our influence 
during 1909, so that we feel more hopeful that even a year ago, when 
we expected hardly a limit to our increasing numbers. The final 
location of our Home, to which event the Order in Nebraska has looked 
forward for the last few years, will bind the brotherhood more closely 
and tend to maintain our activity. I am confident you need have no 
worry about Nebraska.” 

Nevada. — Wm. Sutherland, Grand Secretary, writes: “The annual 
report shows a loss of one lodge (by consolidation), but a gain in 
membership of 124 in the subordinate branch, and one new lodge and 
123 members in the Rebekah branch. While our gain is not large, still 
it shows that Odd Fellowship in Nevada is progressing steadily. For 
the past year and more we have been suffering from the effects of 
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the financial stringency that has prevailed throughout the country, 
and hope that the wave of prosperity that has started in the East will 
reach our state in the near future, and our Order be able to show a 
greater gain for the year 1909.” 

New Hampshire. — Frank L. Way, Grand Secretary, writes: “An- 
other year has passed into history, and New Hampshire Odd Fellow- 
ship is in the ascendency, although its growth was not up to the usual 
standard. The reason for this is attributed to the general business 
depression in the year 1908, which materially affected the industrial 
centers for which this state is noted, and also the decrease of business 
derived from the great summer colony that ordinarily sojourns in our 
mountains and valleys. At the close of the year we lay claim to 
15,051 members, showing a net gain of 26 for the year, the smallest 
in our history. Notwithstanding the discouraging conditions, however, 
we maintain a good record on account of suspensions for non-payment 
of dues with a loss of only 1.4 per cent. We are in hopes this year 
however, to overcome these conditions by making the year 1909 a 
record breaker for increase of membership and a decrease in sus- 
pensions. The Rebekah branch of the Order was better favored than 
the subordinates by an increase of 2 new lodges and a net gain of 
305 in membership.” 

New Jersey. — Harry S. Pine, Grand Secretary, writes: “The year 
1908 shows net loss in membership of 82, net gain in Rebekah member- 
ship, 168. This is an old jurisdiction and we have had to meet financial 
depression, lack of interest in new ritual and heavy assessment to 
establish Home for aged Odd Fellows. We did not lose a charter and 
we added three lodges to the roster. We started the year 1909 with 
every prospect of a splendid net increase of membership, and aroused 
interest in ritualistic effort and a Home established which is a credit 
to the jurisdiction.” 

New Mexico. — Frank Talmage, Jr., Grand Secretary, writes: “It 
Is indeed a pleasure to inform you that the good record made in this 
small jurisdiction last year has not fallen off this year. This will be 
our banner year for increase in membership numerically and undoubt- 
edly also in number of new lodges instituted. We are all working in 
harmony and it is only a question of time when this Territory will be 
studded with lodges of our Order. Our lodges are all live ones, that is, 
none are struggling and expecting to give up. Regarding our Home, 
will say that we are intending to start the erection of the Home soon 
after our Grand Lodge meeting in October. We are gradually raising 
a nice fund for the same by per capita tax and individual subscrip- 
tions.” 

New York.— Harry Walker, Grand Secretary, writes: “While the 
figures of the annual report of this jurisdiction for the year ending 
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December 31, 1908, do not present such pleasing totals of advance as 
marked the previous years of prosperity, yet when we consider the 
conditions that have prevailed throughout our state since the fall of 
1907, conditions that have borne with especial severity upon the wage- 
earning class from which our ranks are mainly recruited, we may still 
be thankful for the present and hopeful for the future. A total loss 
of only 100 more than marked the close of 1907, shows that those who 
have taken the pledge of fraternity are not losing faith or courage, and 
that our decrease is due largely to the difficulty of finding new material 
financially able to obtain membership in our lodges. It is encouraging, 
too, to feel that in the face of so many disadvantages we have still gone 
forward with a net gain of over 2,000, and enter the year 1909 with 
a roll of 115,604 members.’* 

North Carolina. — B. H. Woodell, Grand Secretary, writes: “It is a 
source of regret to us that we are unable to report a nice gain in mem- 
bership, as we have been doing for ten years or more, in the subordi- 
nate branch, but we have already more than overcome the slight loss 
reported and hope we are now fast regaining our speed to good results 
in 1909. The loss was caused by quite a number of reasons. One was 
the scarcity of money and consequently lack of employment, another 
was the abolishment of the ‘club’ or reduced rate plan, and the last, but 
not least, the changing of the ritual, which seems to have produced 
apathy among the former workers in their respective lodges, with no 
one taking their places. All these things coming at once have set us 
back very much, but we hope that the worst is now over and that it 
will result in good after all.” 

North Dakota. — Don McDonald, Grand Secretary, writes: “The 
past year has been quite successful. We have gained seven new lodges, 
with no losses. Our gain in membership has not been as great as for 
the previous year, but our work has been confined more to building up 
and strengthening our old lodges. The lodges are now, generally, in 
good working condition, and a spirit exists that is very gratifying to the 
Grand Officers. The future for Odd Fellowship in our jurisdiction is 
bright, and we look for good results during the year just opening.” 

Ohio. — C. H. Lyman, Grand Secretary, writes: “ We can not, as 
for several recent reports, make the glad statement of a larger increase 
in membership than in any previous years. The net increase in mem- 
bership during the past year was only 435. This is the smallest showing 
that the jurisdiction of Ohio has made in many years, yet I take great 
satisfaction in stating that despite the stringency and dull business of 
the past 12 months, Odd Fellowship in Ohio has more than held its 
own in numbers, and while expending more for relief of the sick than 
ever before, has also made a most substantial gain in her investments.

Another cause for this is from the fact that our lodges during the last 
six months of 1908, were slow to take hold of the new ritual, conse- 
quently there were less initiations. But since January 1, 1909, matters 
have taken a change for the better. We now have the advantage of 
having younger workers and newer degree - staffs, and my observations 
as I travel over the state, point to the fact that during this year we 
will have the largest gain in membership in the 70 years history of the 
Order in this jurisdiction. In some portions of the state the ‘Red and 
Blue’ contests for better attendance and increase of membership have 
had a splendid success. The project is growing. In some lodges there 
has been an unprecedented attendance and the spirit of rivalry showing 
up between contesting sides worked up an interest in lodge matters that 
is seemingly permanent in its effect.” 

Oklahoma. — J. A. Carlberg, Grand Secretary, writes: “I take pleas- 
ure in advising that the Order is enjoying a good and steady growth in 
our jurisdiction in spite of the fact that the new work is at the present 
time retarding the work in the smaller lodges, but this obstacle will 
soon be overcome, and the fruits of the change will appear. Having at 
this time our entire area pretty well covered with lodges, we are not in 
a position to make such rapid gains in the number of lodges as in times 
of yore, but we are in a better position to make gains in our member- 
ship, and to better our conditions from all points of view. We are at 
the present time constructing an addition to our Home, at the cost of 
$15,000.00, making that property worth about $55,000.00, and arranging 
the same so that more little ones, left by our departed brothers, may 
there find a home and receive proper care.” 

Ontario. — J. B. King, Grand Sectary, writes: “It is my pleasure 
to again report a year of continued activity all over the growing juris- 
diction of Ontario. We have had new lodges instituted and a marked 
activity in nearly every lodge, so much so that our statistics show not 
only a strong growth, but an increase in lodges, in membership, and in 
finances. There were thirteen new lodges instituted during the year, 
and an increase in membership of 1,712, showing a total membership at 
the close of the year of 39,424. It had been fondly hoped that the goal 
w r e had set of 40.000 members would have been reached, but like many 
other jurisdictions, Ontario had a trifling setback by the great financial 
depression the early part of the year. At this writing, however, we have 
passed the 40,000 mark, and have raised the standard for this year to 
45,000. Thus you will see that our watchword is ‘onward’ and we con- 
fidently look forward to the day when Ontario will stand in the front 
rank of all jurisdictions of Odd Fellowship in numbers, and in influence, 
and in carrying out the great principles of Odd Fellowship, whose aim 
is to lay broad and deep in the minds of its members the importance of 
character in the individual life. The tone of the Order is being raised 
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higher and higher every day, and while it now occupies the highest 
place among the fraternities of the world, its broad position can only 
be maintained by eternal vigilance , which is the price of success as well 
as liberty.” 

Oregon. — E. E. Sharon, Grand Secretary, writes.: “The annual re- 
port of the Grand Lodge of Oregon for 1908, shows a net increase in 
membership of 1,152, and a total membership of 15,550, with total assets 
of subordinate lodges footing up over $1,000,000.00. We use no or- 
ganizers, offer no prizes and dispense no hot air to gain members, so 
our steady growth may be considered spontaneous.” 

Pennsylvania. — Jos. H. Mackey, Grand Secretary, writes: “As one 
years succeeds another, and as my duty as Grand Secretary necessitates, 
keeping my hand ever upon the pulse of the Order in the state, aston- 
ishment is ever forced upon me that a constant growth is continually 
to be reported. Although the year now at its close has been one of wide- 
spread industrial depression, still an increase of 2,250 new members can 
be reported. While this number falls somewhat below the record of 
recent years, nevertheless it proves conclusively the strong and endur- 
ing place Odd Fellowship has secured in the ranks of fraternal societies 
of Pennsylvania.” 

Quebec. — T. J. Potter, Grand Secretary, writes: “The past year has 
been the best in our history in this jurisdiction; nine new lodges and a 
net increase of 437, making our total membership 4,368. This is a record 
of which we feel justly proud, and we hope to show an equally large 
increase this year.” 

Rhode Island. — Wm. H. T. Mosley, Grand Secretary, writes: “The 
past year has not been as prosperous from a numerical point of view 
as we had hoped and desired, yet the loss in membership, though notice- 
able, is not serious enough to cause general alarm. *This check to our 
onward progress may be attributed to the fact of general business de- 
pression and a much less degree of activity in most of the lodges; there- 
fore, all things considered, we have, perhaps, done as well as could be 
expected. With improved business conditions, coupled with the active 
spirit that is now manifest, it is reasonable to believe that the present 
year will show an increase.” 

Saskatchewan. — F. J. Reynolds, Grand Secretary, writes: “The 
Grand Lodge of Saskatchewan (comprising that portion of the Ameri- 
can continent sometimes styled the last west) has been "instituted a 
little over two years and during that time has doubled its membership. 
Ten new lodges were instituted the first year and nine the second. This 
year we are confident of beating this record owing to the return of 
general prosperity and the settled condition of the erstwhile pioneers. 
No matter from what country our emigrants may come we find a plenti- 
—20 
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ful supply of Odd Fellows among them and needless to say they consti- 
tute the brain and brawn of this rapidly developing country. We are 
very optomistic as to the outcome of the Order here and do not intend 
to rest content until we have become the banner province for Odd 
Fellowship in Canada.” 

South Dakota. — Harvey J. Rice, Grand Secretary, writes: “We 
have not reached our goal of 10,000 members, but we will soon. The 
past year has been reasonably successful, having made a net gain of 
859. We had hoped for greater results. If there could be some way 
devised whereby we could stop the number dropped for non-payment of 
dues, it would be a blessing. Our loss from that cause last year was an 
even 500, and yet with this our net gain was over 10 per cent. Our 
lodges are in good financial condition and most of them wide awake. 
Since January 1, w r e have instituted ten new lodges and feel very confi- 
dent of a large increase during 1909. Our Home Fund has reached 
$27,000 and we -expect to select a location for building the Home at our 
Grand Lodge session in May. The entire membership of our state 
shows a great interest in this Home building proposition and we hope 
the time is not far distant when it will be an accomplished fact.” 

Tennessee. — J. R. Harwell, Grand Secretary, writes: “We have a 
great many splendid lodges in Tennessee and we are proud of them, but 
owing to the large number of members dropped for non-payment of 
dues the past year there has been no increase in membership. This is 
due to depression in business and other causes not necessary to mention 
Our prospects for the future are brighter, and w r e are very hopeful.” 

Texas. — W. H. Walker, Grand Secretary, writes: “By reference to 
the statistical report from the Grand Lodge of Texas, which I submitted 
some time ago, you will find that Texas has not been idle during the 
year of 1908. The financial conditions prevailing during that year did 
have a very material effect upon our suspension list in running it up 
rather heavily, but by active work in the field the loss was more than 
covered by the addition of new recruits to our ranks, which resulted in 
a net gain of 3,409 members during the year. This is a net increase of 
about 11 per cent. If any jurisdiction can beat this we are ready to 
take such place in the ranks as our work entitles us to. Since the 
adjournment of the last session of the Grand Lodge of Texas, March 4, 
1909, 12 more new lodges have been added to our column, while supplies 
are now out for three other lodges not yet instituted. You may depend 
upon Texas to hold a high position in the way of advancement all down 
the line. A letter from Grand Master W. A. Spangler, which has just 
reached me, says that he is now in the Panhandle of Texas on a tour 
among the lodges of that part of the country, and that several new 
lodges will be established up there during 1909.”

Vermont. — O. H. Henderson, Grand Secretary, writes: “The Grand 
Lodge of Vermont is forging ahead making a slow but sure gain both in 
membership and finances. During the year 1908 our small jurisdiction 
made a net gain of 184 members and the Rebekah branch a fiet gain of 
99 brothers and 201 sisters. The interest in the Order is increasing and 
Odd Fellowship is becoming one of the strong factors in our beloved 
Green Mountain State.” 

Virginia. — T. Wiley Davis, Grand Secretary, writes: “While the 
increase numerically is less than that reported for the last two or three 
years, being only 1,274, yet it is encouraging when we consider the large 
number (2,013) dropped for non-payment of dues. The increase in 
receipts and disbursements in the lodges is about in proportion to the 
numerical increase. It is gratifying to state that the loss by death 
was 13 less than in 1907, though we had a larger membership. The 
amount expended for special relief was nearly 50 per cent in excess 
of the previous year, which shows that our lodges do not turn a deaf 
ear to appeals for extra donations. The items of ‘Relief and Education 
for Orphans’ show but little expended in those directions, as the excel- 
lent system of free public schools in Virginia and our splendid Orphans* 
Home at Lynfchburg carry almost the entire burden that was once 
borne by the lodges.” 

Washington. — Louis F. Hart, Grand Secretary,' writes: “It is quite 
probable that the eastern part of our state has not felt the financial 
depression as have some other sections of the country, but I have no 
doubt it is as keenly felt on the west side as anywhere else. Our 
shrinkage in net gain, however, was in fewer initiations, and not on 
account of losses from non-payment of dues. In the encampment branch 
our net gain was 548, as against 655 the preceding year, showing a 
shrinkage of 107. Our initiations were 743, as against 849, showing a 
shrinkage of 106. Our non-payment of dues were 232, as against 225, 
an increase of 7, but a decrease in percentage. In our subordinate lodge 
membership the increase was 2,039, as against 2,314, a shrinkage of 
275; our initiations were 2,363, as against 2,515, showing a shrinkage 
of 152, while our non-payment of due list was 760, against 684, an in- 
crease of 76, but no increase in percentage. I am free to confess that it 
would be impossible to hold this non-payment of dues list down, if we 
had not had the best lot of scribes and secretaries of any jurisdiction 
under the Sovereign Grand Lodge. Nearly 2,000 circular letters sent 
out, in series, to the secretaries and scribes of the jurisdiction, who re- 
sponding to our every apeal made it possible to keep the percentage 
of the non-payment of dues as low as any year in our history. With 
the Sovereign Grand Lodge coming this year, I wish it were possible to 
make an increase in either branch, surpassing that of the previous 
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year, but owing to the stringency in financial matters, as well as other 
handicaps, which is purely local, it will be impossible to do it. How- 
ever, we trust that the year’s record when written will not be too 
discouraging to our friends.” 

West Virginia. — E. A. Billingslea, Grand Secretary, writes: “I am 
pleased to inform you that the Order in West Virginia was never in 
better condition. We point with no little pride and gratification at the 
stride which we made during the year 1908, an increase of 19 lodges 
and 1,050 members, and the financial condition of our lodges is good. 
The Home which we are building is now nearing completion, and the 
fact that we are to have such an institution has given an impetus to 
the Order which nothing else could have given, and has brightened our 
prospects for the future very much.” 

Wisconsin. — Richard Hoe, Grand Secretary, writes: “This is the 
twenty-first annual report that I have had the privilege of making, and 
while I am not able to verify the prediction made one year ago, for a 
larger increase in our membership, I can state that the Order in this 
jurisdiction is in good condition and everything looks bright for the 
future.” 


GRAND ENCAMPMENTS. 

Alabama. — W. F. McCartney, Grand Scribe, writes: “In addition 
to the financial depression common to the entire country, in Alabama 
we had a serious loss in the mining region due to labor troubles, which 
resulted in thousands of Odd Fellows and hundreds of encampment 
members leaving their homes and in many cases dropping out. Only 
the unremitting work of the Grand Officers has enabled Alabama to 
make as good a showing as it does. The prospects are brighter now: 
Several Encampments have been resuscitated, and others show signs of 
renewed interest. We hope to make up the lost ground this year and 
make an increase in addition. Nineteen-eight has certainly been a hard 
year for fraternal orders.” 

Arkansas. — John P. Paul, Grand Scribe, writes: “Since our last 
Grand Encampment meeting there is some revival in the Encampment 
branch through our jurisdiction. Bro. N. M. Alexander, our Grand 
Patriarch, is making a strong effort to get up more interest throughout 
the state. We have instituted four new Encampments this year. The 
financial condition is good and some of the Encampments are doing 
splendid degree work. There will be three full uniformed cantons at, 
our Grand Lodge meeting in Hot Springs next October.” 

British Columbia. — Fred. Davey, Grand Scribe, writes: “The report 
of this Grand Encampment to December 31, 1908, shows an increase in 
membership of 59, or about 13 per cent. This is not quite as good as we 
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would like, but it indicates, a healthy growth which there is ample 
evidenec to believe will be maintained and improved on in the near 
future. The mustering of a canton of the Patriarchs Militant in con- 
nection with one of the Encampments has proved an incentive to its 
members, and has resulted in a marked increase in the interest taken in 
the Patriarchal branch of the Order.” 

California. — Wm. H. Barnes, Grand Scribe, writes: “We have done 
pretty well, showing a net gain of 6 per cent in membership, and a 
healthy financial increase also. All of our Encampments (114) are still 
alive, and no break in the number from 1 to 114, which is a little 
remarkable. Within the past month have issued dispensations for two 
new subordinates, which will be instituted during the month, making 
116. Taking all things into consideration, 1 feel that the showing is a 
good one, and we are still ‘going on.’ As usual, we are making ar- 
rangements now for our coming annual session in October, which will 
be at Woodland. The Grand Encampment week is the great fraternal 
event of California, which thousands make it a point to attend, whether 
members or not; and it is to these celebrations we can attribute much 
of the general prosperity in all branches of the Order. I hope by the 
close of this term to send you additional good news regarding the 
status of the Patriarchal branch in the jurisdiction.” 

Colorado. — J. M. Norman, Grand Scribe, writes: “It affords me 
much pleasure to report the continuing prosperity of this branch of our 
Order in Colorado. We felt the financial crush, which struck our 
country, but the ambition of the members of the Patriarchal branch of 
the Order has kept alive the interest and caused an increase of 232 
members over the last report, and while this is not as large as I had 
hoped it would be, yet under existing conditions, we feel grateful. The 
outlook is favorable for a continuing prosperity in Colorado, and I 
hope that our anticipations may be realized.” 

.Connecticut. — Wm. S. Hutchison, Grand Scribe, writes: “Our ex- 
pectations for the year 1908 have not been realized, and we have to con- 
fess to a feeling of disappointment, as we had anticipated much better 
results, and yet when we take into consideration the condition of busi- 
ness we have cause to congratulate ourselves that the reports are so 
favorable, as a gain of 102, under existing conditions is doing well. Had 
business improved as much as was expected the results would have 
been different, but we are not discouraged and will continue to work 
until the 50 per cent of the subordinate lodge membership we desire 
are enrolled as Patriarchs. Membership December 31, 1908, 4,236, funds 
$53,919.54.” 

Delaware. — B. F. Shakespeare, Grand Scribe, writes: “It is with 
pleasure that I can report you a slight advance in the Encampment 
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branch of our Order in this jurisdiction for the year 1908, and with 
the large acquisitions that are being made to the subordinate lodges 
at this time, we feel that the growth of our Encampments depends very 
largely upon the interest manifested by the membership of this branch 
of our Order, as to the gain we may make this year. I trust they will 
arouse to these advantages so that we may be able to report a much 
larger gain a year hence.” 

District of Columbia. — Jos. Burroughs, Grand Scribe, writes: “The 
report shows a small gain, but probably a proportionate gain in the 
sovereign jurisdiction. We shall hope for a greater increase the present 
year.” 

Florida. — A. M. Cushman, Grand Scribe, writes: “I regret to state 
that the Encampment branch of Odd Fellowship in this state does not 
show the good record we could wish, but last year’s gain is still giving 
us courage for time to come, and we are counting on a still greater 
gain for the present year. We are making a strenuous effort to in- 
crease both in members and Encampments and are hopeful of success.” 

Georgia. — J. S. Tyson, Grand Scribe, writes: “I am sorry to have 
to admit that the report of the Encampment branch is not encouraging. 
However, we are hopeful and trust that the present year may make a 
much better showing.” 

Idaho. — Geo. H. Handy, Grand Scribe, writes: “Any increase in 
membership in the Patdiarchal branch in this jurisdiction seems en- 
couraging to us, especially during the past year with its unfavorable 
financial conditions. One new Encampment has been instituted and 
two more are making. Several weak Encampments have been strength- 
ened, and we shall continue to devote our efforts to this work.” 

Illinois. — Sam. J. Baker, Grand Scribe, writes: “In presenting you 
the annual report of the Grand Encampment of Illinois for 1908. I 
would call your attention to the substantial gain in membership in this 
jurisdiction. The Patriarchs of Illinois have been in a harmonious com- 
bination to make the closing year a better one than that which preceded 
it, and the result has been the victorious crowning of the effort. The 
present year has been a busy one with the Grand Officers, and the subor- 
dinate Encampments. Under the untiring leadership of our Grand 
Patriarch, Howard E. Makutchan, the Patriarchs have been busy in 
their respective Encampments, and the prospects of our being able to 
report the best year in the history of the Grand Encampment of Illinois v 
at the close of 1909 look bright.” 

Indiana. — W. H. Leedy, Grand Scribe, writes: “Owing to hard 
times, I presume, more than anything else, we showed a slight loss in 
our membership last year. I feel, however, that unofficial' reports that 
come to me indicate a substantial increase for the present term. There 
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seems to be a great deal of work being done and a good spirit prevails 
everywhere, and every condition is favorable to the upbuilding of the 
Encampment branch.” 

Kansas. — Lew. T. Rees, Grand Scribe, writes: “Since my last re- 
port to you on the condition of the Patriarchal branch of our Order in 
Kansas, I am pleased to be able to say that our Encampments, with a 
few exceptions, are in good working order, with their finances in good 
condition. During the year 1908, we made a net gain of 477 members. 
From our reports received to date I am glad to say our Encampments 
are still prospering, and we will show a fair year’s growth. It may not 
be as large as we would wish, but taking everything into consideration, 
we are well pleased with the condition of our branch in this jurisdic- 
tion.” 

Kentucky. — R. G. Elliott, Grand Scribe, writes: “I regret exceed- 
ingly that we make the showing we do. It is the largest loss we have 
reported in a number of years, the larger part of this owing to the 
closing up of a number of Encampments that should have been closed 
up before. It appears that the financial conditions hit the Encamp- 
ments worse than it did the subordinate lodges, but we hope for a 
better showing next year.” 

Maine. — Russell G. Dyer, Grand Scribe, writes: “While we can not 
boast of great gains in this branch of our Order in this jurisdiction, yet 
it is a satisfaction to record the fact that we have more than held our 
own, making slight gains both in membership and finances. The year 
1908 was not one of great prosperity but at its close our standard occu- 
pied more advanced ground than it did at the close of the previous year. 
We are looking for better returns for the year 1909. I quote from a 
circular letter which the Grand Patriarch sent out at the beginning of 
the year: ‘We enter upon the new year under most favorable con- 
ditions. We have a new ritual, without doubt the best ever given to 
the Order, and much is expected of us under its beautiful teachings. 
Encampment officers should memorize this new work within a reason- 
able time and be ready to render<-it agreeable to the letter and spirit of 
its teachings. It is an established fact that those Encampments which 
excel in its renditions are the ones which show the greatest interest in 
the work and obtain the largest number of members. We believe to a 
certain extent in soliciting candidates. With the best ritual and the 
grandest Order in existence why should we not impress this fact upon 
the attention of those outside and invite them to partake with us the 
blessings of this great fraternity. Officers are expected to read carefully 
the instructions of the new ritual in order that the work may be ren- 
dered in an orderly and impressive manner. With your hearty and 
intelligent cooperation we ought to increase the Encampment branch 
at least 500 during the current year.’ ” 
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Manitoba. — D. E. McKinnon, Grand Scribe, writes: “As you will 
observe from the report herewith inclosed, we have made very good 
progress. Odd Fellowship is deeply rooted in the Canadian Northwest, 
to advance steadily when the financial stringency in monetary matters 
during the past year is taken into consideration. Now that business 
matters are on a more solid basis I anticipate this year’s record will 
surpass that of last year.” 

Maritime Provinces. — Alex. S. Stalker, Grand Patriarch, writes: 
“While the Encampment branch of the Order in this jurisdiction has 
not kept pace with the subordinate lodge, yet our membership has 
been steadily increasing, and all Encampments are in a satisfactory 
condition.” 

Melville McKean, Grand Scribe, writes: “The gain in membership 
is not so large as estimated, but is as large as could be expected know- 
ing the financial conditions existing in this jurisdiction during the 
past year. The Encampments are in fairly good condition with one 
exception, and are working harmoniously for the betterment of this 
particular branch of the Order. The exchange of rituals has been 
made by all but one encampment. This exchange has apparently been 
fully appreciated by the patriarchs, as a decided improvement over 
the old and will be conducive to better work on the part of officers 
of the Encampments.” 

Maryland. — William A. Jones, Grand Scribe, writes: “The Patri 
archal branch of Odd Fellowship in Maryland has done good work 
during the past year and with confidence we are expecting better 
things this year. There are patriarchs who claim that the new ritual 
has handicapped the work in this department, but my experience and 
inquiry into the matter have given me the impression that patriarchs 
who are interested in the furtherance of the teachings of the Patri- 
archal degrees have no difficulty in presenting the lessons in a more 
able way than under the old ritual.” 

Michigan. — Jno. B. Penfield, Grand Scribe, writes. “For the year 
1908 our financial receipts gained 10 per cent over those of the pre- 
vious year, which up to that time had been the greatest in the history 
of this Grand Body. Our gains in membership fell below that of the 
preceding year, owing to the many suspensions, some of the larger 
Encampments ‘cleaning house’ in dropping dormant members. How- 
ever, I do not think but that the action they took was the best possi- 
ble thing under the circumstances, and that we will more than make 
up for the year 1909. I can see no ground for discouragement, as we 
show an increase in membership, notwithstanding these heavy sus- 
pensions, of about 250, which is ground for congratulation. I see no 
reason why the Grand Encampment should not prosper and flourish 
in the years to come, built as it is on the rock of truth.” 
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Mississippi. — J. S. Wilkes, Grand Scribe, writes: “The work in 
this part of our Order seems to be at a standstill, but the subordinate 
lodges are growing and I think the Encampments will do better soon.” 

Missouri. — J. W. Black, Grand Scribe, writes: “In submitting our 
report for the last year, we are pleased to report that we had a very 
prosperous year, having instituted eight new Encampments and mak- 
ing a very material increase. Thus far, the conditions of the Order 
are very encouraging and we hope to make a goo-d showing by the 
close of this year.” 

Nebraska. — I. P. Gage, Grand Scribe, writes: “On the principle 
that ‘no news is good news’ I think I should omit any written tidings 
of the Patriarchal branch of the Order in our jurisdiction. ‘We still 
live’ and we are extracting all the comfort possible out of that fact. 
The figures are not wholly discouraging, but they are so far from 
meeting expectations that we are content with naming them without 
extended comment.” 

Nevada. — Wm. Sutherland, Grand Scribe, writes: “The Encamp- 
ment branch of our Order in this jurisdiction shows a gain of 1 new 
Encampment and 57 members during the year 1908. With a prospect 
of better times and greater activity in our mining industry, we hope 
to show a larger increase in this branch of our Order during the year 
1909.” 

New Hampshire. — John W. Bourlet, Grand Scribe, writes: “Ex- 
isting conditions in the Encampment branch of the Order in New 
Hampshire are very satisfactory, although we show a very slight loss 
in membership during the past year. Suspension for non-payment of 
dues, that great drain upon the Order everywhere, is largely responsi- 
ble for this showing. There is imperishable fame for the brother who 
can devise a successful method for holding within our ranks the 
thousands who are annually drifting away from the Order. No new 
Encampments were instituted during the year, for the field is now 
very well covered. There are a few places in the state, however, where 
new Encampments might be instituted with reasonable prospects 
of success, but advantage of this will not be taken until the Grand 
Oflftcers are sure that this will be the case. We believe a few strong 
Encampments are better than a larger number, weak and inactive.” 

New Jersey. — Frank R. Jummel, Grand Scribe, writes: “The an- 
nual report of the jurisdiction of New Jersey, shows a decrease in 
membership as against last year. The general financial depression 
of the country no doubt had a strong bearing towards this result. 
However, we have good reasons to feel very hopeful for the future. 
The new policy adopted by the Grand Encampment, to meet in differ- 
ent localities each year, was put into operation for the first time on 
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May 4, and if future sessions in point of attendance and enthusiasm 
displayed, may be judged by the one just held, our growth and gen- 
eral success are assured.” 

New Mexico. — Alfred Jelfs, Grand Patriarch, writes: “We show 
an increase in membership of 25 and hope to show a greater increase 
for the current year as the ‘Sunshine Territory’ is rapidly coming to 
the front, where it belongs.” 

New York. — Harry Walker, Grand Scribe, writes: “It is owing to 
the active and conscientious administration of the office of Grand 
Patriarch, continued without intermission for many preceding years, 
that our Encampment branch is able to show such a satisfactory ad- 
vance in the face of hard times and an army of unemployed. The 
leaders have really led, and as is almost invariably the case, the rank 
and file have followed them with determination to a successful issue. 
I am happy to be able to lay before you such encouraging figures as 
appear in the report.” 

North Carolina. — R. H. Ramsay, Grand Scribe, writes: “We have 
just about held our own and we have succeeded in organizing one 
good strong Encampment and have, I fear, lost a smaller one, but with 
gains in some and losses in others, I hope the reports will show a small 
gain for the year.” 

North Dakota. — H. J. Rowe, Grand Scribe, writes: “The Encamp- 
ment branch of the Order has been very active during the first part of 
this year, not only in increasing membership, but new Encampments 
have been instituted and dormant ones resuscitated. We confidently 
expect the addition of another Grand Representative if not at the 1909 
session at farthest in 1910. The outlook for Patriarchal Odd Fellow- 
ship is very encouraging and we reasonably expect many additions to 
our ranks.” 

Ohio. — F. C. Garrett, Grand Scribe, writes: “The accompanying 
report of the Grand Encampment of Ohio will, as you notice, show a 
slight loss of membership, 53 being the decrease for the year, which, 
considering the condition of the times and the fact that our subordi- 
nate lodges last year made a net gain of but 435, is, we think, an excel- 
lent showing. The financial condition of Encampments shows a healthy 
growth and from correspondence and visitation among the Encamp- 
ments we can say that there is no lack of enthusiasm, except in 
isolated cases, and with even a slight revival of financial conditions 
a healthy and vigorous growth will be the result.” 

Oklahoma. — H. A. Herwig, Grand Scribe, writes: “This jurisdic- 
tion lost 2 in membership during the year ending December 31, 1908, 
whereas, for the amount of energy expended by the Grand Officers, a 
substantial increase should have been recorded. This unsatisfactory 
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condition was due, in part, to the financial stringency which existed at 
the beginning of the year; but I predict renewed and vigorous activity 
in all branches, for we have abundant fine material and earnest and 
energetic workers.” 

Ontario. — M. D. Dawson, Grand Scribe, writes: “This jurisdiction 
has been very prosperous. Our increase has been large, both in mem- 
bership and in new Encampments. Prospects are also good for a con- 
tinuation of good work. It is always a good sign to see the suspen- 
sions dropping off, and reinstatements increasing. Our principal offi- 
cers are very active and several good men are in line for promotion. 
We must advance. There are still many localities where good tents 
will be erected. The public is finding out that no other Order offers 
greater inducements for good.” 

Oregon. — E. E. Sharon, Grand Scribe, writes: “The annual report 
of the Grand Encampment of Oregon shows a net increase of 348, with 
a total membership of 3,646, and total assets of Encampments amount- 
ing to $45,380.51. Our gain of nearly 10 per cent is the largest ever 
made in the jurisdiction, and though nothing to brag about, we think 
it pretty good for old Oregon.” 

Pennsylvania.— Usher A. Hall, Grand Scribe, writes: “I am 
pleased to report the condition of Patriarchal Odd Fellowship in our 
jurisdiction of Pennsylvania eminently satisfactory. We are still on 
the increase numerically, now numbering over 18,000. Since our last 
report to you we have added six new Encampments and restored the 
charter of one other; all instituted from a good list of scarlet degree 
members. This we consider good work in view of the disadvantages 
arising from the depressed industrial conditions experienced in our 
state during the last two years. The prospects look brighter for the 
future and enthusiasm in the work of our Encampments is conse- 
quently increasing. While many of our bodies are still struggling to 
master the new ritual, some are doing excellent work. Our Grand 
Encampment offers annually $300.00 in prize money, which is proving 
an excellent incentive to perfect the degree work.” 

Rhode Island. — Wm, H. T. Mosely, Grand Scribe, WTites: “The 
Encampment branch has not prospered as well as I should like to 
report; nevertheless a comparison of this return with those of the two 
years immediately preceding shows some improvement, but it is far 
short of what it ought to be. Only a few of the Encampments have 
been especially active and their interest and zeal has been offset by 
a much less degree of energy on the part of the others. From present 
indications we have reason to hope that there is a growing energy, 
zeal, and interest in the Patriarchal branch all along the line; conse- 
quently hopes are entertained that we will show still better results 
at the close of the present year.” 
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South Carolina. — F. C. Perry, Grand Scribe, writes: “In my last 
report to you on the condition of our Patriarchal branch, I stated that 
we were looking forward for better results and an increase of three 
new Encampments. It failed to materialize this year. • We have just 
close^ our annual session May 11, and the Patriarchs have come to 
the conclusion to do more work to increase our membership in old 
Encampments as well as trying to institute new ones. We show an 
increase in membership, yet we have at this writing four Encamp- 
ments that failed to report. Yet I do not think we can consider them 
all lost. I am looking for better work this year, and I think our next 
report will show’ it.” 

South Dakota. — Harvey J. Rice, Grand Scribe, writes: “Most of 
our Encampments are in good condition. We have not accomplished 
as much in this branch during the past year as we had desired or 
hoped for but expect better results the coming year. Our net gain in 
membership was 216, total number of members January 1, 1909, 1,536. 
Our efforts have been directed more to strengthening the old Encamp- 
ments instead of instituting new ones.” 

Tennessee. — J. R. Harwell, Grand Scribe, writes: “Some of our 
Encampments are doing reasonably well while quite a number are 
dragging. We will prune out the latter soon and believe the pruning 
will do good. I am sure its effect will not be injurious. We confidently 
look for improvement the coming year.” 

Texas. — Chas. L. Sauer, Grand Scribe, writes: “I am pleased to 
announce that the Patriarchal branch is steadily increasing, in num- 
bers and otherwise, in our great state. Ten new Encampments and 
two Cantons have been instituted since the last meeting of the Grand 
Encampment, and if there could be found a remedy to check the vast 
amount of suspensions for non-payment of dues at the close of each 
term, we would soon double our membership. The losses in member- 
ship in our jurisdiction by suspension and otherwise during the past 
ten years aggregate 3,214, being fully 500 more than our present 
membership. A resolution presented by our worthy Grand Representa- 
tive, Harry J. Emmins, and unanimously adopted by the Grand En- 
campment, appropriating $1,000.00 out of the general fund of the 
Grand Encampment and levying a per capita tax of 50 cents per 
annum for three years for the purpose of building an Auditorium at 
the I. O. O. F. Widows’ and Orphans’ Home at Corsicana, has met 
with the hearty approval of all the Patriarchs.” 

Utah. — W. J. Moore, Grand Scribe, writes: “The Encampment 
branch of the Order in Utah is on the upward grade; the new ritual 
seems to have given new and vigorous life to Patriarchal Odd Fellow- 
ship for from reports all the Encampments have been increasing their 
membership, and with two new Encampments to be instituted in the 
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near future we hope to see the year close with a gain of 50 per cent. 
I believe that a great deal of the success attained within the past year 
is due to the fact that the officers of the Grand Lodge and Grand En- 
campment have, as they should do at all times, worked in perfect har- 
mony and assisted in building up both branches of the Order, and as 
Grand Master I shall do all I can during my term of office to build up 
the Patriarchal branch of the Order when visiting subordinate lodges.” 

Virginia. — Thos. V. Turney, Grand Scribe, writes: “While the 
Grand Encampment of Virginia shows a small loss in membership, we 
can see a great improvement for the future. A weeding process has 
been in operation the past year, and while some Encampments are still 
not in as good condition as we would like, generally all are in a better 
condition. We have received already this year applications for four 
new Encampments, and there seems to be an awakening of interest 
in Patriarchal Odd Fellowship in Virginia, which is an index of 
activity. The greatest drawback, to my way of thinking, that we have 
to contend with is the social, or non-beneficial Encampment. Especially 
is this very prominent in the rural districts, where the brothers are de- 
sirous of obtaining the Encampment degrees, and the social plan is the 
cheapest to them and for this reason, doubtless, they adopt it, but the 
social feature has but a temporary charm to these brothers, and loss 
of interest, and eventually loss of the Encampment and its membership 
is the result. Certainly if the rural brothers are to enjoy Patriarchal 
Odd Fellowship, if it is desirable to perpetuate their membership, some 
plan different from the present one must be devised, for it an open 
question here in Virginia, that with a very few exceptions, . in our 
larger cities, the social Encampment is an utter failure and even 
in larger cities we can hardly point to a single one that is active and 
very useful. Then, too, it is feared that the Encampment, in many in- 
stances, is organized and maintained to give certain brothers qualifica- 
tion for the office of Grand Representative, and even some of the Re- 
bekah lodges are maintained for the same purpose. This practice, if 
continued indefinitely, can have but one result, the lessening of charac- 
ter and standard of Patriarchal Odd Fellowship. Here in Virginia the 
difficulties mentioned above are very evident, and I suppose other 
jurisdictions are laboring under the same experience.” 

Wisconsin. — Jas. A. Fathers, Grand Scribe, writes: “During the 
year ending December 31, 1908, the gain in this jurisdiction was but 
108; while it was but a small gain, yet we feel thankful that it is a 
gain and not a loss. We have a number of Encampments that are not 
doing very much work. We strive by visitation and otherwise to en- 
deavor to get the dormant Encampments ‘on the move,’ but our efforts 
have been somewhat in vain. We are now working for the removal of 
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some of the dormant Encampments from their present location to 
‘greener fields’ wherein we look for good results.” 

REBEKAH ASSEMBLIES. 

Alabama.* — Leona D. Kirk, Secretary, writes: “It affords me much 
pleasure to state that the Rebekah branch of Odd Fellowship is still 
advancing in Alabama, in a most satisfactory manner. During the 
term just closing 25 new lodges were added to the list, and the statis- 
tical report shows a net gain for 1908 of 21G. The Home, which is about 
ready to be occupied at Cullman, was indeed an inspiration, and we 
will, I am sure, remain inspired and do good work this year. The 
report of the Committee on State of the Order in the Grand Lodge re- 
ferred to the Rebekah branch of Odd Fellowship in Alabama in a most 
flattering manner, which will serve as an inspiration to the Rebekahs 
to further merit the good opinion of our brother Odd Fellows. Many 
times, during the session, sweet words of reference were made of 
‘Mother Doron,’ a name that will live forever in Alabama Rebekah 
Odd Fellowship. The question of the National Assembly was agitated, 
and the Assembly unanimously adopted a resolution requesting the 
Grand Lodge to request their Grand Representatives to vote for the 
National Assembly at the Sovereign Grand Lodge, at the next session 
of same; this resolution was accepted.” , 

Arizona. — Nettie Scott, Secretary, writes: “I am glad to report that 
the Rebekah branch of Odd Fellowship in Arizona still continues to 
prosper. We now have 18 lodges with a membership of nearly 1,000. 
All the lodges are in a prosperous condition. One lodge which had a 
small membership initiated 46 during the year. I think that is doing 
very well with a small jurisdiction like we have. The last session of the 
Assembly met in Tucson, but was not attended as well as usual. The 
next session will meet in Phoenix. We are still working hard for the 
Home. Nearly $900 was turned overdo the Grand Lodge for the Home. 
We are now financially able to pay mileage to our representatives and 
officers. Our per capita tax is 70 cents a year per member. I was again 
elected Secretary, which office I have held since the organization of the 
Assembly in 1897, and each year the work grows closer to my life.” 

Arkansas. — Medora A. Reid, Secretary, writes: “The Rebekah 
branch of Odd Fellowship in Arkansas continues its former good record. 
Thirty Rebekah lodges have been instituted since the last session of 
the Rebekah Assembly, and the reports show a steady increase of 
membership throughout the entire state. Much of the success is due 
to the efforts of our Grand Secretary, Bro. John P. Paul, always ready 
to advance the interests of the Rebekahs and prompt in deeds of help- 
fulness. He not only advises but helps to push.” 
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California. — Mary E. Donoho, Secretary, writes: “Rebekah Odd 
Fellowship in California continues to make gratifying progress. Total 
membership, December 31, 1908, 31,344; net gain for the year, 1,164; 
total receipts, $77,695.09; total disbursements, $76,129.73; excess of 
receipts over disbursements, $1,565.36; number of Rebekah lodges, May 
1, 1909, 311. Our Orphans’ Home is ever the one central object. Present 
number of inmates, 39. The children all attend the public schools of 
Gilroy. One young lady, Miss Florence Miller, a ward of the Home for 
10 years, just graduated from high school, and, through the generosity 
of the Rebekahs of San Francisco, will be provided with means to take 
a course of training in the State Normal School, at San Jose, and thus 
fit herself for a teacher. She will enter Normal School in September. 
Quite a number of the girls take piano lessons and execute well; and 
just now, instruments are being provided, and a band is being organized 
from the boys of the Home. We report, with especial pleasure, a dona- 
tion of $500, just received from the Grand Lodge of California, in 
recognition of the good work being done for the orphans of deceased 
Odd Fellows by the Rebekahs of the state. This donation was through 
the thoughtful and kindly recommendation of Bro. John E. Raker, who 
presided as Grand Master over the deliberations of the last Grand 
Lodge session. The session of the Rebekah Assembly of 1909 has re- 
cently been held in the city of San Francisco. The attendance was the 
largest ever recorded, and the session one of pleasure and interest. In 
1910. we shall go to Fresno.” 

Colorado. — E. V. L. Beggs, Secretary, writes: “Rebekah Odd Fel- 
lowship in Colorado is steadily advancing. We are very much encour- 
aged not only in the growth, but in the interest, and the general good 
feeling and harmony that prevail in our lodges. Much of this is due, 
we think, to our wide-awake president, Sister Williams, whose efforts 
are untiring in the welfare of our Order. Colorado expects to send 
quite a delegation to Seattle in September.” 

Connecticut. — Jennie A. Sparks, Secretary, writes: “In the state of 
Connecticut we feel as if we could make a very satisfactory report this 
year, with two new Robekah lodges added to our list, and a gain in 
membership of 81 brothers and 114 sisters, total, 195. The Rebekahs 
have taken up new interest, and we trust by next year to report a gain 
of twice this number in our membership. Our Orphanage Fund is 
growing, and at some future time we hope to be able to build and 
maintain an Orphanage which will be a credit to our Order in this 
state.” 

Delaware. — Isaac W. Hallam, Grand Secretary, writes: “It is a 
source of gratification to be in a position to make a favorable report 
upon the condition of the Rebekah branch in this jurisdiction. We go 
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upon record with a gain of 15 brothers and 11 sisters, or 26 in all, with 
an addition of $100 to the funds invested.” 

Florida. — Nettie L. Robb, Secretary, writes: “In rendering to you 
my annual statement of the condition of the Order in the Rebekah 
branch of this jurisdiction, I take pleasure in stating that while our 
membership has decreased somewhat during the past year it is not 
altogether an evidence of a decrease of interest. On account of the 
organization of our Rebekah Assembly and the assessment of an As- 
sembly Tax, each lodge has weeded out its ‘dead timber’ and placed its 
membership on a solid basis. We are expecting that the next annual 
report will show a healthy increase both in members and interest. Our 
Assembly is flourishing and has caused a much greater interest in the 
welfare of the Rebekah lodges and their members.” 

Georgia. — Lula J. Cumbea, Secretary, writes: “The Rebekah branch 
of Odd Fellowship in Georgia continues to advance, ten lodges having 
been instituted and two resuscitated, and we feel an added improvement 
in our degree work.” 

Illinois. — Mary P. Miller, Secretary, writes: “The Rebekah branch 
of Odd Fellowship in Illinois is in love with the work and is enthus- 
iastic and interested in all that pertains to the work in this state and 
other states. This year our Assembly celebrates its twenty-fifth anni- 
versary, and our twenty-fifth president, Mrs. Ella Watson Reeve, has 
asked the lodges of this jurisdiction for a silver jubilee offering, the 
sum collected to be divided equally between our two Homes, one-half 
to be used in furnishing the Domestic Science Department at the Or- 
phans* Home in Lincoln, and the other half for purchasing an organ 
to be placed in the Rebekah chapel which is being constructed on the 
grounds of the Old Folks’ Home at Mattoon.” 

Indiana. — Kate I. Nichols, Secretary, writes: “The Rebekah branch 
of Odd Fellowship in Indiana is in a very prosperous and harmonious 
condition; we are very proud of being first in Rebekah membership, 
but realize we must all work hard to keep our position. During the past 
year we had a large loss through death, delinquency, defunct lodges, 
etc., a total of 5,613, but the total accessions being 6,193, we still made a 
net gain of 580, making our membership at present 43,683. We deplore 
the heavy loss through delinquency, and our Grand Master, Horace M. 
Kean, has asked that each lodge appoint a committee to assist the 
Financial Secretary in looking after all uninterested members and keep 
them in the lodge if possible. This plan we hope may prove successful, 
and that next year we may have a much smaller loss through this 
channel. Our Home at Greensburg, of which we are so proud, and justly 
so, is in a fine condition, 153 guests having been cared for during the 
past year, 94 adults and 59 children. Many of the children have been 
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placed in homes throughout the state, which we feel is more beneficial 
to the child. During the 9 years our Home has been running, we have 
cared for 300 guests, ranging in years from a few months up to 
95, and while there have been many deaths through the infirmities of 
age, we have never lost one of our children. This is due in a large- 
measure to the wise, careful and conscientious management of our 
matron, Mrs. Mary Smith Lewis, and I wish to say that we think we 
have one of the best matrons, if not the best, of any order in any state 
in the Union. We have two fine buildings with heating plants, hospital, 
laundry and bakery separate, a farm from which much of the food used 
in the Home is raised, and all this we have been able to accumulate 
on a very small per capita tax, 24 cents from brothers and 12 cents 
from Rebekalis, a record to be proud of. In conclusion, we hope under 
the wise leadership of our president, Mrs. Arnetta McK. Brehm, to be 
able to show a marked increase in the membership during the year.” 

Indian Territory. — Mollie McNees, Secretary, writes:- “It affords 
me great pleasure to report the continued prosperity of Rebekah Odd 
Fellowship in Indian Territory. Sixteen new lodges organized and sev- 
eral revived, a net increase in membership of 1,413. The lodges seem 
very enthusiastic over the work and are contributing liberally to the 
Home at Checotah. The president, Mrs, Lizzie Carter, is devoting a 
great deal of time to the work, and under her. wise management and 
assisted by competent county deputies, we expect the coming year to be 
the banner year in our jurisdiction.” 

Iowa. — S. Elizabeth Matheney, Secretary, writes: “The Rebekah 
degree in Iowa is in a very healthy condition, so to speak. All working 
in accord and for the best interests of the Order in general. The good 
fellowship between all branches of the Order is marked and our success 
is due to this . We now have 550 Rebekah lodges with a membership of 
over 39,000 — since our last Assembly session 14 Rebekah lodges have 
been instituted and not a charter as yet has been surrenderd this year. 
Much enthusiasm is manifested in our district meetings, and we feel 
much of our success is due to these, as our members are becoming better 
acquainted with each other and our work in general. We have Rebekah 
lodges organized in every county or district in the State. Our deputies 
are appointed by the president on the recommendation 6f the lodges in 
the district — where the district is large more than one is appointed in 
order to accommodate the lodges as to location. Our president, Alta 
Striker, has proven a very efficient officer, putting forth her efforts in 
assisting and encouraging the membership to do better work. She has 
been not only a welcome guest on all occasions but in great demand 
throughout the year. Her influence has been not only felt for good but 
appreciated by all.” 
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Kansas— Iza E. Potter, Secretary, writes: “The Rebekah branch 
of Odd Fellowship in the Jurisdiction of Kansas continues to grow. 
The orders for supplies indicate interest in the work over the state, 
while 22 new lodges bring to us new life from many homes. For the 
first time in our history the officers of the Assembly have been elected 
in the Rebekah lodges and will be installed into their respective duties 
at Wichita, October 14, The promptness in responding to the calls for 
the aid of unfortunate sisters shows the fraternal tie that binds sister 
to sister in Friendship, Love and Truth.” 

Louisians. — Susan Eulalia Steidley, Secretary, writes: “It is a 
pleasure to me to state that while Rebekah Odd Fellowship is not as 
strong as we should like to see it in Louisiana, yet the term closing De- 
cember 31, 1908, shows the net gain of 10 per cent asked for by Grand 
Sire Conway in the two years of his term. The session of the Assem- 
bly held in Morgan City, in March of this year, was by far the most 
enthusiastic in interest and largest in point of attendance of any since 
its organization in 1903. The delegates and officers returned to their 
homes - more deeply enthused with the principles of Odd Fellowship 
.and with a determination to push forward the work of extension iu 
their respective localities. We feel that the crucial point has been 
passed in Rebekah work in Louisiana, and with a determination to 
persevere, feel that a greater measurb of success awaits us in the 
future.” 

Maine. — Grace E. Walton, Secretary, writes: “The annual report 
of Maine Rebekah lodges, tabulated January 1, 1909, shows the mem- 
bership to be 20,160, a net gain of nearly 1,000 members. Since that 
time one new lodge, Harbor View No. 128, of Swan's Island, has been 
instituted, with a charter membership of 74 and good prospects for a 
bright future. The visiting officers give excellent reports of the 
harmony and prosperity existing in the lodges throughout the state. 
The custom of holding district meetings has become an established one 
and much good is accomplished thereby, not only from the help and 
inspiration received from the visiting officer but from the promotion 
of social and fraternal relations among the lodges. The Home Fund, 
$3,000 at last report, has made a substantial gain since the Assembly 
session. As the work goes on, lodges are becoming enthused and 
are diligently searching for ways and means whereby they may in- 
crease the fund more rapidly. The outlook is encouraging and with 
our lodges interested and working, we have every reason to look for 
good results. We expect to institute at least one new lodge before 
the Assembly session in October.” 

Maritime Provinces. — Mary McKean, Secretary, writes: “I have 
the honor to report that the Rebekah branch of the Order is progress- 
ing in the Maritime Provinces. We have a gain of 287 sisters, S7 
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brothers, making our present membership 1,319 brothers, 2,477 sisters; 
total membership December 31, 1908, 3,796. Since then three lodges 
have been instituted, and I hope when all the reports are received we 
will have a large gain in membership.” 

Massachusetts. — Sarah A. Barry, Secretary, writes: ‘‘I am pleased 
to report the continued prosperity of the lodges in this Jurisdiction. 
The work performed by the officers of our lodges is a credit to our 
Grand Instructor, Brother Webber, and in many instances we find 
nearly letter perfect rendition. We number 174 lodges and a member- 
ship of about 32,000. Lodges are still deeply interested in the Odd 
Fellows’ Home Family.” 

Minnesota. — Eunice Melville, Secretary, writes: “I know of noth- 
ing that will give a better idea of the condition of the Rebekah branch 
in Minnesota than to quote from the report of the Committee on State 
of the Order, made at our Assembly session held in St. Paul, June 16 
and 17: ‘The item of $1,655.93 paid by Rebekah lodges of Minnesota 
for relief work during the year 1908, the large amount of cash and the 
many useful gifts sent to our I. O. O. F. Home by them, are splendid 
proofs of the fact that our lodges do recognize the duties and respon- 
sibilities of Rebekah Odd Fellowship.’ At the last Assembly session 
$500.00 was set aside toward a building fund and earnest efforts are 
being made to add to that fund this year so as to hasten the time 
when our I. O. O. F. Home may have separate buildings for the care 
of old people and children. Our gain in membership has been but 
slight because Minnesota has sent active working members into nearly 
every other State in the northwest, most of whom have transferred 
their membership to the lodges where they now reside. The Rebekahs. 
however, hold the leading place among organizations of women in the 
State and are doing work worthy of the Order.” 

Mississippi. — Jodie Rubush, Secretary, writes: “The Rebekah 
branch of the Order in this Jurisdiction continues to advance. The 
Assembly convened in the city of Columbus May 17, with more lodges 
represented and a larger number of members present than ever before. 
Decided interest and enthusiasm prevailed. Although our increase in 
number of lodges has been small, yet we are pleased to report no 
lodge delinquent, and that our principles are finding their way into 
districts where heretofore they were unknown. Perfect harmony and 
feeling of true fellowship are the mutual relations of the Assembly and 
Grand Lodge. The kind cooperation together with the wise judgment 
and extended experience of the latter organization have been of invalu- 
able aid and inestimable encouragement to the Rebekahs, and for this 
we are deeply gTateful.” 
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Missouri. — Allie E. Poundstone, Secretary, writes: “It is indeed a 
pleasure to have the privilege of saying a word in behalf of our grand 
old State. Rebekah Odd Fellowship in Missouri has never been in a 
more flourishing condition than at the present time. There is a grand 
increase in lodges, membership, and enthusiasm, each member striving 
to do something for the uplifting of humanity, remembering any good 
we may do must be done now, as we pass this way but once.” 

Montana. — Nellie W. Neill, Secretary, writes: “The Rebekah 
branch of our Order in this Jurisdiction is in a very prosperous condi- 
tion at present. Since last October five lodges have been instituted, 
two ond ones reorganized, and a prospect of more in the near future. 
Nearly all of the lodges are growing.” 

Nebraska. — Emma L. Talbot, Secretary, writes: “I wish to report 
that the Rebekah degree in Nebraska continues to flourish, not only 
holding its own but steadily advancing each year. We closed the 
Assembly year of 1908 with the organization of Lodge 253, making 
thirteen new ones during the year and three other new ones since 
October, and a good prospect of four more in the near future — one yet 
this very week, I think. Our membership, 13,863, is growing, yet we 
try to impress ‘quality instead of quantity’. The receipts from hand- 
ling the Rebekah supplies this first year has been very gratifying. 
Have sold over eighty Official Certificate books and over forty rituals 
since October. Much interest is manifested all over the State in the 
district meetings. We rejoice in the good fellowship existing between 
the Rebekah Assembly and our Grand Lodge. We desire ever to have 
their approval and good will. We are more than delighted to report 
the success of our ‘Home Board’ in purchasing a 160 acre farm near 
the city of York, to be used as an Odd Fellows’ Home for Nebraska.” 

Nevada. — Lizzie R. Mudd, Secretary, writes: “The Rebekah lodges 
in Nevada are in a very prosperous condition. The reports show a 
steady gain in membership in nearly all the lodges, and the president 
reports general activity throughout the State. The Home Fund is 
increasing slowly but surely.” 

New Hampshire. — Annie P. Rogers, Secretary, writes: “I am 
pleased to state that the president, vice president, and warden, who 
constitute the ‘Board of Visitation’ of the Rebekah Assembly of New 
Hampshire, give very encouraging reports of the Rebekah lodges in 
the State. For my own home lodge I can certainly report prosperity 
and interest in the work, as we initiated twenty-four candidates in 
May, eight in June, and we have two or more that have been elected 
for our next initiation.” 
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New Jersey. — Emma Ferguson, Secretary, writes: “It affords me 
pleasure to again report the excellent condition of the Rebekah lodges 
in our Jurisdiction. While we have only instituted one new lodge we 
have prospects of several more. The lodges throughout the State and 
the president of the Assembly report gains in membership and are 
promoting peace and harmony. Prosperity is the watchword for the 
Rebekahs of New Jersey. Our president, Sister Charlotte H. Mauh, 
continues the good work of past president Sister Selina Seeman. Sister 
Mary T. Randolph is taking a mite collection on her visit for the 
benefit of our Orphanage, of which we are all so proud and working 
with an earnest endeavor to clear off the debt, for not alone are the 
sisters assisting but also our brothers, and our Grand Lodge very gen- 
erously donated $500.00 at their annual session, in 1908. 1 am also 

pleased to report through the Rebekah State Assembly we have had 
placed in our Home *an elegant upright piano to help brighten the lives 
of the little ones placed in our care.” 

New Mexico. — Mary L. Wertz, Secretary, writes: “I am pleased 
to report continued progress in the Rebekah branch of the Order in 
New Mexico, with J. B. Hodgdon as Grand Master, who never fails to 
work for the Rebekahs, and his wife, Sarah L. Hodgdon, as president 
of the Assembly, who is now visiting through the Territory instituting 
new lodges and encouraging weak ones, and from the reports that are 
coming in I am sure much good is being done. We now have nineteen 
lodges and a membership of nearly 1,000. Our Assembly meets in 
Albuquerque in October.” 

New York. — Marion E. Murray, Secretary, writes: “It is gratify- 
ing to report continued growth and prosperity in the Rebekah branch 
in New York State. Twenty-two new lodges were instituted last year, 
over 3,000 were added to our membership, one new Home was estab- 
lished at Stuyvesant. Reports from our other Homes have been very 
satisfactory.” 

North Carolina. — Hattie Reed Whitaker, President, writes: “The 
year that has just passed has been one of commendable progress in 
Rebekah Odd Fellowship. In 1902 we had only four Rebekah lodges in 
good standing out of eight; in 1908 there were thirty with a member- 
ship of 1,490; in 1909 there was an increase of nineteen lodges, making 
in all forty-nine lodges with a membership of over 2,500 members. The 
Grand Lodge of North Carolina granted a charter to establish a Re- 
bekah Assembly, which was duly instituted May 11, 1909, at Charlotte, 
N. C., by Maj. L. B. McBrayer, P. G. M. and D. C. of North Carolina, 
assisted by P. H. Williams, D. G. M., M. W. Jacobie, P. G. M., and 
R. H. Ramsey, P. G. P. The Assembly levied a per capita tax of 25 
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cents, 40 per cent of which goes to our Orphans’ Home at Goldsboro. 
The Assembly agreed to furnish the Jacobie Memorial building, which 
will, in addition to the main auditorium and dining room, furnish room 
for 100 more girls. The attendance of the Assembly was large for its 
first session and the meetings full of interest.” 

Ohio. — Emma M. Bell, Secretary, writes: ‘‘I am pleased to report 
another prosperous year in Ohio, with every indication that these con- 
ditions will continue during the present year. The Rebekahs are all 
enthusiastically working for a Hospital at the Home; considerable 
money has been raised, and we trust the day is not far distant when 
our hopes will be realized. Our last report shows we have 521 lodges, 
and almost 43,000 Rebekahs, with others still being added, and we 
believe with this number of true-hearted, earnest workers, we will 
not fail.” 

Oklahoma. — Cora S. Brown, Secretary, writes: “While Oklahoma 
has lost a great many from non-payment of dues and has a few sur- 
rendered charters, we consider our Order in good condition. We are 
but losing our poorer material and keeping our best, and our president 
is to be commended for the method she is pursuing toward putting 
her lodges in the best possible working order. Just now there is some 
agitation concerning the consolidation of Oklahoma and Indian Terri- 
tory Jurisdictions, and with this end in view we are working together 
and trying to become better acquainted, realizing the necessity of 
bringing our work up to the highest standard before that eventful time. 
Oklahoma Jurisdiction has a fine Home, with over fifty residents, and 
is now building a large addition in order to accommodate all for whom 
we should furnish a Home. The Rebekahs provided the entire furnish- 
ings of the original building and we expect to do the same for the 
new wings. We have over $11,000 invested in the Home and can do 
that much more if need be.” 

Ontario. — M. A. Pearce, Secretary, writes: “The Rebekah branch 
in Ontario is in a better state financially and numerically than 'ever 
before in its history. In December, 1908, the membership was 2,129 
brothers and 3,409 sisters, a total of 5,601. During the half year just 
past we have gained in the neighborhood of 600 new members, so that 
we expect our numbers to reach 6,000 when the yearly report is pre- 
pared for the Assembly in August. The finances are in splendid condi- 
tion, over $400.00 being spent in relief during the year. Seven new 
lodges were instituted this term, making a total of sixty lodges in good 
standing.” 

Oregon. — Ora Cosper, Secretary, writes: “I am pleased to report 
the exceptional increase and continued prosperity of Rebekah Odd 
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Fellowship in the Jurisdiction of Oregon. The gain during the past, 
year was the best ever made and far surpassed our expectations. We 
closed the year of 1908 with 12,229 members, a gain of 1,060 over the 
previous year. Our I. O. O. F. Home is also in such an excellent finan- 
cial condition that the Board saw fit to reduce the tax to 40 cents per 
member for subordinate lodges and 10 cents per member for Rebekah 
lodges. Since the organization of District Conventions, we find greater 
interest is manifest in the ritualistic work. It is apparent that the 
future of our Degree in the State of Oregon is very promising.” 

Pennsylvania. — Mary N. Joslyn, Secretary, writes: “I am pleased 
to be able to say that during the past year twenty lodges have been 
added to our number with a gain in membership of 956. Our present 
membership is 17,302 sisters and 7,352 brothers, making a total mem- 
bership of 24,654. We have paid out for relief of members, widows 
and orphans, $8,194.18. While our gain in membership has not been 
quite as large as in some other years, we feel we have no need to be 
discouraged. The Rebekahs of Pennsylvania are still active in our 
Home work and it is our hope we may always be ready to assist in 
all of the work in our branch of Odd Fellowship.” 

Quebec. — H. Spencer, Secretary, writes: “I am pleased to state 
that the Rebekah branch of Odd Fellowship was never in a more pros- 
perous condition than at the present time. At our last Assembly 
meeting we reported seventeen lodges with a membership of 943. We 
have only been able to add one new lodge to our list but there, is a 
general increase in membership. All our lodges report promptly and 
the utmost harmony prevails throughout the Jurisdiction. We expected 
to have had a greater number of lodges instituted the past year, but 
our president has passed through grievous trials owing to the death 
of two daughters, consequently she has not been able to do as aggress- 
ive work as she would otherwise have done, but we are looking for- 
ward to a rich harvest during the coming year.” 

Rhode Island. — Wm. H. T. Mosley, Grand Secretary, writes: “The 
Rebekah branch is doing well, the returns from the several lodges show 
a greater gain, both in membership and finances, than was reported at 
the close of the last term. A spirit of harmony and enthusiasm pre- 
vails in and among the lodges, and excellent degree work, as in the 
past, is a prominent feature. The sister members are as full of energy 
as ever in an endeavor to provide a Home for the aged and deserving 
members of the Order in this Jurisdiction. Their zeal and activity in 
behalf of this most worthy cause certainly merit the highest praise 
and encouragement.” 
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South Dakota. — Harvey J. Rice, Grand Secretary, writes: “In 
regard to the Rebekah lodges I inclose you also the report for 1900. 
We are still increasing in this branch of the Order. Our net gain last 
year was 5S8. We instituted thirteen new' lodges last year and have 
instituted six since the first of January. Our Rebekahs are wide awake 
and interested in whatever tends to the upbuilding of the entire Order 
in our State.” 

Tennessee. — Theresa A. Cramer, Secretary, writes: “The prog- 
ress made by the Rebekah branch of the Order in this Jurisdiction 
during the past year has been most satisfactory. Since my last annual 
report, tw'enty new' lodges have been instituted and two of our oldest 
lodges reorganized. There has also been a gratifying increase in mem- 
bership. We are pleased to state that a majority of the new lodges 
w'ere instituted in the western division of the State, w r here, until re- 
cently, we had few lodges, as Rebekah Odd Fellowship did not thrive 
and flourish in this section, being almost w'holly unknown in some locali- 
ties. While w r e have much to be grateful for, still our heads are bowed 
in genuine and sincere sorrow over the great bereavement that has be- 
fallen us in the sad death of our beloved friend and brother, John L. 
Nolen, Grand Sire, which occurred on December 14, 1908, at his home 
in Nashville. Brother Nolen w'as dearly beloved by every Rebekah and 
Odd Fellow in Tennessee, and his familiar face and distinguished pres- 
ence will be sadly missed at the next session of the Rebekah Assembly, 
which he had never failed to attend since its organization.” 

Texas. — J. D. Alexander, Secretary, w'rites: “The advancement in 
Rebekah Odd Fellowship in Texas surpasses our expectations, working 
as this branch of the Order does without a fountain head. All brooks 
and rivulets have a source from w'hich to flow' to unite with larger 
streams. This is so with the things that the Rebekahs w'ish to attaiu. 
To reach the King to accomplish w'hat w T e w'ish of him, we w'ould not 
send a messenger, but go direct to him. For this branch of the Order 
w'e wish to attain higher things, and to do this w T e must have a higher 
power. Women have for a long time been a recognized factor in Odd 
Fellowship; they are the rivulets from w'hich the swelling streams of 
prosperity of the Order flows. The good that has been accomplished 
has been done in the past sixty years; the tide has increased with 
wonderful rapidity and will continue to do so until it embraces the 
w'hole w'orld, making one link that binds man to man. Not until women 
were admitted into the Order were Homes established, and the little 
ones cared for; not until the soothing hand of woman began to do 
its w r ork did the principles begin to have their effect and Odd Fellow'- 
ship began to be heralded to all parts of the world. When they are 
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allowed to go higher, to have a National Assembly (as there is no 
reason why they should not), women can then stand on a solid foun- 
dation and unite their efforts for higher aims, and loftier purposes. 
Let every representative to the meeting of the Sovereign Grand Lodge 
in Seattle in September be one to place women in the position to 
which they aspire. Let us have a National Assembly! Journals of 
Proceedings from all Jurisdictions received by me show a gain in 
membership, and new lodges are being organized continually. With 
the fast growth of the Order, newer and more laws are needed, and 
as this branch is intrusted to women in minor works, and they have 
proved themselves competent to manage a higher branch with no 
interference in the work of our brothers, but to be a small power 
behind the throne, I hope ere the Sovereign Grand Lodge of 1909 
closes, a charter will be granted for a National Rebekah Assembly 
I. O. O. F. In Texas last year, sixty-five new lodges were organized, 
and ten old ones brought to life. Since the Assembly meeting on 
March twenty-one new lodges have been organized, making in thirty 
months in Texas 151 new lodges with an increase in membership of 
8,033 members. The receipts for the past year amounted to something 
over $11,000. There were at the meeting of the Assembly in Galves- 
ton last March, 750 Past Noble Grands, each one showing more interest 
in the work than ever before. I hope to meet with this most useful 
Body in Seattle this year and renew the many ties of the Order that 
encircled around my heart last year at the meeting in Denver. Never 
before did I realize there -was so much in the triple links as while 
mingling with the ‘Fountain Head of Odd Fellowship’ last year, and I 
hope that the sisters will have the same chance to realize what 
Rebekah Odd Fellowship means if we are allowed a National 
Assembly.” 

Utah. — Mary C. Nickerson, Secretary, writes: “I am pleased to 
report a healthy condition of the Rebekah branch of the Order in this 
Jurisdiction. Although no new lodges have been instituted we are glad 
to report that several dormant lodges have awakened and resumed 
work. We now have twenty-tw r o lodges, with a membership of 1,304, 
and, taking into consideration that so many of the lodges are located 
in mining districts and composed of so many transient members, we 
feel proud of the good work accomplished in the Rebekah lodges of 
Utah. The Rebekah Assembly is. well attended by loyal sisters who 
always have the good of the Order at heart, and are ever striving to 
work for the golden chain of Odd Fellowship, Friendship, Love, and 
Truth, and to attain the perfection of the Ideal Rebekah.” 

Vermont. — Louise L. Boyce, Secretary, writes: “Although no new 
lodges have been added to our number, we have gained in member- 
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ship, thereby strengthening those we already have. Nearly all of the 
lodges seem to be active, progressive and enthusiastic, working to 
carry out the principles of the Order. The sum of $638.22 was given 
to the Gill Home at Ludlow, and $361.45 spent in special donations.” 

Virginia. — T. Wiley Davis, Grand Secretary, wTites: “You will 
observe that there is a seeming loss of five lodges during the year; 
this is the result of strenuous exertions by the Grand Master, the 
President and Secretary of the Assembly to cut oft the Mead limbs’ 
on the roll of lodges, many of which have done no work for several 
years, and have simply been ‘cumberers of the ground.’ A few new 
lodges have been organized that giv'e promise of usefulness and 
growth, but there are some yet on the list of lodges that have not 
submitted their annual reports for 1908. Notwithstanding the loss of 
a few lodges it is gratifying to report the gain of 333 in membership 
during the year, and if the present Secretary of the Assembly is con- 
tinued in that position we are confident of a steady increase in the 
future. The amounts expended for relief seem to be in fair proportion 
to the receipts, and the splendid facilities of our Orphans’ Home, where 
so many children are cared for, leave but little responsibility of that 
kind resting upon the lodges.” 

Washington. — Nellie M. Knoff, Secretary, writes: “The Rebekah 
branch of the Order in the ‘Evergreen State’ has prospered the past 
year as never before. On December 31, 1908, we had 191 lodges, with 
a membership of 16,166. Since January 1, 1909, seven new Rebekah 
lodges have been instituted, with a membership at institution of 250. 
We are rejoiced to report that our net gain in membership for the year 
1908 was 1,903, which is the largest net gain attained in our Jurisdic- 
tion. We are proud to report that no charters have been surrendered. 
Last year the Rebekah Assembly established a Rebekah Orphans’ 
Home Fund, and we hare now in this fund $3,082.30. The interest of 
our membership for our Home in beautiful Walla Walla has not wav- 
ered and it continues to be the pride of every Odd Fellow and Rebekah 
in Washington. Our membership is looking forward with fondest 
anticipations to the pleasure of entertaining the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge at Seattle, next September. On account of the Alaska-Yukon 
Exposition, we are looking forward to a very large attendance at that 
time and it is the desire of every member to make this meeting a 
memorable one in the history of the Sovereign Grand Lodge.” 


FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. 

Alaska. — Arth. Gibson, Secretary of Nome Lodge No. 5, under date 
of March 27, 1908, writes: “Our membership on December 31, 1908, 
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numbered eleven charter members and fifteen members initiated, a 
total of twenty-six members. Our receipts have been a gross total of 
$917.50 up to said date, and a U. S. money order for $45.90 will be 
attached to the report, being 5 per cent of above receipts. We have 
paid sick benefits for thirteen weeks, a total of $113.00, to Bro. Sam 
Burnside of Vancouver Lodge No. 8, Vancouver, B. C., and have charged 
said amount up to his lodge, and we have buried Bro. Chris Neilson 
of Gem City Lodge No. 116, Snohomish, Wash. This is a brief sum- 
mary of our report.” 

Australasia. — J. C. Smith, Grand Secretary, under date of June 4, 
1909, writes: “I feel sure that you will be pleased to see that substan- 
tial progress has been made in Australasia during the past year, and 
also to know that, despite dull times and labor troubles in one or two 
of the States, the general outlook for further progress is fairly bright. 
In these young countries, where a considerable proportion of the popu- 
lation is not permanently settled, the fraternal benefit societies are 
quickly affected by good or bad times, and the membership rises and 
falls in response thereto, with the certainty of a barometer. Hence 
we have wfith us an ever present trouble, for which a remedy has not 
been discovered. I allude to the very large number who cease mem- 
bership by non-payment of dues, and which seems to grieve the hearts 
of officers in all Jurisdictions. In a letter which I had a few days ago 
from our Grand Sire, Bro. Wm. Reid, of New Zealand, he informed mo 
that he would be unable to attend the session of the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge this year, owing to his Grand Lodge requiring his services in 
preparing for the change of business brought about by the consolida- 
tion of the sick funds. I was elected for the session of 1910, and as 
consolidation of our sick funds has been adopted by the Grand Lodge 
of Victoria, I am beginning to realize that Brother Reid’s difficulty this 
year may become mine next year. If so, I shall be grievously disap- 
pointed, for it has been the dream of my existence for many years to 
visit the great Continent of America, and to be a representative at a 
session of the Sovereign Grand Lodge. I received the first of the new 
Veteran Jewels a few days ago and have sent it on to South Australia 
for which Jurisdiction it was ordered. The new jewel is a long way 
behind the old one, and will be criticised a good deal. I have been 
asked if the old pattern has been altogether superseded, and whether 
the latter can still be purchased. When writing, kindly let me know 
this. Bro. G. T. Clarke, P. G. Sire, was to have been with us this 
week, but pressing business has kept him at home in Sydney. He is 
making good use of his improved education on matters pertaining to 
Odd Fellowship, and is endeavoring to introduce many points he picked 
up in his visit to your country. I am quite free to confess that he has 
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a wide field here to improve the Order in its fraternal aspect, which 
is very apt to be neglected when financial benefits are made the first 
consideration. Will you kindly convey the warm greetings of the 
Australasian brethren to the Grand Sire, Officers and Representatives 
at the coming session of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, which I think 
will be a pleasant and profitable one.” 

Hawaii. — D. P. Lawrence, D. D. G. Sire, under date of February 18, 
1909, writes: “It will be noticed that there was a total decrease in 
membership for all the lodges and encampment of thirty-five for the 
year and an actual loss to the Order of twenty-four members, considering 
the two subordinate lodges only. A large number of members were sus 
pended for non-payment of dues; this is owing to the fact that a large 
portion of the population of this territory is of a transient nature, or 
a sort of roaming population, especially the race (the white race) from 
which we acquire members. Many desirable men come to this country 
and find employment or start a business and remain here for a few 
years, some of whom we get into the Order. Then for various reasons 
they depart for the mainland, taking up their residence, to them, in 
new fields with bright prospects, but meet with disappointment and 
again move on, and eventually we lose track of them through their 
neglect to keep us informed of their whereabouts. They become in 
arrears and are finally suspended and we hear no more of them. The 
financial condition of the lodges here is good; both the subordinate 
lodges and the encampment have a considerable amount of invested 
funds. Here I beg to acknowledge receipt of proclamation of W. L. 
Kuykendall, Acting Grand Sire, with attest of the Grand Secretary, 
announcing the death of our beloved brother, John L. Nolen, late 
Grand Sire. In compliance with the order therein contained, the 
charters of all the subordinate bodies in this Jurisdiction were draped 
in mourning for the required period of time.” 

Netherlands. — H. J. Van Wankum, Grand Secretary, under date of 
April 30, 1909, writes: “I herewith have the honor to hand you inclosed 
our yearly report for 1908, from which you will see that the condition 
of the Order in the Netherlands is favorable. We can add, however, 
that the beginning of this year is showing an improvement, as we have 
thirty new members who are all to be initiated in the coming month. 
We, therefore, hope that our report for 1909 will be much better than 
the inclosed one.” 

Panama. — B. F. Sisson, D. D. G. Sire, under date of April 19, 1909, 
writes: “The three lodges under my Jurisdiction are in a flourishing 
condition and are taking in new members and have degree work at 
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nearly every meeting. I am so situated at present that I am unable 
to visit them as often as I wish, but nevertheless I keep in touch with 
them through the mail and meeting brothers from the several lodges.” 

Philippine Islands. — George N. Hurd, D.. D. G. Sire, under date of 
March 22, 1909, writes: “Owing to the fact that I have been unable 
to complete the installation of the appointive officers of Manila Lodge 
No. 1 until now, I have delayed writing my semi-annual letter to you. 
I take great pleasure in reporting a substantial increase in member- 
ship for the year, in fact the largest increase we have had in any one year. 
The membership at the beginning of the year 1908 was seventy-eight; on 
December 31, 1908, there were ninety members, a net gain of twelve. 
I have not been called upon to perform any official acts, except the 
granting of permission to dispense with the meetings which fell upon 
holidays. The principal events of interest during the year have been 
the arrival of the new rituals and the visit of the U. S. Battleship 
Fleet. The rituals were much belated, owing to the fact that they 
were sent by express and came by way of Europe. Upon the arrival 
of the rituals, the officers entered enthusiastically upon the learning 
of the new -work and we are now able to give it fairly well. Long 
before the arrival of the Battleship Fleet, we had learned that there 
were some 250 Odd Fellows aboard. Manila Lodge immediately ap- 
pointed committees and raised funds to entertain the visiting brothers 
on a hospitable scale, but alas, we as well as the brothers on the ships 
were doomed to disappointment, for although we were permitted to 
witness the magnificent sight of the procession of war vessels, a sight 
that can never be forgotten, the brothers on the fleet were not per- 
mitted to land, except in small squads and at times which rendered 
it impossible for us to entertain them. The cause of the disappoint- 
ment was an outbreak of cholera, which was exaggerated. I person- 
ally, however, had the pleasure of meeting several enthusiastic 
brothers from the ships and was much impressed with what they told 
me of the strength and enthusiasm of Odd Fellowship in Australia 
The Odd Fellows of the fleet were overwhelmed with courtesies by 
their Australian brothers. What the sailors told me of the strength 
of Australian Odd Fellowship was a revelation to me. I was after- 
wards much pleased to read of the reception of Grand Sire Clarke 
at the session of the Sovereign Grand Lodge in Denver. At the begin- 
ning of the year I also received a beautiful souvenir card from Brother 
Clarke containing portraits of Past Grand Sire Conway and Grand 
Sire Clarke. Returning to the visit of the fleet, all that we could do 
to express our fraternal spirit towards the brothers of the fleet was 
to send them all souvenir buttons commemorating their visit to Manila. 
We also had the pleasure of presenting, them with a beautiful box of 
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native wood, in which they proposed to inclose a traveling gavel of 
California wood, to be sent to their Australian brethren in appreciation 
of the courtesies which they had received from them. The exchange of 
such courtesies by brothers of the great brotherhood hailing from such 
distant Jurisdictions is a pleasant reminder that Odd Fellowship is 
conquering the world.” 

Sweden. — Fred Geijer, Grand Secretary, under date of February 9, 
1909, writes: “I am not yet prepared to reply as to the Official Receipt, 
because I should like to hear first the opinion of our Grand Lodge 
meeting in July about the matter. The principal reason why we should 
consider the advisability of acknowledging the Official Certificate for 
visiting purpose is, that so many American brethren come over here 
with no Visiting Card, but only this certificate intended for “the Conti- 
nent of North America,” and it seems hard for us to refuse them 
admittance to our lodges on account of this omission. If, however, we 
acknowledge the certificate here, it ought, in order to avoid mistakes, 
be mentioned on the back of the form. Perhaps your communications 
to the other Jurisdictions will lead to a general adoption of the certifi- 
cate, which would simplify the matter. Besides, as many of our mem- 
bers do not understand English, we could not abolish our Swedish 
receipts and consequently not accept the Official Certificates the only 
legal receipts for dues, but only use it for members going abroad.” 

Under date of April 26, 1909, Brother Geijer writes: “I think we 
may be satisfied with the result. During the year we have instituted 
one new lodge and one new encampment; the net gain in lodge mem- 
bership is 274 and in encampment membership 174. The capital of 
our Jurisdiction has since last year increased with more than $30,000. 
We have 2 clubs, which are likely soon to be transverted into lodges 
and all is going on well everywhere.” 

Yukon. — D. C. Robertson, D. D. G. Sire, under date of February 25, 
1909, writes: “I am very pleased to report another very successful 
year for Odd Fellowship in the Yukon. Dawson Lodge No. 1 has 
initiated twenty-one new members, two by card, reinstated four, and 
have three withdrawals which leaves us with seventy-eight in good 
standing December 31, 1908. I am informed that the lodge has initiated 
seven this year so far and have eleven applications pending; that is a 
good start for the year. The new officers are doing great work in all 
the degrees, not a ritual in sight. They say they will reach the cen- 
tury mark before their term is up. The lodge is doing well financially 
and will be out of debt this summer, with the exception of some 
coupons held by the members. We will then own our hall, which 
has store-rooms underneath and will some day be rentable. The pros- 
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pects for Odd Fellowship are good in Dawson. While the boom days 
are over there are more people coming here expecting to stay for 
some years, and they are more inclined to join some Order than here- 
tofore. Klondike Encampment No. 1 has also had a very successful 
year. The Yukon Rebekah Lodge No. 1 is holding its own and is 
doing good work socially. God has been good to us in many ways, 
we have only had four weeks’ sickness among our own members in 
seven years and no deaths, which says a great deal for the Yukon as 
a healthy country. We have the finest kind of summer weather and 
we don’t seem to mind the extreme cold, the air is so dry and bracing 
Today it is zero and the sun is shining and it is a pleasure to be 
out doors.”

pleasure and for the labor of love which will be performed in our 
behalf. Let us hope that the session will be a memorable and success- 
ful one.

Therefore we will content ourselves by simply referring 
to those matters and things which may invite particular or local 
interest. 

One of the very first matters of business taken up was the con- 
sideration of Resolution No. 1, offered by Representative Daniel of 
Georgia, for which he asked immediate consideration. The resolution 
is as follows: 

Resolved , That the Sovereign Grand Lodge proceed at once to elect 
and install a Grand Sire for the unexpired term of Grand Sire Nolen, 
deceased, and to fill any vacancy that may be occasioned by the election 
of a Grand Sire. 

The resolution was adopted. Upon calling for nominations for 
Grand Sire, Deputy Grand Sire W. L. Kuykendall was nominated, and 
there were no further nominations. Upon motion, Past Grand Sire 
Durham cast the entire vote for Brother Kuykendall and he was de- 
clared duly elected. 

The roll of jurisdictions was then called for nominations for 
Deputy Grand Sire, and the following were placed in nomination: 
Representative John B. Cockrum, of Indiana; Representative Massena 
Bullard, of Montana; Representative Columbus A. Keller (a Past Grand 
Master of Illinois), of Texas; Representative Hill Montague, of Vir- 
ginia. A ballot was taken, which resulted as follows: 


Total votes cast 207 

Necessary to a choice 104 

Of which 

Cockrum received 110 

Bullard received 2 

Keller received S3 

Montague received v.. 2 


Brother Cockrum, having received a majority of all the votes cast, 
was declared elected. The two officers-eleot were thereon duly in- 
stalled. 

Past Grand Sire Underwood then presented appropriate resolutions 
upon the death of Grand Sire Nolen and Past Grand Sires Cable and 
Busbee, which were a special order of business on Thursday morning 
at 9:30 o’clock, at which time the Special Committee on Memorials, 
through Past Grand Sire Durham, made the following report: 
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Report 71. By P. G. Sire Durham, from the Committee on Me- 
morials: 

To the Sovereign Grand Lodge of the Independent Order of Odd 
Fellows: 

The Past Grand Sires to whom was referred so much of the 
Acting Grand Sire’s report as relates to the proclamation by him 
after the death of Grand Sire Nolen and the proper memorial on 
him, and the deaths of G. G. Sires Cable and Busbee, would report 
that we approve the proclamation, think the same was eminently 
proper, and express the hope that the same has been obeyed by every 
Grand and subordinate lodge in our entire jurisdiction. In regard to 
the memorial addresses on the lives of these distinguished brothers, 
we present the following, which is but a succinct statement of their 
lives and characters: 

John L. Nolen was born June 3, 1852, in the town of Nolenville, 
Tenn., and continued to live there until he was about twenty-five years 
old. He attended such schools as that community afforded. Being 
ambitious to acquire an education, he studied when not in school, and 
commenced the study of law under Judge William House, of Franklin, 
Tenn. He obtained a license to practice, and commenced the practice 
of law at his native town, but soon looked around for a broader field 
and removed to Nashville, Tenn., where he continued to live and prac- 
tice his profession until he died, December 14, 1908. As a lawyer he 
was learned, diligent and industrious; as advisor, he was safe and 
sound; as an advocate he was notable, being of fine presence, a rich 
voice, and having command of strong, vigorous English, which enabled 
him to present a case with great effect before a court or jury. Through- 
out his entire course, and especially in his association with his brothers, 
his character for truth and sincerity was established and maintained. 
His word on a statement of fact was taken as final. No question was 
ever raised upon any promise he made. His bearing was dignified, 
courteous and gentlemanly. He made friends of all those with whom 
he came in contact. He was universally esteemed by the members of 
the bar, and was a successful lawyer. He was an active and influential 
member of the Methodist church, and was honored by it in their State 
Council, by being put on their most important committee. He was 
also an active Sunday school worker. Brother Nolen joined Nolensville 
Lodge when he was twenty-one years old, and was an active worker 
therein, and when he moved to Nashville he moved his membership 
there and joined Smiley Lodge, and was soon elected Noble Grand, 
and soon thereafter was elected Grand Master. In this office he dis- 
played executive ability in managing the affairs of the Order in that 
state. In going out of this office he was elected Representative to the 
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S. G. Lodge, and was reelected to the same office until he was elected 
Deputy Grand Sire, in 1906, and was unanimously elected Grand Sire 
in 1908. While a member of the S. G. Lodge he took an active part 
in all the proceedings, serving on some of the most important com- 
mittees. He was a fine speaker, and had a very clear, ringing voice; 
he was a strong debater, and thoroughly conversant with the tenets 
of the Order and a good parliamentarian. He had great influence in 
the Grand Lodge. Had he lived, on account of his great ability we be- 
lieve he would have had a successful administration, but the good man 
has gone from among us. He was a man of universal popularity, 
genial and bright, with always a pleasant word for his friends and 
those with whom he associated. In the family circle he was kind and 
gentle, indulgent, and was loved and worshiped by a devoted wife and 
children, who are now bowed in deep. sorrow at their irreparable loss. 

We further find that Past Grand Sire A. C. Cable was born in 
Pleasant Hill, Ohio, March 19, 1849, where he resided with his parents 
until 1859, when he removed to Covington, Ohio, where he attended 
the public school. ' In 1864 he went to Kansas, where he resided eight 
years. In 1879 he was elected cashier of Stillwater Bank, in Covington, 
which post he held until he died, the first day of November, 1908. He 
filled this office faithfully, with great credit to himself and profit to the 
stockholders. He served four years in the Ohio Senate, from 1884 to 
1887, inclusive, from the Twelfth Senatorial District, and took an 
active part in the legislation during that time. He joined the Odd 
Fellows in 1870. He was an active member, by reason of which he 
soon passed the Chair, filling every office in the subordinate lodge; 
was appointed Grand Marshal of the Grand Lodge of Ohio in 1888, and 
was elected Deputy Grand Master in 1889, and served as such with 
great credit to himself and general good to the Order. He was ap- 
pointed Grand Marshal of the S. G. Lodge in 1890, serving in that 
office in 1891-1892, and in 3 893 he was elected Grand Representative to 
the S. G. Lodge, and served in that capacity until 1898, when be was 
elected on the first ballot Deputy Grand Sire. In all these years of 
service as Grand- Representative he was active in all the proceedings of 
the S. G. Lodge, serving on the most important committees and having 
great weight with his fellow members. He was a fine speaker and 
very strong debater, quick to catch the matter in hand and enforce 
his views on any question he might discuss with great force, having 
a clear, ringing voice. The Journal of the Proceedings of the S. G. 
Lodge will show the actual part which he took in all the proceedings 
while there. He was elected Grand Sire in 1900, and served two years 
ably. He was a good parliamentarian, and presided with great ability 
and promptness. He was appointed A. D. C. in 1880 on the staff of 
the Lieutenant General with the rank of Colonel, promoted to Briga- 
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dier General in 1S87, and in 1898 breveted Major General, and in 1889 
promoted to the full rank of Major General. It will thus be seen, but 
few men in the Order have risen so rapidly, filling every office from the 
lowest to the highest, and none more faithfully and earnestly. He 
was ambitious, and his ambition made him the student of men and 
affairs, that early placed him at the front, and he capitulated with 
none. He was a kind, devoted husband, a loving father in his home, 
and was loved among its members and those who were his hosts. 
He was agreeable and companionable in social circles, genial in his 
manners, urbane in his intercourse, sympathetic in the distress of 
others, recognizing no line of class distinction in his conduct with 
others. He loved his neighbor as a brother. He was very vigilant of 
the comforts and pleasures of those of his home circle, and was an 
active and influential member of the Christian church. In a word, 
he was an honest, upright gentleman, a devoted husband and a loving 
father and a true Odd Fellow. , 

Charles M. Busbee was born in Raleigh, N. C., on the 23rd day of 
October, 1845, and died at his home in that city on the 7th day of 
August, 1909. He lived and died in the house his grandfather built 
in 1816. His early education was given him by his mother, who was 
a famous teacher of children in that day. Afterward he went to 
Raleigh Academy, and was at Hampton City w r hen the Civil War broke 
out, and at the age of eighteen years entered the Confederate army in 
1862. After some service in the army he was made Sergeant Major 
of the Fourth North Carolina regiment. He was a good soldier, brave 
and courageous. He was captured in the bloody battle of Spottsylvania 
Court House, but was afterward exchanged and sent home, but soon 
returned to his regiment, and was in the terrible battle before Peters- 
burg, and participated in the last struggle of the war with his com- 
mand at Appomatox. After the war he spent a year and a half at the 
University of North Carolina. For a short time he held a position in 
the executive department when Vance was the Governor of that state. 
He was chosen the Register of Deeds for Wilks county, studied law at 
Chapel Hill, and was admitted to the bar in 1867. He~was an indus- 
trious, painstaking lawyer, was very popular, and soon secured a fine 
practice. He was employed in many of the most important cases com- 
ing up in that court and the Supreme Court of the state. He was a 
very fine speaker, and by reason of his eloquence he had great weight 
before the court and the jury. In his argument in the John Ballamy 
contest case his effort was one of *the finest of the kind ever heard 
in Washington, In 1874 he was elected to the State Senate, and in 
1884 elected to the House of Representatives. In both houses he was 
regarded as one of the most popular men in the legislature. In 1892, 
being recommended by both Senators, he was appointed Postmaster at 
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Raleigh, filling that office acceptably to all. He joined Manteo Lodge 
No. 8, I. O. O. F., in 1870, and remained an active member of that 
Lodge until his death. He took a deep interest in the Order, and 
soon passed the Chair and was elected Grand Master, and was a most 
popular member of the Order in the whole state. In 1874 he was elected 
a Representative to the Grand Lodge of the United States (now 
Sovereign Grand Lodge). In that body he was regarded as one of the 
most influential members, taking a very active part and serving on 
the most important committees. In 1888 he was elected Deputy Grand 
Sire, and in 1890 he was elected Grand Sire. He was a good parlia- 
mentarian. In 1900 he was elected to revise the decisions of the Grand 
Lodge, which he did, and is now the recognized authority in the Order. 
He was an active, influential member of the Episcopal church. He 
was fond of his friends and loved their society. His home always was 
the center of his charming hospitality, and he was happiest when 
making his friends and guests happy. He leaves a good wife and chil- 
dren and many thousands of Odd Fellows to mourn his death. He was 
a fine lawyer, a splendid speaker, a devoted husband, a loving father, 
a true, genuine Odd Fellow. 

Signed by the Committee. 

The following disposition was made of the decisions of the Grand 
Sire. Decisions 6, 7, 8 and 10 were referred to the secret session. 

Decision 23 was modified to read as follows: 

Resolved, That the words “if the sum fixed is not practically inade- 
quate for procuring the service required. A sum adequate for such 
service varies greatly; what might be deemed ample in one locality 
would not be sufficient in another” be stricken out, so that the answer 
as modified shall be as follows: 

Answer. This question is practically included in Decision No. 22. 
I believe the lodge has a right to limit the sum to be paid by it per 
night for nurse hire. 

The answer of the Grand Sire in Decision No. 30 was amended to 
read as follows: 

Answer. As I understand the statement and question, a member 
is elected as a non-beneficial member and becomes a non-beneficial 
member. If the last paragraph of said question contemplates the 
changing from non-beneficial to beneficial membership, there seems 
to be no law prohibiting such change. 

Question. If it can be done, what would be the proper course to 
pursue? 

Answer. Any orderly proceeding that clearly expresses the lodge’s 
decision to restore the brother to the beneficial class; but votes on 
such proposition should be by secret ballot. 
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The answer in Decision 45 was modified so as to read: “A two* 
thirds vote as provided by the By-Laws of the Canton.” 

Decisions 4, 12, 2G, 33 and 37 were reversed. All the other deci- 
sions were affirmed. 

The appeal of Bro. Winchester Hall from the decision of the Grand 
Lodge of Illinois, at the session of 1908, was dismissed. This case 
arose out of a claim for benefits. Brother Hall was a member of 
Excelsior Lodge No. 22. Said lodge has a by-law providing for the 
payment of sick benefits at the rate of $6 per week for the first six 
months, $4 per week for the second six months, and thereafter $1 per 
week for any continued illness. Brother Hall had been on the sick 
list and had drawn benefits at the maximum rate. He was declared 
off on his own motion. Subsequently he asked to be restored, claim- 
ing to be suffering from another and different sickness. The lodge 
took issue with him on this question of fact, which issue determined 
the rate of benefits to be paid, to wit, maximum or minimum rate. 
This issue was determined in favor of the lodge; first, by our own 
Committee on Judiciary and Appeals; second, by our Grand Lodge; 
and lastly by the Sovereign Grand Lodge. As a precedent this case 
determines that a brother cannot declare himself off the sick list, and 
thereafter have himself restored and thereby draw benefits at the 
maximum rate, if, as a matter of fact, he is not suffering from another 
and different sickness. The opinion in this case was written by 
Representative Robertson of Oklahoma. 

One of the pleasing and instructive incidents of the session was 
the introduction and presence of Bro. Petrus Beyer, the Grand Sire of 
Denmark. Upon his introduction to the Grand Body, he responded as 
follows: 

“Honorable Brother Grand Sire, My Dear Gentlemen and Brethren: 
Standing here in this splendid assembly of the most distinguished 
men of the Order, I feel inclined to express to you the admiration 
and high esteem that I and the whole Brotherhood, not alone in the 
Danish Jurisdiction but in the other European Jurisdictions, feel for 
the honored brothers of our Order. We are all prompted by the wish 
of conserving and increasing the honor and influence of the Order. 
We are all working to fatten and strengthen the feeling of unity and 
brotherhood of the Order. Although we, on account of the different 
conditions of life under which we are living, are not of the same 
mind as to the ways and the means which we have to use to attain 
this high object, this is only the outcome of the reflections caused 
by the special conditions of the different countries. Never has the 
wish of union, friendship and progress between all Odd Fellows 
throughout the world been more living and active than between the 
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Odd Fellows in Europe. Certainly I am not a member of this excellent 
Grand Lodge, but as Grand Sire for Denmark, Iceland and Norway, 
and I trust myself to say in full understanding with my colleagues 
in the other European Jurisdictions, I hope to get the opportunity of 
explaining to this assembly, through its excellent Committee for For- 
eign Jurisdictions, the wishes and plans prevailing between us, that 
are sure to find an open ear not alone at this committee, but even 
at the Sovereign Grand Lodge. I know that an understanding, affec- 
tionate mother will always pay regard to the wishes and hopes of her 
children, as much as is consistent with the common welfare, and this 
must not, as I said in the beginning, suffer any break. 

“May I once more pronounce to you, my dear brethren, the great 
pleasure I feel in being able today to be in the midst of you, and we 
will join together in this wish: May God give the Order good fortune 
and progress, and may He hold His protecting hand over the leading 
men of the Order.” 

Brother Beyer possesses a charming personality, and, although he 
is a citizen of Denmark and speaks a foreign tongue, he is sufficiently 
familiar with the English language to make him an agreeable com- 
panion socially. His conversation supplements the reports of foreign 
correspondence, and affords good grounds for the belief that the 
American Odd Fellowship will soon be as firmly' established in Conti- 
nental Europe as it is in North America. 

The question of the advisability of establishing general sanitar- 
iums for the treatment of those of our brothers who are afflicted with 
tuberculosis has been discussed for some years. It is a question of 
vital interest to the membership at large. A proper solution of it 
will not only materially increase the efficiency of our Order as an 
agency for the relief of distress, but will tend to lessen the burdens 
cast upon the subordinate lodges of the localities where these afflicted 
brethren sojourn. In order to facilitate a better understanding of this 
question, we report the proceedings had thereon in full. 

No. 32. Representative Goodw^yn of Alabama moved the follow- 
ing, which was referred to the Committee on Sanitarium: 

“By a conservative estimate, there are over six thousand open 
cases of tuberculosis among Odd Fellows in the United States and 
Canada. Of this large number of afflicted brethren, more than three- 
fourths will, in all probability, go down to death as victims of this 
dread disease. Not only must the afflicted meet an untimely end, but 
during the brief time that is left to them to live they must be cared 
for at an expense beyond the strength of the subordinate lodges to 
bear. Because of the contagious nature of the disease, they are nursed 
at the risk of the lives of their families and friends, the deadly germs 
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are disseminated and the public health put in jeopardy. The situation 
is, indeed, appalling, and calls for prompt measures for relief. 

“For many years it was believed that tuberculosis was incurable, 
and its unhappy victims yielded as to the inevitable. Medical science 
now teaches that tuberculosis may be cured, indeed, that a cure in 
every case is possible, even probable, if in its eaTlier stages it be 
given the benefit of proper treatment. Statistics show that, under 
proper treatment, a complete recovery may be had in a very large per- 
centage of cases. The consumptive need no longer die as a matter 
of course; with proper attention, he may look forward with confident 
hope to restoration to health. 

“Tuberculosis is a disease the treatment of which requires the 
skilled attention of specialists. It is more a matter of hygene than of 
medicine; it is a matter of fresh air, diet and pleasant surroundings, 
of rest, nourishment and sunshine. The treatment can scarcely be had 
in its most effective form outside of a well equipped sanitarium. The 
body of our membership has not the means nor opportunity for treat- 
ment at an expensive hospital by the scientific methods necessary to 
give them the best chance of recovery. The duty of providing this 
means for caring for and healiug our afflicted brethren is one of the 
highest that can be imposed upon a benevolent Order. 

“Because of the lack of means and facilities sanitariums specially 
devoted to the treatment of consumptives are not feasible in the 
separate State Jurisdictions. This is a matter peculiarly within the 
province of the Sovereign Grand Lodge. We have funds invested in 
securities almost sufficient to establish such a sanitarium. How can 
it be justified that these funds are left for income, when there is this 
call for their appropriation to the ends of benevolence? 

“The Sovereign Grand Lodge should establish at least one sani- 
tarium for the treatment of members having tuberculosis. It should 
be well equipped so as to compare favorably with other institutions 
of similar character. Other orders of similar nature to ours have 
taken this step. We, who are never behind in benevolent enterprises, 
should not lag in this, the most important of all. 

“We are quick to respond with money and help in times of great 
catastrophes and epidemics. These are spectacular, and make a 
strong appeal to the imagination. The white plague of tuberculosis 
comes stealthily like a thief in the night; its victims are so scattered 
that its ravages pass almost unnoticed. In the total, there is a fearful 
cost; many more die in America from tuberculosis than from all 
other epidemics combined. It is a matter which demands, f in the 
most peremptory way, our immediate attention. 
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“ Resolved , That it be referred to a special committee of three to 
consider the advisability of the establishment of a sanitarium or sani- 
tariums for the care and treatment of members of the Order afflicted 
with tuberculosis. 

“Resolved, further, That the committee be directed to make a re- 
port at the present session.” 

Report 127. By Rep. Huddlestou, of Alabama, from the Special 
Committee on a Tuberculosis Sanitarium: 

“To the Sovereign Grand Lodge of the Lidependent Order of Odd 
Fellows: 

Your committee appointed to consider the advisability of estab- 
lishing a sanitarium for the treatment of members of the Order having 
tuberculosis beg leave to report as follows: 

We are profoundly convinced that at least one such sanitarium 
should be established without unnecessary delay. We regard this 
course as essential to the well-being and prosperity of the Order. There 
are thousands of our brethren suffering with this dread disease, to 
whom such an institution would be a Godsend, and the amount of prac- 
tical good which can be worked through such an agency is well nigh 
incalculable. In addition to the demands of charity we must bear in 
mind the fact that the growth and usefulness of our Order depend to a 
large extent on a generous adaptation of its functions to the needs 
of its members. Other fraternities are organizing to do battle with 
the great white plague and our Order must be abreast of the times in 
this great work. 

We have given the subject careful and serious consideration and 
have reached the conclusion embraced in the following recommenda- 
tions. We recommend: 

(1) That as soon as it may be done conveniently, this Grand 
Body should provide and maintain a sanitarium for the cure and treat- 
ment of members of the Order having tuberculosis. 

(2) That such changes as necessary, if any, should be made in 
our laws as will enable us to create a fund for that purpose and to 
disburse the same. 

(3) That the Grand Secretary be authorized to receive and pay 
to the Grand Treasurer any voluntary contributions which may be 
offered for that purpose. 

(4) That this committee be continued without expense to the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge until its next session, then to report and make 
further recommendations on the subject.” 


The report was adopted.

JOURNAL OF PROCEEDINGS

The following proposed amendment to the Constitution was laid 
on the table, which under the rules went over until the next session: 

We submit the following amendment to the Constitution of the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge, to-wit: That the following be added to the 
Constitution of the Sovereign Grand Lodge as a seperate article thereof: 

ARTICLE XXII. 

Section 1. The Sovereign Grand Lodge has the power to create a 
fund for establishing and maintaining sanitariums for the care and 
treatment of members of the Order suffering with tuberculosis.

W. S. WHEELER, G. R., Missouri, 

GEORGE HUDDLESTON, G. R., Alabama. 

Three proposed amendments to the Constitution of the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge were considered, and each of them was defeated by in- 
definite postponement. One related to the manner in which amend- 
ments to the Constitution might be made. Another related to the 
granting of charters to Grand Lodges, and provided that whenever the 
boundaries of any state or province might be changed, the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge could make the territorial jurisdiction of that Grand 
Lodge coextensive with the new boundaries as established for the state 
or province. This proposition was defeated on the ground that there 
is no reason why the Odd Fellows’ map should correspond with the 
political map. The other proposition provided for the admission by 
initiation of free white males eighteen years old and over. This last 
resolution has been considered and defeated from time immemorial, 
but, like Banquo’s ghost, it will not be downed and will appear again 
at the next session. 

The special committee appointed at the last Communication to 
revise the Constitution, By-Laws, Standing Resolutions and Charter 
of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, reported a complete revision of the Con- 
stitution, By-Laws, Rules of Order and Standing Resolutions, but made 
no suggestions for amending the Charter. The report was referred to a 
committee of the whole, which committee after much deliberation and 
discussion, rose and reported progress. 

The amendments to the Constitution of the Grand Lodge of Illinois, 
found on page 391 of the Journal of 1908, were approved. 

Upon motion of Representative Merrills, the telegraphic cipher code 
was amended by inserting the following: “Doubt — Identity in doubt. 
Wire description.” 

When the special order of business arrived for the selection of the 
next place of meeting, the following cities were placed in nomination: 
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The city of Atlanta, by Representative Daniels, of Georgia; the city of 
Chicago, by Representattive Merrills of Illinois; the city of Richmond, 
by Representative Montague, of Virginia; the city of Copenhagen, by 
Petrus Beyer, the Grand Sire of Denmark. A roll call resulted in the 
following vote: 


For Atlanta 122 

For Chicago 50 

For Richmond 29 

For Copenhagen 6 


Atlanta, Georgia, having received a majority of the votes, was 
declared to be the meeting place for 1910. 

There is an exceedingly strong desire on the part of a large number 
of Representatives to hold a Communication in Chicago; however, for 
certain well-known reasons, it was feared that 1910 was an inopportune 
time. Chicago is centrally located, and would thereby be an economic 
meeting place from the view-point of mileage and per diem. In addi- 
tion to this, there is probably a larger number of Cantons within a 
night's ride of Chicago than there is within the same radius of any 
other city. These two facts are strong arguments in favor of Chicago, 
and if the Odd Fellows of Chicago and the Grand Lodge and Grand 
Encampment of Illinois get behind an invitation, Chicago will be se- 
lected at the next meeting. In this connection it might be proper to 
state that the invitation of Copenhagen, Denmark, created quite a senti- 
ment in favor of meeting in some city in Continental Europe in the 
near future. In speaking favorably of the proposition, the chairman 
of the Finance Committee expressed the opinion that the expense of 
such a meeting would be no greater, and perhaps not so great, as was 
the expense of the Communication at Seattle. Aside from the question 
of expense, the missionary influence of such a meeting is worthy of 
consideration, and as an international incident it would attain an im- 
portance compared to which the International Peace Conference -would 
pale into insignificance. 

Representative Merrills offered the following resolution, requesting 
that it be referred to the Committee on Printing Supplies, which was 
agreed to: 

Resolve 7, That the Committee on Printing Supplies be instructed 
to consider the advisability of adopting a system of perforation, or other 
means of protection, whereby every official certificate may be so made 
out as to preclude the possibility of the amount for which it was given 
being raised, or the date to wdiich such receipt was made out being 
extended, and that said committee report its conclusion at the next 
session of this Grand Body. 
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It will be noticed that the Grand Sire in two separate paragraphs 
of his report calls attention to the fact that certain members of the 
Order are participating in the establishment of other organizations 
which are based upon membership in our Order or upon membership in 
some branch thereof. This subject matter of the Grand Sire’s repoit 
was referred to two separate committees, to-wit: the Committee on 
Legislation and the Committee on the State of the Order. 

The Committee on Legislation, through Representative Heinl, of 
Illinois, made th*e following report, which was adopted: 

To the Sovereign Grand Lodge of the Independent Order of Odd 
Fellows: 

Your Committee on Legislation, to whom was referred that portion 
of the report of the Acting Grand Sire entitled Rebekah Branch (page 
26, printed report), respectfully report that they have duly considered 
the matters referred to and are of the opinion that there is already 
sufficient law to prevent members of the various branches of the Order 
becoming members of the organizations referred to, and recommend 
that the Gand Sire enforce the laws preventing members of the Order 
from engaging in, creating or fostering any society which bases its 
membership wholly or partly on membership in either branch of our 
Order. 

The Committee on State of the Order, through Representative Crew, 
of the District of Columbia, made the following report, which was also 
adopted: 

To the Sovereign Grand Lodge of the Independent Order of Odd 
Fellows: 

Your Committee on the State of the Order, to whom was referred 
the proclamation of the Acting Grand Sire, appearing on pages 7 and 8 
of his report, relative to the participation by members of our Order in 
the establishment of other organizations which are based on member- 
ship in our Order, or whose members illegally use the uniform, re- 
galia, emblems, name, titles, mottoes, or initials of this Order, or any 
part of them; or in which qualification for membership is based on 
the applicant’s standing in this Order, beg leave to report that they 
have considered the matter and recommend that his action therein, as 
well as the form of the proclamation, be approved. 

“It is not understood why any loyal Odd Fellow, who knows the 
law of our Order, should be interested in promoting any organization 
in violation of our laws, and it is believed that the course pursued by 
the few of our members who are, or have been, so interested, is in 
ignorance of, rather than in opposition to, the laws of Odd Fellowship. 
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“It is therefore recommended that the Grand Sire, in his discretion, 
again advise the several jurisdictions of the provisions of the law 
bearing on this matter, and that a copy of the notice or proclamation 
be sent to and read in each Canton, Encampment, Subordinate Lodge 
and Rebekah Lodge of the Order.” 

It is not believed that there are any violations of this law within 
this jurisdiction, unless it may possibly be by an organization styling 
themselves the “Ladies Militant.” At the Communication of 190S a 
decision unfavorable to this organization was rendered. Again at this 
Communication the Sovereign Grand Lodge speaks in no uncertain 
terms relative to this law. Doubtless the Grand Sire will again call 
attention to it by another proclamation, before adopting any drastic 
measures. After all this publicity no one need be caught unawares, 
but a continued disobedience w r ould be as imprudent as “monkeying 
with a buzz-saw.” 

The attention of the Sovereign Grand Lodge was called to the fact 
that a certain manufacturing institution was using the three links for 
advertising purposes. This matter was referred to the Judiciary ^ Com- 
mittee, which, through Representative Montague, of Virginia, made an 
able and exhaustive report on the subject matter. Without going into 
detail, it is sufficient to state that the matter was placed in the hands 
of Representative Trautman, of New York, who is a practicing lawyer 
in New York city, as a special committee of one, for investigation and 
such action of an advisory character as may be properly taken during 
the recess of the Sovereign Grand Lodge. 

A resolution to edit and publish a supplementary digest was not 
concurred in. 

A resolution was adopted providing for the introduction of our 
Order in Austria-Hungary, provided no lodge shall be instituted or 
established until after a charter for the same shall have been granted 
by the Sovereign Grand Lodge. 

A resolution was adopted providing for the change of the numeral 
25 on the face of the Veteran Jewel once every five years, so as to 
show, approximately, the wearer’s membership. 

Representative Powers, of Minnesota, introduced a resolution pro- 
viding for a uniform code of procedure governing lodge trials. The 
Committee on Legislation, to whom it was referred, reported adversely 
upon it, upon the ground that it invaded the prerogatives of the va- 
rious Subordinate Grand Lodges. Upon motion, further consideration 
of the matter was deferred until the next annual Communication. 

A charter was issued for the institution of a new Grand Encamp- 
ment in the Province of Quebec. 
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The law relative to the initiation of the deaf, dumb or blind was 
slightly modified by the adoption of the following resolution: 

“ Resolved , That the totally deaf, dumb or blind can not be initiated 
into the Order. It is not expedient to initiate into the Order any per- 
son deprived of the sense of sight or hearing, or the power of speech; 
provided , however, that this shall not apply to the blind wife, daughter, 
mother or sister of an Odd Fellow.” 

The twenty-five and fifty-year Veteran Jewels may be worn in lieu 
of regalia in certain instances, under the authority of the following 
resolution, which was adopted: 

“ Resolved , That the twenty-five year and fifty-year Veteran Jewels, 
adopted and issued by the Sovereign Grand Lodge, may be worn in 
lieu of regalia by any brother entitled to wear the same, in any Su- 
bordinate Lodge, Encampment or Rebekah Lodge; provided , however , 
that the regular prescribed regalia of the office must be worn by officers 
when acting as such.” 

The foregoing is an epitome of the business part of the session. 
But it would not be proper to close this report without making some 
allusion to the social features and the hospitality of the great North- 
west. 

One of the most familiar figures on the floor, and in the hotel 
lobby, is that of Past Grand Sire Milton J. Durham, of Kentucky. This 
Veteran Odd Fellow has been a member of the Sovereign Grand Lodge 
for two generations, and has attended fifty-five of its annual Communi- 
cations. He was personally acquainted with and received much of his 
inspiration from such brothers as Wildey, Ridgely, Nicholson, De-Saus- 
sure, Fitzhugh, Colfax, and others of those “Noble Romans” who con- 
tributed so much toward making our Order such an important factor 
of our social structure. May he long live to enjoy the homage and 
esteem of the younger brethren. 

Two of the most important social features of the session were the 
sermon on Sunday and the street parade on Wednesday. The annual 
sermon was delivered by Rev. Mark A. Mathews, D. D., pastor of the 
First Presbyterian church. It was an able effort, thoroughly appre- 
ciated by all. Doubtless it will be reported in full in the permanent 
Journal. The street parade was a decided success. Citizens of Seattle 
stated that it was the grandest and most gorgeous display ever seen 
on the streets of their city. There must have been ten thousand men 
in line. Lodges, Encampments and Cantons seemed to have come from 
everywhere. The parade was witnessed by vast throngs of spectators, 
variously estimated at from one to five hundred thousand. Expressions 
of admiration were heard on every hand, and many who are less fa- 
miliar with the Order gave vent to expressions of wonder and surprise 
that the Odd Fellows was such a big institution, and possessed of so 
much respectability. 
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The Illinois contingent was not so large as at the other Communi- 
cations. Among those present, in addition to the four Grand Repre- 
sentatives, we noticed the following: Past Grand Sire E. S. Conway 
and wife; Past Grand Representative J. Otis Humphrey and wife; 
Past Grand Representative Theodore Finn; Grand Secretary John H. 
Sikes and wife; Past Grand Representative E. H. Kinney; A. T. Roner 
and wife; L. K. Chalmers, W. A. McKnight, David King; Sisters Nellie 
L. Harris, Ruth Chamberlin, Mrs. Fred B. Merrills and Mrs. F. D. P. 
Snelling. 

The hospitality of the people of Seattle and the Northwest knew 
no bounds, and the courtesies extended to the Officers and Representa- 
tives and their ladies were thoroughly appreciated. One of the most 
pleasant of these courtesies was an excursion to the Puget Sound Navy 
Yard tendered to the ladies by the local entertainment committee. 

In conclusion permit us to state that we are deeply sensible of the 
honor conferred upon us by having been selected to represent the Grand 
Lodge in the highest tribunal of the Order, and to participate in some 
feeble measure in its deliberations and in the shaping of its policies. 
For this honor we desire to express our heartfelt thanks. 

Although the Order has become a recognized factor in our social 
fabric, it has just passed the threshold of its career. From a member- 
ship of a million and a half, it will increase in numbers until it has a 
representative at practically every fireside. Its lodges will be found 
in every land. Its influence will illuminate every life, and assist in 
the moulding of every character. Boundary lines of states and pro- 
vinces will give way to its onward progress, and sceptered monarchs 
will meet loyal subjects on the common level and participate with them 
in the diffusion of the principles of benevolence and charity. Its 
tenets will exert such an influence over its members that to say that a 
man is an Odd Fellow will be equivalent to saying that he is loving, 
self-sacrificing and an honest man. All this, and much more, is possible,, 
for believe with Robert Burns, 

“That man to man the warld o’er. 

Shall brothers be for a’ that.”

Whereas, Under the present and existing laws of this Grand Lodge 
its endowment funds can only be invested in bonds of the United States, 
the State of Illinois, bonds of municipalities of the State of Illinois, 
first mortgages on real estate in the State of Illinois; 

Therefore, be it enacted by this Grand Lodge that in addition to 
the securities above named the Board of Trustees of our endowment 
funds be and they are hereby authorized and empowered to invest said 
endowment funds in good productive faTm lands in the State of Illinois, 
when instructed so to do by this Grand Lodge; and 

Whereas, There is now for sale eighty (80) acres of good pro- 
ductive farm land which lies contiguous to our Orphans’ Home Farm 
in Lincoln, Logan County, Illinois, which land can now be bought at 
the price of $200 per acre; and 

Whereas, In the judgment of this Grand Lodge, said lands at that 
price would not depreciate in value, but would be a good, safe, 
permanent and profitable investment for a part of the endowment 
funds of our Orphans’ Home; therefore, be it 

Resolved , That the Board of Trustees of our endowment funds be, 
and they are, hereby instructed to purchase said tract of eighty (80) 
acres of land, provided the title is perfect, at a price not exceeding two 
hundred dollars ($200) per acre, and to pay for the same out of that 
part of our endowment funds belonging to our Orphans’ Home, and 
that the income and proceeds thereof each year be used exclusively 
for the support and maintenance of our Orphans’ Home. 

Be it further Resolved , That should such land be purchased and 
paid for in the manner above stated, the price paid for the same shall 
continue to be carried in the endowment fund belonging to our 
Orphans’ Home, and the amount therefor simply be considered as 
permanently invested in said lands; and should such lands be pur- 
chased by said Board of Trustees, the Grand Master is hereby author- 
ized to -draw a warrant on the Grand Treasurer for the purchase price 
thereof, payable to the parties from whom it is purchased out of the 
Orphans’ Home endowment fund.

Whereas, Effective and impressive degree work is only performed 
by the average lodge man following the attainment of that proficiency 
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which is acquired by persistent and arduous practice, and in no other 
way; and 

Whereas, Those who strive are deserving of the satisfaction of 
knowing whether their work bears the stamp of official approval, and 
if not, what changes are necessary to make it correct; and 

Whereas, The very best inducement that can be offered to those 
who devote their time, talent and energy in perfecting themselves for 
service in degree work is the assurance of the permanence, dignity and 
stability of the work itself and the knowledge that exertion put forth 
to acquire proficiency shall not be wasted on the fad, fancy or whim 
of each passing individual instructor or even administration; and 

Whereas, There is at present no standard of authority for classi- 
fying the degree work aside from specifying the lines to be spoken; 
now, therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Grand Master be authorized and empowered to 
appoint a Board of Critics of five members, whose term of service shall 
be five years, except that the first five shall be appointed at one time 
and shall serve, one for one year, one for two years, one for three years, 
one for four years and one for five years, and they shall determine 
their respective terms by casting lots. Following the first appointment, 
one member shall be appointed each year, and nothing herein shall 
be construed as preventing the reappointment of a member of the 
board whose fidelity and qualifications shall merit that honor. 

Resolved, further , That the Board of Critics shall formulate and 
promulgate a diagram for the floor work during the rendition of the 
dramatic parts of the several degrees. Amplification of the movements 
shown in the diagram, not inconsistent with the same, shall be per- 
mitted and encouraged, in order to create friendly competition and dis- 
play of individual accomplishments, but no work shall be recognized 
as correct unless it shall include the work indicated in the diagram 
and have the approval of the Board of Critics.

Dear Brothers. — Owing to the fact that the necessary expense of 
conducting a lodge in a large city is so much greater than in an or- 
dinary sized one — such as rents, light, fuel, insurance — and further, the 
greater liability that a lodge assumes, owing to the hazards which their 
members are subject to; therefore we, the undersigned representatives, 
beg to submit for your careful consideration the following amendment: 

Proposed amendment to Article X, Section 2, Constitution for 
Subordinate Lodges, changing the initiation fee “only” in cities having 
a population of 200,000 or more, from five dollars ($5.00) to ten (10) 
dollars. Said section if amended would read as follows: 

MINIMUM FEE FOR MEMBERSHIP. 

No person shall be admitted to membership in this lodge for a 
less sum than is hereby provided, viz: By initiation, in all cities or 
towns having a population of less than 200,000, five dollars ($5.00), 
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and in all cities having a population of 200,000 or more, ten dollars 
($10.00). By deposit of card, two dollars ($2.00); as an Ancient Odd 
Fellow, five dollars ($5.00); and as a non-beneficial member, five dol- 
lars ($5.00) ; Provided , that no admission fee shall be charged a brother 
who shall be admitted by transfer certificate, except he shall pay for 
a medical certificate regarding his health, should one be required by 
the by-laws of this lodge; and Provided , further , that no admission

Your Special Committee to draft an amendment to the Assembly 
Constitution defining the duties of the Trustees would respectfully 
report the following amendments: 

1. Amend Article VI, Section 10, by adding thereto the follow- 
ing: “It shall be the duty of the Trustees to pass upon the bonds of 
the Secretary and Treasurer of the Assembly; the chairman being 
the custodian of all approved bonds. The Trustees shall also act as 
an effective committee of the Assembly in carrying out all acts not 
otherwise provided for, or that may be referred to therh,” so that 
when thus amended it shall read as follows: 

Section 10. The Rebekah State Assembly shall elect five Trus- 
tees from members of this Rebekah State Assembly, to serve for a 
term of one year. It shall be the duty of the Trustees to pass upon 
the bonds of the Secretary and Treasurer of the Assembly; the chair- 
man of the Trustees being the custodian of all approved bonds. The 
Trustees shall also act for the Aseembly in carrying out all acts not 
otherwise provided for, or that may be referred to them. 

2. Amend Article IV, Section 1, by striking out of the last sen- 
tence the words, “she shall hold the bonds of the Secretary and Treas- 
urer,” so that when thus amended it shall read as follows: 
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Section 1. The President shall preside at all meetings of this 
Assembly, and shall preserve order and enforce the rules. She shall 
appoint all the Assembly Officers pro tempore, and all Assembly Officers 
not elected. She shall name the members of all committees, unless 
otherwise ordered by this Assembly. She may call special sessions 
of the Assembly, and shall do so v/henever requested by the delegates 
of fifty Rebekah Lodges. She shall order the payment, by the Assem- 
bly Treasurer, of all moneys voted by the Assembly; and at each 
annual session shall report her official acts to this Assembly. 

3. Amend Article VI, Section 5, by striking out the sentence “It 
shall annually confer with the Finance Committee of the Grand Lodge 
regarding the placing of the bonds of the Secretary and Treasurer 
of the Assembly,” so that when thus amended the section shall read 
as follows: 

Section 5. The Finance Committee shall report upon all claims 
and accounts against the Assembly, previous to such claims and ac- 
counts being allowed.

MEMORIAL SERVICE. 

By request of the Grand Master, Past Grand Master J 
Otis Humphrey presided during this service, and, on assuming 
the chair, addressed the Grand Lodge as follows: 
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Officers and Brothers of tile Grand Lodge: We come to a 
consideration of the distinguished lives and characters of our deceased 
Brothers, with a full recognition of their manly virtues and a deep 
sense of the loss we have sustained. Brother John L. Nolen, Grand 
Sire of the Sovereign Grand Lodge, was a lawyer of his native state 
of Tennessee, loved and honored by the profession; an orator of good 
ability, a citizen ever zealous for the promotion of good government, a 
humanitarian who sought to touch and tender the human heart and 
smooth the pathway of the unfortunate. While young in years, he 
attained the highest office in the gift of Odd Fellowship, and his heart 
warmed to the work as he contemplated the good he might he able to 
accomplish in forwarding our greatest benevolences — the homes and 
hospitals of the Order. It was my good fortune to spend a day with 
him on his last trip from here, a few weeks before his death, when he 
passed through Illinois on a mission of Odd Fellowship. He will be 
gratefully remembered by many members of this Grand Lodge, and 
especially by those who served with him as members of the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge. 

Brother John L. Barnum was one of our oldest and most respected 
brothers. Other members of the Grand Lodge will speak at greater 
length concerning Brother Barnum, but I cannot refrain from record- 
ing in this presence the love and affection I entertained for him during 
the long years of our acquaintance. 

The death of Brother Alfred Orendorff comes to me as a personal 
loss. For more than thirty years, we and our- families have lived 
together in Springfield as neighbors and friends. To me he was indeed 
a brother. There was no service each would not have done, no sacri- 
fice each would not have willingly made, for the other. * 

Some men fill one niche in life and fill it well. Others fill several 
niches and do it well. Such men are accounted great; but Alfred 
Orendorff w r as an all-round man. He was a highly available man. Such 
men count double. Such men count for twenty in the race of life. 
They are so rare that they achieve easy distinction. 

I have seen this man tried on many fields. In the ordinary duties 
of citizenship; in works of benevolence and charity; in the halls of 
legislation; in the public forum where thousands hung upon his lips; 
in sanctuaries of justice, contending with eminent counsel; in business 
conferences; in scores of social functions; aye, in the sacred precincts 
of the afflicted and the sorrowing; and on each demand, his diplomacy, 
his tender heart, his gentle action, his choice words, graced every occa- 
sion and charmed every circle. 

If true greatness consist in a disinterested love of goodness and 
truth and in the energy with which these are caused to prevail, then, 
judged by such a standard, Alfred Orendorff was a great man.

Grand Master and Brethren: By reason of the fact that I have 
been acquainted and intimately and fraternally connected with our 
deceased brothers for a longer number of years than probably an> r 
member of the Grand Lodge present, I am glad of the opportunity to 
say a few memorial words upon this occasion. 

I have been intimately acquainted and connected in the bonds of 
our Order with Past Grand Masters John L. Barnum and Alfred Oren- 
dorff for a great number of years. I knew Brother Barnum to have 
been a man of high ideals and of irreproachable character; as a citizen 
he was universally respected and admired; as an Odd Fellow he was 
loved, and his memory is cherished by every member of the Order. No 
one who ever reached the high and exalted position achieved by him 
and conferred upon him by his brethren was more loved and appre- 
ciated than he. For many, many years he never failed to attend the 
yearly sessions of the Grand Lodge, faithfully working in every posi- 
tion assigned him for the benefit and betterment of our beloved Order. 
Past Grand Master John L. Barnum was a Christian gentleman; an 
honored, noble citizen; a faithful, loyal Odd Fellow; who at all times 
and under all circumstances performed his whole duty as a Christian, 
a citizen, and an Odd Fellow. What more can be said of any one 
living? 

It has been my pleasure to have been acquainted and in close 
fraternal relationship with Past Grand Master Orendorff from the time 
of his first entrance into this Grand Lodge until the day of his death, 
during all of which time our relations were especially intimate. He 
was a man of superior attainments, a gallant soldier, an eminent 
lawyer, an honest politician, a prominent and most highly respected 
citizen. His fellow citizens conferred many honors upon him. which 
he accepted with proverbial modesty, without self-aggrandizement, 
quietly performing his various duties with an eye single to the best 
interest of the people and the State. But above and beyond all, his 
warm heart, his sympathetic nature, his superior elements of charac- 
ter, made him an Odd Fellow in every sense of the word. The tenets 
and principles of our Order were always near his heart; he was a 
working, enthusiastic Odd Fellow; he believed in and practiced the 
great lessons taught' in our ritual; his hand is seen in all the import- 
ant legislation enacted by the Grand and Sovereign Grand Lodges for 
the last quarter of a century. Always present at our sessions, working 
faithfully in the interests of our beloved Order, the Order honored 
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him by placing him in the most high and important positions; he 
honored the Order. By his death every Odd Fellow has lost a true 
.and worthy friend, and the Order at large has sustained an almost 
irreparable loss. 

The divine Grand Master of the universe has in His infinite 
wisdom called Brothers Barnum and Orendorff to the Grand Lodge 
above. To His will we humbly bow. May they rest in peace!

flower will die without the sun that warms it, just as sure as the grass 
will wither without the water that feeds it, so will the song die in the 
breast of the man or woman that must sing to gray walls that but 
throw the distorted song back upon the heart-broken singer. Then if 
we have kind words to say let us say them today; if we have good 
deeds to do let us do them now; if we have flowers to give let us give 
them while the objects of our friendship and love are still with us.

There 
are many of us here today that can say that in the death Of Brother 
Barnum we have lost a friend and this Grand Lodge and this great 
Fraternity have lost one of its most faithful and one of its most efficient 
workers. Faithful, thoughtful, patient and kind Brother Barnum!”

Our Lodge has closed in the Third Degree and reopened in the 
Initiatory, that we might once more contemplate the theme of man’s 
mortality. “All that is born must die.” I feel that I cannot let this 
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opportunity pass without bringing my tribute of love and memory to 
lay upon the tomb of Past Grand Master John L. Barnum. I first 
learned to know Brother Barnum well in the year 1899. I was then 
the Grand Master of this jurisdiction, a young man with but partial 
knowledge of our laws and with but little experience in the affairs of 
our great ’brotherhood . I needed, above all other things, a good, careful 
adviser and wise counseler in dealing with the intricate questions that 
arose among the lodges in the great city of Chicago, where Brother 
Barnum lived, and where I was almost a. stranger. I found this friend, 
this adviser, this counseler, in Brother Barnum, and between us there 
soon sprung up I believe a true friendship that lasted until the day of 
his death and the fire of which still burns brightly in the chambers 
of my heart today. I believe John L. Barnum was one of the best 
men I ever knew. In all my intercourse with him I never dis- 
covered a fault. His motives were pure, his thoughts lofty and his 
words clean as the drifting snow. His life was an exemplification of 
all that is good in Odd Fellowship. Ah, it was more than that, for 
he obtained the inspiration for his life’s work from the words and 
deeds of Him who while upon earth went about doing good. Goodness, 
Mr. Chairman, is greatness, and there is no other greatness. In this 

sense, John L. Barnum was a great man because he was a good man. 

He was a liberal man, liberal to a fault. He may not have left a large 
estate behind him, I do not believe he did, but he left what was better, 
a thousand times better — a good name, an influence for good that will 
never perish from off the face of the earth, for I believe in the immor- 
tality of good deeds. 

Man’s arithmetic and God’s arithmetic do not agree. They are 
the reverse of each other. By man’s arithmetic, the more we give 

away the less we have; but by God’s arithmetic, the more we give 

away the more we have left. “What I kept, I lost; what I gave away, 
I saved.” Brother Barnum scattered the seeds of Friendship, Love 
and Truth about his pathway every day, and as a result they live in 
human hearts today and will never die. The world is better because 
of his having lived in it. May this be said of us, too, when we pass, 

“At God’s commandment, through the shadowy gates, 

To reach the sunlight of the eternal hills.”

you. Reference lias been made to the high moral standing and the 
purity of the lives of these Brothers. While perfection is not attained 
by any one, each of these Brothers is an ideal for us. The examples of 
their lives are worthy for us to follow. 

It has been said that Brother Orendorff was a man of exceptional 
ability — far above the average man in intelligence and good judgment. 
It has also been said of Brother Barnum that in all that goes to make 
up an average man, a good citizen, a faithful friend, a true brother, 
he was far above the average. 

To these sentiments I can give my hearty concurrence, and so can 
you. Each of these Brothers was' perhaps personally known and per- 
sonally near to more of the members of this Grand Lodge than any 
others who have gone before them. They both believed, as has been 
said this morning by one of the speakers, that we should bring flowers 
to our friends while they live rather than to their coffins after death. 

It is especially fitting that I should speak this morning of these 
Brothers and add something to what has already been said, because 
to me these Brothers brought flowers at a time when they thought it 
was questionable whether they would reach the object of their thought 
before death or be delivered upon bis coffin. I make this personal 
reference because I know that my experience has been no doubt the 
experience of many of you. 

Seven years ago this fall, when the question arose. Can a Grand 
Master be installed not being present at the Grand Lodge? this entire 
Body was willing to brighten my life with flowers before it was too 
late and place upon my brow the wreath that indicates the highest 
gift it can bestow upon one of its members when it was thought this 
ceremony would be performed but awhile before the end which seemed 
inevitable. These two Brothers devoted much time and took a per- 
sonal interest in examining the question as to whether this might be 
done. Before this Grand Lodge appointed Past Grand Master Berry a 
committee to install me into the office of Grand Master, the highest 
position in the gift of this Grand Lodge, while on my bed at Galesburg 
when it was impossible for me to be present at the Grand Lodge, and 
while it was thought that I would not survive to perform the 
duties of the office, I received a letter from Past Grand Master Barnum 
showing the characteristics of the man, the friend, and the Brother. 
It was written in terms of brotherly love and sympathy, such as can 
be expressed by few men, assuring me that he had given diligent 
thought and research to the question, and that surely when the Grand 
Lodge would meet it would find a way to make a precedent and do 
for me what it had never done before. The same expression came 
from Past Grand Master Orendorff. 
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These things give me a personal knowledge of the lives, the char- 
acteristics and the goodness of these Brothers. I know that I am but 
expressing your sentiments and your feelings, and relating the expe- 
rience of many of you when I tell you this. These Brothers filled a 
large place in this world and while we, figuratively speaking, brought 
them (lowers while they lived, it is fitting today, and 1 must come with 
you and bring these flowers and place them upon their graves. 

While we may forget the words which are spoken here today, the 
influence of the lives of these Brothers will not leave us and their 
monuments are in our hearts and in our memories.

Brethren of tile Grand Lodge: “There is no death; what seems 
so is transition.” Our distinguished brethren have but gone on before. 
My slight acquaintance with our late Grand Sire, Brother Nolen, was 
sufficient to place him in highest esteem. He was every inch a man 
and well worthy of the profound respect and general admiration of 
those who knew him well. 

With our Past Grand Master John L. Barnum I had but a brief 
acquaintance. His many virtues, however, made a deep and lasting 
impression. “We shall meet but we shall miss him. There will be 
one vacant chair.”

Of Brother Alfred Orendorff, words are inadequate to express my 
admiration, love and esteem.

Grand Master and Members of the Grand Lodge of the State of 
Illinois: We have listened to the eloquent eulogies of the Past Grand 
Sire and Past Grand Masters from the rostrum, and as I rise in the 
midst of this great assembly of Representative Odd Fellows and look 
around. I am led to believe that I am one of the oldest, if not the 
oldest, intimate friend and brother of the distinguished members of 
our Order wdiose memory w^e commemorate at this time, and desire to 
offer my humble tribute of praise of their good works. 

I have been intimately associated with Past Grand Master John L. 
Barnum for over forty years in the noble cause of Odd Fellowship, to 
which he wtis devoted with all his heart and soul. To him Friendship, 
Love and Truth were not unmeaning words, but the sentiments of his 
heart and practice of his life. He was alw r ays generous of his time 
and means even beyond his ability. With a great warm heart he w r ould 
be just the man to take off his owm coat to give a poor fellow, cold and 
in distress, if his physical condition was w T orse than his own. 

When a young man just tw T enty-one I was made an Odd Fellow r and 
came to Springfield, and w T as made a welcome visitor to Sangamon 
Lodge, No. 6, of this city. About the same time Alfred Orendorff 
returned here to follow his chosen profession. A few years later, for 
three years Springfield w*as for a large part of the time my home, 
during which period he w r as initiated and at once became a very active 
member, ahvays ready to respond to every call to help in the cause of 
humanity. To him the helpless, the w r idow or fatherless never appealed 
in vain. His presence w r as sought after on all public occasions; he 
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was honored with the highest offices in the gift of this Grand Lodge 
and six or seven times was elected as our Representative to the Sov- 
ereign Grand Lodge. General Orendorff was the pride of Illinois Odd 
Fellows, who fondly hoped to see him elected to fill the highest office 
in the Order as Grand Sire, but such was not to be. 

I have been a visitor to most of the sessions of the Sovereign 
Grand Lodge since 1880, and frequently met our late, lamented Grand 
Sire, John L. Nolen, whom to know was to admire and love, for he 
was a most courteous gentleman, whose aim was to emulate in his 
own life the loftiest ideals of human attainment. In his last address, 
at Lincoln, many thought he knew me better than I might have desired, 
as my own life was pictured to illustrate his discourse; but I agreed 
with him in the application he made of it. His great heart and cul- 
tured intellect made him a tower of strength in the councils of the 
Order. 

Those Brothers, with the many others who have crossed the silent 
river to join the loved ones gone before to meet their Father in heaven, 
we all hope to see again, when as one great family we shall sing a 
joyful song, and hear the welcome plaudit from the throne of the 
Almighty “Well done, good and faithful servant, enter into the joy 
of thy Lord.”

Officers and Mem ders of the Grand Lodge, I. 0. O. F., of Illi- 
nois. — I consider it a great privilege to be selected as one of the Com- 
mittee from the Rebekah Assembly, as a pioneer President of twenty 
years’ standing in that great body, to be worthy to carry greetings to 
the dear Brothers of the Grand Lodge of Illinois. I am an Odd Fellow 
and Rebekah because it was born and bred in me. My father’s eldest 
brother was a member of Thomas Wildey’s Lodge in the city of Balti- 
more. My own father was a charter member of the first Lodge in the 
city of Philadelphia, Penn.; afterwards a member of Alexander Lodge 
of Cairo, where I, with my husband, was initiated in the Rebekah De- 
gree in Alexander Subordinate Lodge of Cairo, nearly forty years ago. 

A brother who visited the Rebekah Assembly said “he felt he was 
coming before the cannon’s mouth.” I do not feel that way, for I 
was a Grand Army nurse and with my husband did all I could for the 
wounded soldiers.

Now, Brothers, when I took the Degree in the Subordinate Lodge 
I rode the goat on a side-saddle, and did not go all the way to Jericho. 
T could not help becoming a Rebekah, for I was familiar from early 
childhood with the beautiful emblems and pictures of David and 
Jonathan, and the Good Samaritan, which hung upon the walls of my 
parents’ home. The Good Samaritan impressed me from the fact 
that he not only bound up the wounds of the poor man by the way- 
side, but also put his hand in his pocket and paid for taking care 
of him. True Odd Fellowship does not consist of the royal purple and 
high office, but it shows its beauty in love, and when a brother is in 
distress the touch of your hand upon his shoulder is life to him.

Many years ago I was associated 
with Sister Lizzie L. Morrison and others in trying to build an Or- 
phans’ Home at Lincoln, and after the great work was accomplished 
the lamented Bro. Alfred Orendorff visited the Rebekah Assembly in 
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session, Nov. 16, 1892, as a special committee from the Grand Lodge, 
saying that body of Odd Fellows had accepted the Home at Lincoln, 
by a vote of 2,997 against 910. The brother was made very happy, 
as well as the Assembly. 

May God bless the Grand Lodge in all its workings, and all branches 
of the Order, and make them a wonderful power for good!

Grand Master, Officers and Members of tiie Grand Lodce: This, 
too, is my first visit to the Grand Lodge, though I am really not a 
young Rebekah. Personally. I deem it a very great honor that I 
should be one of the few chosen to come and extend to you our greet- 
ings — the greetings of the Rebekah State Assembly on its Silver Anni- 
versary, and the greetings of forty-nine thousand Rebekahs of Illinois. 
I have come with these Sisters, one of whom knows the early history 
of our Order, and one who is now about to close her work as an 
Assembly Officer. So, Brothers, after listening to them, what I may 
say will seem little indeed. You know, in this great twentieth century 
of ours, the new and modern things are being sought as well as the 
highly prized old things. This Committee being composed of the new 
and the third oldest Past President of our Assembly, of course they 
are much in demand. They have given us many good and helpful 
thoughts. Sister Ford is not old in years, but she is old in experience, 
and has given us noble examples. She served us in 1892 as President 
of the State Assembly. Sister Reeve has served us well. She has 
gone from the North to the South, from the East to the West of this 
beautiful Prairie State, assisting the Rebekahs, encouraging Odd Fel- 
lows, and thereby helping Grand Master Groves; for, as we all know, 
where the Odd Fellows prosper, there also do the Rebekahs. 

We today can only see a small portion of the work accomplished 
by Grand Master Groves and our Assembly President, Ella Watson 
Reeve. But, as the days, weeks and years go by, their works will 
unfold and bring forth much good. This Order of Odd-Fellowship is 
growing not only in membership, but it is growing in its philanthropic 
work. It today is doing more for humanity than ever before. 

It has been sixteen years this fall since I came to Springfield as a 
delegate from Eldorado Rebekah Lodge, No. 308. Xt was amazing 
then the work you were doing in the way of caring for the Orphans. 
We visited the Home at Lincoln; we met our dear old Mother Morri- 
son; we were shown through the buildings; we pronounced it grand — 
and so it was, but you still keep awake. It all seemed so good and so 
grand that I went home and told the members of my Lodge words could 
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never express what Odd-Fellowship was doing for our orphan children; 
they must go and see to but realize the half of it. The next year, as 
ws went to Springfield to attend the Assembly and pay our visit to the 
Odd Fellows’ Orphans’ Home at Lincoln, something happened which 
I shall never forget. May I tell it to you? Well, I am from “Egypt,” 
way down where the big red apples grow, where the coal fields abound, 
a place from which it takes a long time to get to Springfield. On our 
way the train stops and waits for trains on the main line of the 
Illinois Central. During a twenty minutes’ wait at Duquoin a gentle- 
man, carrying a good-sized lad and followed by an elderly gentleman 
and three boys, got on the train. He found a desirable seat, placed 
the lad in it, and, when he had made them all as comfortable as 
possible and the train was about to start, I heard him say: “Be good 
boys, for that is a good home; study hard, learn to write, and write 
your mother a letter.” That sentence meant so much. I looked at 
them very closely and saw the three links on the coat lapel of each of 
these gentlemen. The boys were crying; the man, who I afterwards 
learned was their uncle, got off the train as it started on, and the old 
brother had much trouble in trying to quiet these four little fatherless 
boys. 

Having been left fatherless myself at an early and tender age, 
my heart went out to these hoys, and I tried to help amuse them until 
we reached Lincoln. They were healthy, hardy boys, and many sights 
delighted their sad little hearts that day. It was about four o’clock 
in the afternoon when they reached the Home. They just had time to 
get bathed, dressed, and assigned to their rooms when supper was 
announced, and soon they were forming acquaintances and having 
instilled into their minds things that, no doubt, will stay with them 
throughout their lives. 

It was my pleasure, as well as my privilege, to keep in touch 
with these boys for quite a time. They, at all times, seemed delighted 
to see me. The baby one always put his arms around me and would 
say: “Oh. I am so glad to see you!” They all became interested in 
their school work and were alw r ays pleased to show me their progress, 
and it was not long until they could write their precious mothers a 
letter. 

How delighted this world would be if every man and woman who 
have taken that solemn obligation of Odd Fellowship and Rebekah 
Odd Fellowship w r ould only live it, and thereby look up and lift up the 
human race! We know r we are living examples for our children, as 
wsll as the children of our Odd Fellows’ Orphans’ Home, so Brothers, 
let me say. Live the obligation you have taken; act it hour by hour 
and clay by day: it will make you much better husbands, better fathers, 
and better brothers. 
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This great monument of Odd Fellowship at Lincoln is not* merely 
a place where our children eat and sleep, but a home in all of its 
fullness. Besides good wholesome food and nice comfortable beds and 
clothing, there is still more than all of this, there is the brain food — 
the granary is full of it and it is given our boys and girls as each talent 
calls for it. Brother and Sister Lucas and that able corps of teachers 
study each child and give to it freely, thereby sending out honorable 
boys and girls each year. It is your work, Brothers, back of it all 
that makes it all possible and I want to congratulate you, one and all, 
in behalf of the Rebekah Assembly, for the very valuable piece of land 
just purchased by you to be added to our Orphans’ Home farm. You 
each year so generously increase the advantages of our children, at the 
same time not forgetting our old brothers and sisters at Mattoon, for 
they, too, need care, and are daily receiving it from your hands. 

Your Grand Master has made a splendid record. You, as a Grand 
Lodge, have given him your hearty assistance. You have encouraged 
our President, Sister Reeve, and we thank you for it. Now, let me ask 
you to extend the same good, cheerful assistance to the Grand Master- 
elect, Brother Sayler, and our Assembly President, Mae E. Crowell, 
during their term of office.

The Special Committee on the Exemplification of the Secret 
Work on Wednesday evening asked for further time in which 
to make their report, which was granted. 

The report of the committee, made since the close of -the 
session, is as follows: 

To the Officers and Members of the Grand Lodge: 

The undersigned, your Committee named to attend the meeting 
at the Arsenal Wednesday night, and witness the work of the several 
Degree Staffs, beg leave to report as follows: 

This meeting was held by Sangamon Lodge, No. 6, of Springfield, 
under special dispensation, and all business except the conferring of 
the degrees was transacted by this lodge. Much credit and praise is 
due Sangamon Lodge for the preparation it made for this meeting 
and the splendid manner in which they “opened” the lodge. Every 
officer was in his place, every “part” committed and spoken in a clear, 
strong tone of voice, and we believe very many saw that there is 
indeed much of Odd Fellowship to be learned in opening and closing

the lodge. Sangamon Lodge impressed this lesson upon all present. 
The attendance at this meeting was large; perhaps between five and 
six hundred were present, and an unusual interest was manifested, 
perhaps on account of the new ritualistic work. Past Grand Master 
Stone was in charge of the meeting, and under his direction everything 
moved smoothly and in order. The best of feeling prevailed from 
beginning to end, and we cannot but believe that much good was 
accomplished by this part of our program. 

The pure and lofty ideals of Odd Fellowship and its many valuable 
lessons of humanity are all contained in our ritual. They are there 
wrapped up in “words” and many of them, like gold, lie deep down 
in the mine. To confer these degrees upon the candidate, to enable 
him to “see” these “ideals” and to learn these lessons, is the work of 
the Degree Staff. This is no easy task, but it is the only way to 
“make” an Odd Fellow'. If, in conferring the degrees, the staff is not 
able to reach the conscience and touch the heart of the candidate, its 
work has not been a success. To do this the members of the Degree 
Staff must themselves be good “Odd Fellows.” They must first see 
the “ideals” and know the “lessons” themselves, for no man can show 
or teach another what he does not himself see and know. 

The Initiatory Degree was conferred by the Degree Staff of Salem 
Lodge, No. 123, of Petersburg. This work was well done, every part 
of it was w T ell done. The staff was composed of the business men of 
Petersburg. Their floor-work was good, and all those taking any part 
had good, well-trained voices. They were heard in every part of that 
great building. The “ideals” and lessons of this degree were made 
very clear and plain to the candidate. The giving of the secret work 
was faultless, and the conferring of the degree very impressive. We 
learned this staff only organized about twm months ago, but, under the 
training of Brother T. H. Thompson for one w r eek, attained this high 
degree of excellence. What has been done by this staff could be done 
by others. 

The First Degree w r as then put on by the Degree Staff of the Manu- 
facturers' Lodge, No. 485, of Moline. The work of this staff also 
pleased and satisfied every one. The staff showed a splendid training, 
and some new features were introduced. For the first time many 
present saw' that the new' ritual was an improvement over the old. 
Considerable dramatic powder w T as showm in this degree, making the 
“ideals” plain and the “lessons” very touching. The secret wrnrk was 
given perfectly. The work of the staff showed they had a clear con- 
ception of the teachings of this degree and imparted them to the candi- 
date with an unusual pow r er. 

The Second Degree was not conferred. 
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The Third Degree was conferred by Carnation Lodge, No. 933, of 
Chicago, and by their splendid efforts this degree was made very inter- 
esting indeed. This staff introduced some new features, which made 
the '‘ideal” and “lesson” of this degree stand out clear and plain, and 
doubtless they seemed more grand and sublime to very many present 
than they had ever done before. Its work was done well. We do not 
see how it could have been done much better. We wish every lodge in 
the state could have seen it 

Upon the whole, the work was splendid, instructive, impressive; 
and we cannot but believe the labors of our Chief Instructor are 
bearing good fruit, producing good results, and that the money used 
in this direction is well spent. We believe this part of our annual 
program should be continued until all our lodges become deeply inter- 
ested in doing this work well.

Pre- 
sented in Grand Master’s Report, pages 74-115; adopted in fourth 
report of Committee on the State of the Order, pages 439, 467. 
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Fourth report, by Bro. George F. Koester — The committee made their 
customary semi-annual visit to the Grand Secretary’s office on 
the 4th day of November, 1009, and thoroughly investigated all 
departments of the office. The result of the investigation is given 
in detail. Presented in Grand Master’s Report, pages G7-G0; 
adopted in fourth report of Committee on the State of the Order, 
pages 439, 467. 

Fifth report, by Bro. M. P. Berry, P.G.M. — On Report and Accounts of 
the Grand Treasurer. The committee say they have examined 
the Grand Treasurer’s Report (pp. 227-235), checked up the same, 
item by item, and verified the footings, and find the same correct 
in all respects. They also examined the securities iu his posses- 
sion (of which they give a detailed list), and deposit slips show- 
ing the cash to his credit as Grand Treasurer; also, his books, 
and checked up the vouchers drawn on him, and find the same 
correct. Sundry suggestions and recommendations follow. Pre- 
sented, 423; adopted, 447. 

Sixth report, by Bro. Pease — On Cherry mine disaster. The commit- 
tee say “that the Grand Lodge has disposed of this matter by 
their action, and no further report is necessary.” Presented, 427; 
adopted, 447. 

Seventh report, by Bro. Koester — On appeal by Lodge 525 for aid for 
Bro. W. E. Howell (see page 407), recommending reference to 
the Grand Master. Presented, 428; adopted, 447. 

Eighth report, by Bro. Berry, P.G.M. — On petition of Burnside Lodge, 
No. 701 (see page 408), recommending that the prayer be granted. 
Presented, 437; adopted; 466. 

Ninth report, by Bro. Pease — On resolution (Doc. 13, p. 404) of Bro. 
Geo. W. Young, of 392. The committee say they have carefully 
examined the books, vouchers, etc., of the two Homes, as appears 
from their detailed reports. They are satisfied that the accounts 
are correct, and a further audit would incur an unnecessary 
expense. If the Grand Lodge consider a further audit necessary, 
the committee have no objection. Presented, 444; adopted, 46S. 

Tenth report, by Bro. Berry — On resolutions (Doc. 21, p. 411) relating 
to purchase of additional land for the Orphans’ Home. The 
committee express the opinion that the land is needed and that 
the price is reasonable. They recommend that the land be pur- 
chased, but that it be paid for from the general fund of the Grand 
Lodge; the interest on deferred payments to be paid out of the 
income of the Endowment Fund of the Orphans’ Home. Pre- 
sented, 444; adopted, 468.

Resolved , That the Grand Secretary be directed not to fill any 
orders for supplies, for Lodges or individuals, unless the cash accom- 
pany such order. 

Prices for supplies may be found on the reverse side of this leaf. 

In ordering such supplies as are sent by express (see next page), 
give full instructions; state to what office or station, and in whose care 
they may be forwarded.
